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Aldermen Take Long Recess To 

Discuss General Residence Zones 

Other Meetings Keep Boc^rd In Session Until Well After 
Midnight — Several Hearings 


The meeting of the Bonril of Aider- 
men on Monday night wan Interrupted 
by a long recese In which the Aider- 
men, as a committee of the whole 
discussed privately the Important, 
and long deferred question of elimin- 
ating for the most part the general 
residence zones In this city. Other 
meetings of committees followed this 
conference and It was well after mid- 
night when the Board meeting ad- 
journed. 

Following several perfunctory hear- 
ings on petitions of the Edison and 
Telephone Companies for polo loca- 
tions on various streets, a hearing 
was held on the petition of the Gar- 
den City Sand and Gravel Company 
for a year’s renewal for Its permit to 
operate a gravel pit off Beethoven 
avonue and Winslow road, south of 
Beacon street. G. Howard Frost, own 
er of the land, explained that the per- 
mit is largely for tho purpose of grad- 
ing land for development by removing 
a ridge 45 feet high. Ex-Alderman 
Daniel O’Connell, one of the owners 
of the gravel company said that the 
project is essentially a land develop- 


ment activity and it will take from 5 
to 6 years to remove all the sand and 
gravel. 

Alban Rosene of 6 Nonnntum 
street, Newton, owner of adjacent 
property, opposed the petition be- 
cause of his claim that the removal 
of the gravel will cause a drop of 
about 12 feet on the property ad- 
joining hls land and will thus damage 
Ills property. He asked the City En- 
gineer If the grades, as laid out by 
the Gravel Company had been ap- 
proved and received an affirmative an 
swer. Mr. Rosene differed with the 
contention that the activities of the 
gruvel company are principally a land 
development project. Ho asserted It 
Is a large sand and gravel business 
If all tho material could be removed 
within a year, he would not object. 

Raymond Gifford of 93 Plymouth 
road, Newton Highlands, objected to 
the petition because of the noise and 
dust from the operation of the gravel 
pit. Edward Lowery objected because 
of the noise from the machinery used 
at the gravel pit. After deliberating 
on this petition, the Claims and Rules 
committee recommended the granting 
of the petition and the Board so vo- 
ted. 

Charles A. Mague of 176G Washing- 
ton street opposed petitions for tho

First Skating 

Fatality Of Season 

John Barry, High School Athlete, 
Drowns in lluininond Pond 


Joan J. Barry, it, sou of Mr. auu 
ana. iMicuuel cany oi do warren 
o.i eei, .Newton centre, was Urowneu 
oatut'uay utieruuuu in iiuiitiuouu a 
* ouu, mesuiui mil, wueu lie uroKe 
uiiougn me mm ice on me puuu. 
touug Barry, who was a senior at 
.sew ton mgii, auu wuo liad been a 
suusmute on the nockey team, went 
to me puuu Saiuruay lo skate. The 
sunace ol me puuu haU been eoaleu 
wuu a thin layer ui ice, which, wuile 
thick enough on the Chestnut Hill side 
lo bear persons, was not sufficiently 
strong In the centre of the pond to 
hold up any skaters. 

As young Barry emerged from the 
bushes on the west side of the pond 
lie struck out at a high rate of speed 
towards the centre where the ice was 
thin. Among those skating on the 
opposite side of the pond were Miss 
Mary Lee of Hammond street. Chest- 
nut Hill and Mrs. E. A. Bronson of 
Mount Vernon street, Boston. Mrs. 
Bronson shouted a warning to the 
hoy. but. apparently he did not com- 
prehend the cautioning shout. As he 
reached the thin Ice he broke through. 
There were no life-saving ladders or 
ropes on the shore of the pond, but 
Miss Lee and Mrs. Bronson speeded to 
the site of the old ice house near 
Boylston street and found a long, 
heavy ladder which could not be 
pushed along the ice because of prongs 
attached to its ends. They attempted 
to carry the ladder to the centre of 
(he pond to rescue young Barry. They 
asked assistance from several youths 
who were skating on the pond but 
these young fellows apparently lacked 
enough nerve to help the two women. 
Barry hung onto the edges of the 
broken ice for about five minutes be- 
fore he weakened and lost his grip. 

Charles G. Thompson of 517 Ham- 
mond street and his father's chanffeur. 
Louis Garland of Heath street. Brook- 
line. obtained a canoe and pushed It 
across tho ice to the thinly coated 
area and then launched the light craft, 
breaking the thin ice until they 
reached the spot where the boy had 
drowned. With grappling irons, fur- 
nished by the Brookline police, they 
recovered the body. Newton anil 
Brookline police and firemen attempt- 
ed resuscitation of the boy without 
success. The body was taken to the 
morgue at the Newton Hospital where 
it was later identified by a brother 
of i he unfortunate youth. 

Funeral services for the boy were 
hold Tuesday morning at Sacred Heart 
Church. Newton Centre, and were at- 
tended by a large gathering, including 
a number of his fellow students at 
the High School where lie was quite 
popular. Burial was in Holyhood 
Cemetery. Brookline. He is survived 
by his parents, three brothers and 
two sisters. 


Want Cousens Land On Beacon 

Street Zoned To Single Residence 

Residents of Neighborhood Want Section Restricted — Trustees 
Of Estate In Opposition 


Over a score of Newton Centre res- 
idents came to City Hall at West New- 
ton last Monday night to attend a 
public hearing on the petition present- 
ed by Charles W. Wallour and others 
asking that land facing Beacon St. 
and located between Glen avenue and 
a point opposite Dalton road be 
changed from general residence zone 
to single residence. Most of the land 
is included in the Cousens estate. 

Mr. Wallour explained to the Claims 
and Rules Committee, before which 
the hearing was held, why the peti- 
tioners desire the change. He told of 
the excellent character of the district 
opposite the land in question, a dis- 
trict comprised almost exclusively of 
attractive single residences. To per- 
mit the present general residence to 
remain would result either in the erec- 
tion of large apartment houses or a 
crowded development of double 
dwellings. 

William T. May of Grey Cliff road 
endorsed the views expressed by Mr. 
Wallour and told the aldermen that it 
would be greatly to the detriment of 
Newton Centre to have apartment 
houses or an inferior development of 
the land now zoned as general resi- 
dence. 

Judge Elias B. Bishop appeared in 
opposition to the proposed change. He 
explained that he is a co-trustee of the 
Cousens estate, together with John A. 
Cousens of Brookline, who could not 
attend because of a meeting of Tufts 
College corporation of which Mr. Cou- 
sens is President. Judge Bishop com- 
mented that it caused him much em- 
barrassment to oppose the petition, 
inasmuch as nearly all the people fav- 1 
oring it had purchased the land on ! 
which their homes are located either \ 
from his father or from the Cousens j 
| estate. All such parcels of land had I 
been restricted by deed to occupancy ! 
by single residences, and there are no 1 
two-family dwellings north of Beacon ! 
street. 

Judge Bishop told that the property j 
which it is proposed to rezone and 
which was owned formerly bv Horace j 
Cousens Sr., was bequeathed by him 
to the late Harriet Cousens who died ! 
about 1912. She willed it to her broth 
er. the late Horace S. Cousens. He be- 
queathed most of his estate to the 
Newton Hospital, and the will is to 
be probated on December 2(5. 

Judge Bishop stated that as trus- 
tee of the estates of Harriet Cousens 
and Horace S. Cousens. it is his duty 
to obtain the best possible price for 
the property and that he has had 


many offers for It in past years. He 
detailed the boundaries of the land. 
It has a long frontage on Beacon St. 
and Is bounded In the rear by the 
Circuit branch of the Boston & Al- 
bany Railroad. If developed for honse 
lots, Hammond Brook, which runs 
through the property would have to 
be covered and a street built. This 
would entail considerable expense. 
The railroad tracks are higher than 
the land at the rear and this would 
cause rear lots to be undesirable for 
single residences. He remarked that 
he does not blame the petitioners 
for wanting the property restricted to 
single residences, and be added, in 
answer to a question from Alderman 
Harte that it apparently was the In- 
tent of his father and Miss Cousens 
that the district should be so re- 
stricted. 

Alderman Pratt asked that a “show 
of hands" be called for to ascertain 
how many present were In favor of 
the petition. Nineteen persons raised 
their hands. Alderman Pratt stated 
that he had talked with Charles E. 
Kelsey, president of the Newton Hos- 
pital Corporation and Mr. Kelsey had 
said that the Hospital trustees will 
not want to oppose the wishes of New- 
ton Centre people who desire the dis- 
trict to be protected from inferior de- 
velopments. 

Charles W. Bond, favoring the peti- 
tion also stated that he had converesd 
with Mr. Kelsey regarding "the be- 
quests from the Cousens family. Mr. 
Bond predicted that the Newton Hos- 
pital. which depends for support to a 
large degree from donations by pri- 
vate citizens, would not want to get 
a few extra paltry dollars by causing 
a condition that would be most dis- 
advantageous to the district in New- 
ton Centre which would be afTected, 
should the Cousens property remain in 
general residence zone. Mr. Bond con- 
tended that the Hospital will be a di- 
rect beneficiary not only from the 
Horace S. Cousens estate, but also 
from the estate of his father. Horace 
Cousens. Judge Bishop asserted that 
Mr. Bond was not correct in stating 
that the Cousens Fund, which approx- 
imates at present $430,000 makes the 
Hospital a direct beneficiary. 

The terms of the will provide that 
this fund will be used to make loans 
to deserving men and women of small 
means in Newton who want to acquire 
homesteads. When the fund will have 
accumulated to $1,000,000 it will be- 
come a permanent fund at this figure 
and the income above this amount — 
"will be distributed to the deserving 
poor of Newton who are not inmates 
of the almshouse. If the amount re- 
ceived from said fund should be more 
than is required to supply the actual

Thanksgiving Day is tlie season for 
tlie selection of “AH" teams. For 
several yenrs we have selected a foot- 
ball team composed of Newton play- 
ers on the Newton high school team 
and on the teams faced during the 
year. This year's eleven is one of the 
strongest that could be formed in 
schoolboy circles nlthough several of 
the outstanding performers of the year 
who played on tennis not faced by 
Newton could not he named. 

The 1930 "All-Newton-and-opponent” 
team is a fairly representative choice 
comprising three players from Som- 
erville. three from Brookline, two 
from Medford, two from Newton, nnd 
one each from Quincy, Waltham, and 
Rlndge. In addition to the eleven 
regulurs a utility lineman and a utility 
back are included In the selection. * 

There were a number of ends of 
merit on the tennis that opposed New- 
ton this fall.

Now that the Board of Aldermen of 
Newton have gone on record urging 
the placement of ladders, ropes and 
other life saving mnterinl at Ham- 
mond Pond ami other skating places 
in this city, It Is t he duty or this 
city to provide such articles nlong 
the shore of the Charles River lie- 
tween EHot street, Newton Upper 
Falls, and the West Roxbury line.

A large percentage of supposedly 
intelligent citizens who get "all het 
up” over national elections and State 
elections pay little attention to muni 
cipal elections. And yet, city elec 
tlons are In many .respects of more 
vital Importance to people. If this 
city elected Incompetent or dishonest 
Mayors and Aldermen, or School 
Committee members who might be of 
inferior calibre, it would soon be 
realized by the residents of the New 
tons in increased tax-rates, inferior 
schools, streets and other public serv 
ices. And the attractivenes of New 
ton might speedily lessen by the 
breaking down of the zoning laws and 
building code. So, it is the duty of 
the men and women voters of New 
ton, it is essential to their own per- 
sonal welfare — that they go to the 
polls next Tuesday and VOTE. Be 
cause, if the great majority decide, in 
view of the few contests — thut it 
will be unnecessary to vote, some dis- 
agreeable surprises may follow.

Complaints are being made about 
the truffle hazard at the corner of 
Centre and Elmwood streets, New 
ton. Automobiles are parked on this 
corner and persons driving cars out 
of Elmwood street cannot see cars 
coming north along Centre street. A 
couple of years ago, when the old 
Eliot Block was torn down, It was 
planned to make a widening at this 
corner. This plan was changed In 
order to permit the erection of the 
present building closer to the corner 
of the two streets. Only one alder- 
man, whose name modesty forbids us 
to mention, voted against allowing 
the creation of the present blind cor 
ner. Time seems to have proved that 
the alderman, who was very much 
In the minority, was right. 

Another vexatious traffic situation 
that could have, and should have, 
been avoided was created when 
large garage was permitted to be lo- 
cated on Bacon and Peabody streets, 
Newton. The matter of granting a 
permit for this garage was argued at 
length in the Board of Aldermen a 
year ago last summer. The alderman 
who opposed the petition called ntten 
l ion to the fact that there was inade 
quate parking space in that district 
at that time, and to permit a large 
sales and service station to be lo- 
cated in the vicinity would surely 
make bad matters worse, so far as 
parking and traffic would be con 
cerned. The attorney for the peti- 
tioners stated that the automotive 
concern which wanted to locate at 
the place in question would have 
none of its cars oil the streets near- 
by, Only two aldermen voted against 
the petition and ft was granted. 

The result has been — Increasing 
complaints from tenants of the Wash- 
ington Building and from residents 
of Pearl street about lack of parking 
facilities — and about parking which 
interferes with the rights of residents 
in dwellings. Contrary to the prom- 
ise made by the attorney for the peti- 
tioners for the garage permit, cars 
owned by the automotive concern 
have been parked on Peabody street. 
It would he almost impossible for an 
automotive concern to conduct busi- 
ness without having cars parked oil 
tlie street adjacent to its place of 
business. This fuct was called to the 
attention of the 1929 Board of Alder- 
men before the permit was granted. 
Owners of automobiles who have of- 
fices or are employed in the Wash- 
ington Building, and who formerly 
parked their cars on Peabody street, 
had to park these cars on Pearl 
street. Traffic difficulties ensued on 
Pearl street and to relieve the situa- 
tion parking rules on Peabody street 
were changed and parking restric- 
tions on the southerly side of Pearl 
street from Peabody street easterly 
were enforced. This caused uutomo- 
blles which formerly had been parked 
on Pearl street, east of Peabody 
street, to he parked on Pearl street 
to the west of Peabody street. The 
consequence is — protests from- resi- 
dents of Pearl street who complain 
that coal cannot he delivered at their 
houses, that ashes cannot ho collect- 
ed from their homes — that traffic 
hazards have been created. 

All of jvhlcli would appeur to prove 
that tho one alderman who voted 
against the creation of a blind corner 
at Centre und Elmwood streets, and 
Hie two aldermen who voted against 
allowing Increased traffic difficulties 
by the establishment of a garage in 
a crowded section — were right, even 
though much in the minority. And 
which also uppours to prove that 
when undesirable results will follow 
Hie granting of petitions, such peti- 
tions should not be granted — eveu 
though the petitioners may be promi- 
nent and liillueiitial citizens.

The other afternoon as we drove 
westerly nlong Watertown street, we 
observed four automobiles stopped at 
the Intersection of Walnut street, 
south of the traffic signal. Four oth- 
er automobiles were stopped on Wal- 
nut street, north of the traffic signal. 
The drivers of these eight cars were 
waiting for the signal to show a green 1 
light. Apparently they wore strang- 
ers in Newton who were passing 
through the city on State Automobile 
Route 1 28 of which route Walnut 
Htroet Is a part. The traffic signal 
displayed a fixed yellow light. The 
drivers of the stopped curs, or at least 
I he drivers of the forward cars on 
either side of the Hlgnal were obeying 
Hie regulations of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts pertaining to street 
traffic signals. A fixed yellow signal 
is to allow pedestrians to cross high- 
ways and automobiles are not sup- 
posed to pass a signal showing this 
color. Tho traffic signal at the Inter- 
section of Walnut and Watertown 
streets was installed ns a flashing 
beacon. Because It interfered with 
nearby radio sets it was stopped 
from flashing some months ago. As a 
llxed light it is of little value in 
slowing down speeding motorists at 
this dangerous Intersection. We 
sympathize with persons who cannot 
obtain decent rndio reception because 
of the proximity of traffic signals. 
However, relief has been obtained in 
such cases by placing In signals 
a device which prevents the flasher 
from interfering with nearby radio 
sets. Such a device should be placed 
In the signal at Watertown and Wal- 
nut streets and in other signals which 
are supposed to flash, and which have 
not been flashing.

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RE-ELECT OUR PRESENT ALDERMEN 

At the coming: city election next Tuesday there are but two 
contests on the ballot. All of the present members of the 
Board of Aldermen whose terms expire are candidates for 
re-election. Two will be unopposed in seeking to fill the un- 
expired terms of vacancies which occurred since a year ago. 
Two of the present members of the Board are being opposed 
for re-election. In Ward 2, Alderman Fred W. Woodcock, 
who has served the city well for the past three years, should 
have the support of the voters of Newtonville, against his op- 
ponent, who was an unsuccessful candidate a year ago against 
one of the other Aldermen from that Ward. For Alderman- 
at-large from Ward 3 we urge the voters throughout the city 
to re-elect Alderman William F. Chase, who has also been 
faithful in the performance of his duties. In addition to the 
two aldermanic contests one contest is in sight for the vacancy 
on the School Committee from Ward 5 caused by the retire- 
ment of the present incumbent, William F. Coan. The name 
of Herbert P. Wasgatt of Waban will be the only name to 
appear on the ballot. At the polling places, however, stickers 
bearing the name of Kate C. S. Cornell of Newton Highlands 
will be distributed. Mrs. Cornell's candidacy was not an- 
nounced until after the time for filing nomination papers had 
expired. It will be the first “sticker” campaign in the history 
of city elections in Newton. Being such many voters are not 
acquainted with their use. If stickers are used they must be 
affixed in the proper place on the ballot and the cross must 
be made by the voter. No such sticker will be counted as 
a vote unless it is pasted in the space provided for names of 
candidates and unless the voter also marks a cross. Stickers, 
but no other political matter intended to influence the voter, 
may be distributed within 150 feet of the polling places. Both 
Mr. Wasgatt and Mrs. Cornell are able candidates. Ward 5 
will be efficiently represented whichever one is elected. The 
issue seems to be more a question of whether the voters of 
Newton will endorse a “sticker” campaign or not. 


ANOTHER GOOD TURN 

Doing “good turns” is one of the outstanding attributes 
of the Boy Scout movement. Recently a good turn was done 
for Newton parents by the Norumbega Council, Inc., Boy 
Scouts of America, which is the official designation of the 
local scout organization. A short time ago a man, purporting to 
be the local representative and organizer for a National 
Movement promoting a program for boys which was said to 
prepare them to act as quartermasters in the coastwise steam- 
er service of this country, came to Newton. Scouts and of- 
ficials reported the fact to the local Council Headquarters. 
Extensive investigation which led to several cities followed 
and the co-operation of the Newton police was sought in 
clearing the matter up. Prompt action by the latter resulted in 
satisfactory disposition of the case by the Court, which 
ordered the promoter of the program from the city after 
restitution of money had been made. The Norumbega Council 
and the local police are to be highly commended for their 
part in the affair which might well have led much further but 
for prompt action. It is hard to understand how parents 
could have signed the applications for their sons to join an 
organization of which they knew absolutely nothing. We 
earnestly recommend that Newton parents inquire of the 
local scout organization when their attention is drawn to 
boys' organizations unless reliable evidence is presented.

taking of land on Bertrand road. Day 
street. Holman, Leslie and Dwinda 
roads, new streets which have been 
developed off Washington street and 
Commonwealth avenue at Auburndale. 
Mague, representing his mother, who 
owns considerable land in this sec- 
tion. stnted the taking of land so 
that sewers and drains could he laid, 
will not benefit his mother's property 
and will cause her to be assessed for 
considerable amounts. The petitions 
are for the benefit, according to Mr. 
Mague of real estate developers. He 
asserted that to spite Ills mother, 
these real estate operators have kept 
a strip of land 1 foot wide along Hol- 
man road which was laid out on land 
bought from Mrs. Mague. 

A representative of Davis & 
Vaughan, who have developed this 
property, stated that the drains and 
sowers are very necessary and are 
wanted by all the property owners on 
the streets affected. Ten owners of 
1 properties on these streets appeared 
to favor the petitions.

Alderman Temperly explained that 
lie voted against granting the express 
license to Clarence Ricker because 
this man is not u resident of Newton 
and has asked for the permit on the 
allegation that it was necessary in 
conjunction witli an antiques business 
lie conducts. Alderman Powers sus- 
tained (lie Upper Falls alderman and 
reminded the Board that it has been 
tile accepted practice not to grant 
< xpress licenses to non-residents. 
Newton expressmen are not declaring 
10% dividends and should he pro- 
tected from outside competition. 

Appropriations made by t lie Aider- 
men included: School Department, 
$4000 for additional fuel; Public Build- 
ings Department maintenance of auto- 
mobiles. $loo; street Department, 
construction of Morton street between 
Victoria circle and Mill street, $1983; 
Law Department, purchase of addi- 
tional land at Cold Spring district for 
playground purposes, $3600; Water 
Department, mains on John street 
and other streets, $2080; Workmen’s 
1 Compensation, $700; moving Police 
Headquarters building to rear of lot. 
$90011; rental of temporary quarters 
for Public Buildings Department 
which must vacate City Hall Annex 
as this structure is to lie razed. $1600: 
purchase of house and land on Park- 
view avenue lo provide additional land 
for Cabot School, $5000; additional ap- 
propriation for oilice expenses for 
Mayor's Itelief Committee, $600. 

Alderman Bail, referring to the 
$9000 asked to move the building hous- 
ing the police headquarters mid court 
house, explained that this building 
must lie moved to permit tile construc- 
tion of (lie proposed new Court House. 
Alderman Powers stated Unit it lias 
been suggested by a court official 
Dial the new Court House lie erected 
on tile she of tile City Hall Annex 
which will lie soon razed. By doing 
tills tile city will Have much of the 
$9009 which will he expended for 
movlng the old police headquarters 
building, which in turn will he torn 
down after the new police headquart- 
ers building will have been erected 


within (lie coming year. This plan 
would also enable t lie court records 
to he kept in Hie present vault and 
save tile expense and trouble of get- 
ting another vault. As there are nine 
cells to he located in the new court 
house these could he used temporal - - 
ly for police purposes. 

Alderman Gallagher said that there 
should he no further delay in moving 
Hie old police and court Iniildlng be- 
cause If present plans are changed, 
tlie county may build the new court 
house on Elm street. 

On tlie matter of the city taking 
land on Normandy road so that the 
treet can lie improved and accepted, 
there was a sharp division of the 
Public Works Committee. The ma- 
jority of the committee, Aldermen 
Murray, Chandler, Floyd and Harte 
reported in favor: Aldremen Greben- 
stein, Chase and Powers disapproved. 
Chairman Murray of the committee 
explained that tlie Planning Board 
approved of tlie present lay-out of 
Normandy road and Mr. Tuoliy (of 
Weston) who owns two lots of land 
abutting on tlie road, has a partially 
erected house to which egress lias 
been cut off by Hie erection of a 
fence. He argued Hint Hie Aldermen 
ought to sustain tlie Planning Board. 

Aldermen Powers said that nil the 
property owners on Normandy road, 
other than Tuoliy, oppose Hie project, 
Him when these people bought lots on 
Hie street it wait proposed to have 
the road connect with Commonwealth 
avenue, that this plan was subsequent- 
ly changed and that In fairness to 
tlie majority of property owners on 
tlie road the acceptance of tlie street 
with tlie resultant expense, should not 
he forced upon them. Alderman Greb- 
enstein said Mr. Tuoliy knew lie had 
no rights on Normandy road when 
lie started to build Ills house there. 
Tlie property owners who erected the 
fence to protect their interests are 
within their rights. A sewer was laid 
in tills street against the wishes of 
the property owners and they were 
then assessed for it. Tlie trouble be- 
tween Tuoliy and the Normandy road 
property owners is n private matter 
and tlie city has no right to interfere 
by forcing tlie acceptance of the street 
so Hint the fence will he removed. II 
has been the practice of tlie city not 
to go in and tako streets for accep- 
tance against the wishes of tlie most 
of the property owners on a street. 
Mr. Grebensteiu raised n Charter Ob- 
jection which forced postponement of 
any action on this matter until the 
next meeting of die Board. 

A resolution was offered by Aider- 
man Harte and accepted asking Hie 
Metropolitan District Commission to

Fine Statues of Buddha 

in Japanese Shrines 

Four gigantic statues of Rudillm have 
been erected In Japan. The largest 
one Is located In the city of Kyoto, 
and dates from 1801. It Is a wooden 
figure, consisting of only n head nnd 
shoulders ; but even so It reaches to 
the ceiling of Hie lofty hall In which 
It Is enshrined, and Is 03 feet in 
height 

Tlie next lnrgest Is 53V4 feet In 
height, erected In the city of Nara. It 
Is mndc of plates of bronze soldered 
together. 

The third In size of these Images, 
but which perhaps gives the most ma- 
jestic Impression of the four, is loented 
at Kamakura, erected In the Thir- 
teenth century. It Is 40 feet 7 Inches 
In height, nnd Is formed of sheets of 
bronze cast separately, brazed togeth- 
er, nnd finished off on the outside with 
the chisel. 

The hollow Interior of the Image 
contains a small shrine, nnd the vis- 
itor may ascend Into the head. 

The next, nnd smallest of the four, 
was built In 1S01 at Hyogo, In the 
precincts of the temple of Nofukujl. 
It Is 48 feet high. It was Inrgely 
through the efforts of a paper manu- 
facturer of Hyogo, named Nnnjo Sho- 
bel, that this statue was built. But It 
by no means equals the nneient stn- 
tue at Kamakura. 


Why Heavy Timbers in 

Colonial Frame Houses 

Every American feels Ids Interest 
kindled when he espies a historical 
frame dwelling whose construction 
date may go back 150 to 200 years 
to some early Colonial period. Com- 
ments upon the soundness of the con- 
struction methods of those early dnys 
are made frequently without the 
speaker knowing In what ways they 
differ from today. 

The braced timber frame was in- 
variably used nlong the North At- 
lantic const. Tlie early colonists did 
not set out to Invent this frame. They 
brought with them a tradition of henvy 
half-timber construction from the 
mother country. There was a great 
abundance of standing timber, cutting 
by hand was laborious, nnd timbers 
were used which were much stronger 
than required for strength. Posts 
nnd girts were eight nnd ten-inch 
square-hewn timbers. — Philadelphia 
Ledger.

heated throughout Its 10 rooms. 


Named Cape Horn 

Hoorn is a very famous place in 
Holland, for the old port sent out 
some of the most adventurous rovers 
that t lie world lias ever seen. Wil- 
liam Sehouten was one of those rest- 
less folk who took the Dutch (lag all 
over the globe. He was the first mari- 
ner to round the tip of South America, 
instead of getting Into the Pncilic by 
way of tlie straits of Magellan. 

He made tlds adventurous Journey 
In 1010 nnd he christened the southern- 
most projection of land Cape Hoorn, 
in honor of his birthplace. It has 
since been contracted to Cape Horn, 
but it was not named from Its fancied 
resemblance to n horn, but from the 
Dutch town from which its discoverer 
sailed. — Detroit News.

BUILDING REPORT 

According to a report of tlie Public 
Buildings Department during tho 
month of November permits were is- 
sued for 34 single dwellings. 6 double 
dwellings, 28 private garages, three 
for miscellaneous buildings, 10 for al- 
terations on residences and 8 for al- 
terations on other buildings, making 
a total of 89 permits granted, at an es- 
timated cost or $487,380. Tlie total 
number of permits granted for the 
year to date has been 1006, tlie ma- 
jority being in Wards 5 and 6. At the 
same period in 1929 1348 permits had 
been granted and in the year of 1929, 
1348. The cost of these buildings has 
decreased from $9,793,058 in 1928 to 
$5,369,517 in 1930.

ABOUT TOWN

Tile fiarrett drama, or comedy, has 
entered on another act. After the 
large sum of more than $26,000 was 
expended in "strenuous endeavors" to 
catch the erstwhile head of the "dry 
crusaders” of the Roston Police De- 
partment, Mr. Garrett, when lie got 
good and ready, made his appearance 
at tlie Charles Street jail. Having 
heretofore been examined by alienists 
and neurologists, and having recently 
been under treatment by a dentist, it 
was deemed necessary to next have 
psychiatrists inspect Oliver. In alt 
fairness to Mr. Garrett, he Is also en- 
titled to treatment from chiropodists 
and manicurists. 


One of the most interesting articles 
we have read on the troubled situ- 
ation in Palestine was a letter from 
Moses H. Gulesiail of Chestnut Hill 
printed in last Saturday’s Boston Tran- 
script. Mr. Gulesiail does not approve 
of Kngland’s attitude in catering to 
the Arab majority in that country. 


The management of the Stuart 
Chevrolet Garage on Washington 
street. Newton, is offering a solution 
to tlie parking problem which bothers 
many owners of automobiles who have 
difficulty in finding parking spaces at 
Newton Corner. For a nominal charge 
of less than 20 cents a day this garage 
affords a clean, warm parking space 
for automobiles. The protection af- 
forded to the motor and radiating sys- 
tem of a car during winter months by 
having it parked during the day in 
a warm place will more than save 
the low cost of storage, whicSi Is but 
$5 monthly. 

Representative Albert Bullock of 
Waltham has filed a bill with the 
Legislature which would authorize the 
Metropolitan District Commission to 
take by eminent domain, or purchase, 
the dam across the Charles River at 
Waltham near Moody street so that 
the flow of water in the river can be 
regulated and kept at a proper level 
to serve tlie health, comfort and con- 
venience of the public. The hill would 
also give the Commission tlie right 
to acquire all water and other rights 
on the river. If this bill becomes law, 
Newton may have to pay quite an ap- 
preciable sum. 

Any numbskull who operates an 
automobile at a higher speed than 25 
miles an hour on streets covered with 
ice or sleet is a menace and should 
he deprived of the right to drive. The 
many fatalities on Thanksgiving Day 
were due in part to reckless driving 
under such conditions as prevailed on 
thut day. Autoists who drive on high- 
ways at speeds of 30 miles and over 
when street surfaces are ice coated, 
not only endanger their own lives, 
but also the lives of other autoists 
and of pedestrians who may become 
the victims of skidding cars which 
dash onto sidewalks. 

Several times in this column the 
statement lias been made that the de- 
plorable increase in automobile fa- 
talities has resulted to a considerable 
degree because reckless and drunken 
drivers escape proper punishment; 
that they escape proper punishment 
because politicians, or influential citi- 
zens render assistance to autoists 
whose inconsiderateness for the lives 
and safety of others causes serious 
nccidents. It seems that lady poli- 
ticians, as well as men politicians, 
would mix influence with the adminis- 
tration of justice.

P0LICENEWS 

Peter Bohld of South Boston was 
in the Newton court last Saturday as 
a result of his failure to obtain sailor 
suits for a bunch of Newton boys who 
felt the lure of the sea. Bohld has in- 
terested some Newton youths into 
joining his Nautical Cadet Corps, had 
collected $48.85 from them, and ou 
Tuesday, November 25. escorted the 
group to Boston to procure gobs' uni- 
forms for the embryo seamen. The 
Newton police had been acquainted 
with Bohld's activities, so Gunners 
Mates Frank Feelev and George Mul- 
len of the Newton police steered a 
course after Bohld and his convoy 
through the streets of Boston and kept 
him within range. As the expert navi- 
gator was about to part from his pro- 
teges in Boston without having sup- 
plied them with their nautical duds, 
he was arrested by the Newton police- 
men. 

Inspector Goode, who conducted the 
prosecution in court on Saturday, told 
Judge Weston that Bohld had passed 
several stores ill Boston, while being 
trailed by Feeley and Mullen, where 
be could have purchased naval attire 
for his would-be pupils, and that the 
South Boston professor of seaology 
finally told the prospective sailors 
from Newton that lie could not get 
them the uniforms that night because 
the Navy Yard was closed for the day. 
Attorney William H. Lewis, who de- 
fended Bohld. told the court that his 
client was very enthusiastic over 
training boys to become seamen ami 
that he had been giving his pupils 
preliminary training in a hall at 
Watertown. Judge Weston, upon 
learning that Bohld had returned tlie 
$48.35 to tlie seven Newton boys who 
had enlisted in his corps, continued 
the case to January 31st and warned 
Bohld to cease recruiting juvenile sea- 
men in Newton.

A Hint to Stalin 
Good Times Ahead 
A Monster in Ice 
Danger in Everything 

The tariff law permits Secretary 
Mellon to forhld Importation of goods 
made by convict labor. Recently he 
Issued an order expected to prevent 
Importations from Russia. 

If anybody says goods shipped from 
Russia are made by convict labor, or 
labor working against its will, goods 
cannot come in unless the Russian 
producer and the American importer 
can prove that no convict labor has 
been employed. 

This looks like a hint for Stalin, the 
Russian boss, that wc do not want to 
do business with him. 

Warden I.awes, the head of New 
York’s Sing Sing Prison, says the dif- 
ficulty about gangsters, racketeers and 
bootleggers is the fact that they are 
on friendly or at least non-hostiie 
terms with the police. 

According to Mr. I.awes, 10,000 New 
York racketeers are known to the po- 
lice, who do nothing about It, and this 
complicates the situation. 

It the watchdog won't bite the 
burglar, the burglar won’t worry. 

Walter Sherman Gifford, head of the 
gigantic American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, expects good 
times to drive out bad times soon. 
His opinion is important, for the tele- 
phone compauy, reaching everywhere 
and everybody, is well Informed. 

Mr. Gifford thinks we are going to 
see such prosperity as never was. and 
we may enjoy a sort of Utopia, with 
the spirit of service and good will 
governing big business. 

It is a lovely picture, but let us hope 
better times will come without waiting 
for the Utopia. That will not come 
until human nature shall have 
changed, say in ten thousand years, 
probably longer 

This news will keep scientists from 
sleeping. 

. On Glacier Island, near Cordova, in 
Alaska, a strange creature has been 
found Imprisoned in a block of ice. It 
looks like a giant lizard with fur, in 
perfect condition. 

The head is six feet long, the total 
length nearly fifty feet. Millions of 
years ago, probably before men had 
appeared on earth, that creature was 
locked up In solid ic and preserved 
through tens of thousands of centuries. 

Heart, lung3 are all waiting scien- 
tific examination. The find will add 
an Important chapter to man’s knowl- 
edge of things ns thej once were. 

The Government at Washington 
seems not very proud of its World 
Court proposition and propaganda, 
i You read that arrangements will be 
made to defer any action on the proto- 
cal. It will he mentioned to the Sen- 
ate, with tlie request, “Don't do any- 
thing about it just now, let It go over. 
It migh cause unpleasant discussion.” 
The Administration evidently knows, 
in a vague sort of way, that the peo- 
ple do not agree with international 
bankers, and do want this country tied 
up in any international network. 

The Irish Labor Party believes In 
getting what you want, somehow. 
Well-to-do Irish people have invested 
one billion dollars outside of Ireland, 
In foreign securities. 

The Laborltes suggest that owners 
of these foreign securities be com- 
pelled to lend a certain amount of 
their money to the Irish Free State, 
the money to he used "to develop 
vital Irish industries." 

The plan is to build up Irish Indus- 
tries as national properties, give work 
to every man in Ireland, If possible, 
xnd, if not, to use profits from indus- 
tries to pay wages to those for whom 
there is no work. 

Lord Reading, who has been Viceroy 
of India and represents well the In- 
telligent British Empire, tells dele- 
gates from India, at the London Round 
Table Conference, that they cannot ex- 
pect dominion status now. 

Bluntly, but kindly he tells repre- 
sentatives of 300,000,000 Hindus and 
Mohammedans that they eauont claim 
equality lit the British Empire with 
the inhabitants of Canuda. 

And they can’t. Anybody knows It 
that understands Indian conditions. 

Here at intervals you have been 
warued about buying bonds issued In 
Europe, unless you happen to know 
all about them. And you can’t know 
all about any of them. 

A suggestion, coming from Ger- 
many, that a moratorium may bo de- 
manded. should interest those that 
have been buying European bonds, 
tempted by high Interest. 

A moratorium means that you don’t 
get your money, interest or principal, 
until the moratorium is over. With all 
oud depression. United States securities 
do not carry that unpleasant feature. 

Former Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
following Calvin Cooiidge uud the 
crowd, will write regularly for news- 
papers. Philologists and psychoan- 
alysts will lie interested in comparing 
the styles and thoughts of the two 
meu.

THANKSGIVING FOR 1350 PEOPLE 

Thanks to 102 helpers the Newton 
Welfare Bureau has again been able 
to do its huge piece of Thanksgiving 
work. This year more was done than 
ever before and because of the effort 
and efficiency of all those helpers, it 
was done better and with less confu- 
sion than any previous year. 

The 102 helpers consisted of 12 or- 
ganizations: — 14 churches, who gave 
complete dinners to families through 
the Bureau, also the boy and girl 
scouts who always help with the pack- 
ing: IT schools where the children 
bring all kinds of food stuffs, canned 
goods, etc.: 57 individuals who help 
pack the food stuffs into boxes for 
families; and 2 Newton business men. 

Tlie 2 Newton business men were 
Mr. Archie Osgood of the Garden City 
Laundry who donates through the 
Newton Rotary Club at Thanksgiving, 
the use of his laundry trucks for two 
days to collect the material and later 
deliver the boxes to the families, and 
Mr. Horace Orr who donated the use 
of a store where the work could be 
done. 

$235 was given for special Thanks- 
giving work and this was used to buy 
complete dinners with "fixings" and 
also supplementing some of the boxes 
with meat orders. As a result of all 
this work 271 families were cared for. 
127 of whom were given dinners by 
outside groups or individuals: 112 re- 
ceived complete dinners from the Wel- 
fare Bureau and 32 received boxes of 
food stuffs only. 

These 271 families represented 1350 
people. During these hard times this 
winter many Newton families would 
have gone without Thanksgiving din- 
ner if it had not been for the help 
of all of those who made the Welfare 
Bureau Thanksgiving possible.

It Is delightful to 
have a report start in tills spirited 
fashion, recommending a play in a 
manner that will make all wish to see 
it: "Do you wish to spend an hour in 
refreshing entertainment? Then see 
this exceedingly beautiful picture — 

“The Princess and the Plumber," a 
Fox picture. A charming theme, suf- 
ficient romunce, comedy, well-defined 
plot, all-star cast doing an exception- 
ally fine piece of work. This picture 
Is for the entire famil.y. 

Another Fox picture Is recom- 
mended for all ages, a clean-cut, en- 
tertaining story, with fine ethical 
values, of an English war hero who 
sacrifices himself for family honor, 
and carries on even under suspicion; 
well-told, with superb scenic effects, 
leaving an audience feeling an hour 
has been well spent — "Tonight and 
You.” 

A Paramount story, for the family, a 
farce with many funny situations that 
will provide light entertainment is 
“Along Came Youth,” in which a 
young American who lias lost ills 
money in horse-racing attempts to re- 
coup his fortune by acting as a cook 
in a Spanish family in England. 

Two pictures for adults and older 
adolescents, but not for children are 
“Fast and Loose,” a Paramount; and 
“The Silver Horde,” an R. K. O. The 
former is a social comedy of real love 
that redeems two spoiled children of 
the rich, which, although rather 
frothy, supplies good entertainment 
and many a laugh. The latter is a 
typical Rex Beach story of a disap- 
pointed gold seeker, and the love of a 
honky-tonk girl, with outstanding act- 
ing. 

The following five stories are for 
adults only. “Big Money,” a Pathe, 
is a well-constructed comedy of a 
messenger hoy, with a knack for gam- 
bling, who falls in witli a gang of 
racketeers, which, though beautifully 
photographed as well, unfortunately 
makes crime too alluring. “Rogue of 
the Rio Grande,” a Sono-art, is a love 
romance of a Mexican Robin Hood, 
who steals from tlie rich to give to the 
poor. Lack of originality in plot 
makes the picture colorless and dis- 
appointing. “The Cat Creeps,” a Uni 
versal, is a mystery story of suspense 
and witli an excellent cast, that will 
appeal to lovers of this type of melo- 
drama, hut it is gruesome and has 
little humor to relieve the tension. 
“Derelict,” a Paramount, is the story 
of rivalry on tile seas, with fog and 
storm that Is realistic, that Is almost 
a tragedy through* revenge. “War 
Nurse,” a M. G. M„ is the story of 
sacrifices of three women as war 
nurses, which shows the horrors of 
war too much to make pleasing enter- 
tainment, but which Is well-cast and 
exceptionally well portrayed. 

And finally, without softening word, 
See America Thirst,” a Universal, is 
NOT RECOMMENDED. A story of 
two tramps who, through mistaken 
identiy, pit one gang of gunmen 
against another, it is a poor theme 
for humor or entertainment.

ONE THING AND ANOTHER 

^ By L. D. G. BENTLEY AV 


When charges are made against n 
State ofllclal It in no more than to be 
expected that they kIwiII ho treated as 
a matter of news nnd extensively re- 
ported by the newspapers. If the 
latter adopted any different course it 
would no doubt lie charged that they 
were seeking to "hush up" matters of 
which the public should he fully In- 
formed. A competent official who has 
nothing to fear no doubt welcomes a 
full Investigation of ills administra- 
tion, no matter how much or how lit- 
tle spuce It may occupy in the news- 
papers. 


It is an easy matter, far too easy, 
if you should ask my private opinion, 
to mnke accusations. That Is one of 
several reasons why I have often 
thanked my lucky stars that the Fates 
or the voters, or both, have never 
seen lit to place me in a public office 
where people who disagreed with the 
methods of my administration could 
go out and slam me with all kinds 
of unfair and unwarranted criticism. 
I know that I should be unable to 
sit still and would probably get into 
an undignified scrap which would 
prove me unfit temperamentally for a 
responsible office. 

It is to be admitted that if we didn't 
have investigations and if these in- 
quiries were not made public a lot 
of things would be done which should 
have previously been corrected and for 
which the taxpayers, usually the un- 
suspecting victims, are compelled to 
pay the bills. Therefore, we cannot 
discourage close scrutiny of the acts 
of men who hold either appointive or 
elective office. We can, however, in- 
sist that there be some basis for 
charges. The grand jury indicts a 
man and he Is held for trial. The 
grand jury, before it brings an indict- 
ment, hears the evidence in secret. 
If a true bill is found the man is 
tried. But if the evidence submitted 
does not satisfy the grand jury no 
bill is found. 

Yet we can bring a charge against 
a public official and insist upon a 
public hearing. Whether the hearing 
amounts to anything or not matters 
little. The public has been informed 
that charges have been brought and 
the man's office is under suspicion. 
Vindication may follow but there will 
nlways be those who wink signifi- 
cantly and intimate that the half has 
not been told and that there was a 
coat of “whitewash” applied. 

I know of a man who has had much 
criticism directed at him and who has 
emerged with a clean bill of health 
on several occasions. It happens that 
lie is obliged to deal with lawbreakers 
who fear him and who chuckle 
when someone not of their kind shoots 
a volley of charges. This man, who 
easily might have yielded to the forces 
of corruption and without fear of de- 
tection feathered his nest and feath- 
ered it well, has remained straight 
and honest. But he still has to dodge 
bricks. Seems unjust when a man 
strives to give his best to the people 
that they cannot appreciate it. 


There are some splendid improve- 
ments in Farlow Park. I speak not 
as a bicycle rider. If I did. no doubt 
I would write more enthusiastically 
for apparently bicycle riders feel that 
the new walk that extends across the 
park diagonally was put in merely 
to make life more enjoyable for them. 
Several people told me how Farlow 
Park had been improved and so 1 
walked over to take a look and, as I 
expected, to admire the new con- 
ditions. 

I did not hope to find bicycle riders 
monopolizing the new walk for no 
one had told me that they were to be 
given the right of way. Possibly they 
weren’t given it but merely grabbed 
it. Bicycle riders have a way of 
asserting themselves in the matter of 
assuming privileges that pedestrians 
mistakenly put down as theirs. 

Ever since it was shown to me 
that it would he dangerous for young- 
sters to ride their small bicycles in 
tlie street, with automobiles dashing 
back and forth, I have gladly yielded 
to the argument. I think that there 
is grave danger in compelling little 
hoys and girls to ride in the street 
where trucks and passenger cars roll 
along with little if any respect for 
other vehicles, especially children's 
bicycles. 

All this does not give hoys in their 
teens the right to drive along the 
sidewalk when the street is entirely 
free from vehicles and when there 
is no excuse whatever for not staying 
on the road. The hoys are either un- 
aware there is such a city ordinance 
or don’t care whether there is or not. 
They are so hold that they ride on 
the sidewalks at night, heedless of the 
law about lights on all moving ve- 
hicles. , 

The new walk in Farlow Park is an 
innovation. It takes the place of the 
old gravel path. Now then, is it to be 
used by hoys on bicycles or for pedes- 
trians of all ages? Little folks will 
use this walk and they are in far 
greater danger than grown-ups for 
they will not he alert to the bicycle 
riders whom adults have learned to 
suspect of evil designs. 

Whoever is responsible for the 
maintenance of good order in the 
parks should now, without delay, step 
iu and not only step but put down 
their feet, good and solidly, in such 
a way lliat these hoy bicycle riders 
would not fail to understand. Let’s 
find out before another week 1ms 
rolled past whether Farlow Park is to 
bo a splendid unit of our park sys- 
tem or a bicycle rink. 


A mysterious letter has come to 
tills column. It would not lmve puz- 
zled me Imd not the writer signed 
himself “Santu Claus”. That is plainly 
a forgery. Why do I say that? First,

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because Santa Claus Is far too busy 
these days receiving letters and 
secondly lie was never known to have 
written one, as far as I have been able 
to learn. My third reason for sus- 
picion Is that the subject does not in 
any way treat of Christinas, although 
the matter with which It deals Is not 
so remote from the Yulettde spirit 
as it might ho. However, I need help 
in solving this mystery and if any 
readers has any deductions, sugges- 
tions’ or anything like that I wish 
they would communicate with me. 

Here Is what the letter says: “I 
don’t want to take away a bit of credit 
from Mayor Weeks, Brother Leon 
Rogers or any of the others, but I 
think that if they went outside of 
Newton once In a while to see what 
other large communities are doing to 
bring hack the good old days, they 
might find a few new angles on which 
to approach the problem. 

"It might be a worth-while In- 
vestmefit to send Hon. Charles Hat- 
field, or some other member of the 
committee equally well Informed on 
tlie circulation of collateral, over to 
New York, where they get things done, 
once they TSet out to do them. For 
instance, Mayor Jimmy Walker had no 
sooner issued a proclamation calling 
on all loyal sons of Manhattan to 
spend an extra dollar or two a week 
in their favorite speakeasies, thus 
promoting a general program of spend- 
ing, when Sturte Van Swish, the great 
social leader, responded with an edict, 
stating that it would cost at least 
$40,000 to bring out a debutante this 
season. 

“Now that’s what I call neatly done. 
With a simple flip of her lorgnette, 
Mrs. Van Swish puts several million 
dollars into circulation and nobody is 
the wiser or is as wise. That is, not 
many outside those who spend the 
$40,000. But nobody who is anybody 
would dare disobey Mrs. Van Swish. 
She’s really more of a Mayor than 
Jimmy Walker is and pays as much 
for her clothes. I don’t know how 
Mrs. Van Swish is going to check 
up on her social subjects, who have 
debutante daughters, to see if they 
really spend $40,000, but she will un- 
doubtedly devise some effective sys- 
tem. Perhaps she will make them sub- 
mit expense accounts. 


"A fact which you cannot ignore 
is that there is going to be a lot of 
extra money placed in circulation 
among tlie butchers, bakers, candle- 
stick makers and vendors of potted 
plants and awnings that run from your 
front door down to the curbstone 
whether it is raining or not. Much 
coin will be put into circulation all 
around. 

"While all this is in New York, it 
seems to me that there is a great 
chance for somebody to start a con- 
structive move of tlie same sort in 
Greater Boston. Instead of wasting 
his time trying to sell C. S. wheat to 
starving Chinese, who would rather 
have rice. Mayor Curley should send 
his copy of the Social Register to the 
nearest multigraph agency with orders 
to institute a direct-by-mail campaign, 
urging the Boston debbies to do as 
New York does. If he wants to help 
tlie Chinese lie could do them more 
good this way through the stimulating 
effect it would undoubtedly have on 
tlie consumption of tea. 

“Perhaps it would he a valuable in- 
ducement if Mr. Curley would guaran- 
tee to lend liis personal and official 
presence to the coming-out parties 
costing $5000 and up. No one ought 
to mind a little extra expense when 
it means a big boost for the endless 
chain of buying.

I don’t suppose you will 
print my letter because you didn't 
think of these bright things yourself 
and, naturally, columnists are jealous 
and spiteful. All the same. I think 
that we should stop talking about 
hard times and make things better by 
throwing a few parties.”

117 visits were made to the outpa- 
tient department and 10 to the eye 
clinic. 6 patients were transported to 
and from clinics by the social service 
car. 13 accident cases were admitted 
to the emergency ward. 

Of the accident cuses treated, the 
first was admitted on Monday, and 
was a boy with nil injury to his elbow 
received while playing football. The 
next were two cases admitted on 
Wednesday, one a man with an abra- 
sion of liis hand caused when he was 
struck by u hammer anil the other a 
boy with u laceration of his eye caused 
when lie fell down In a school yard. 
On Thursday four cases were admit- 
ted, all of them men, one with a 
puncture wound of his hand caused by 
u knife, one witli n bruised nose 
caused by a fall, and one with a stran- 
gulated hernia. Two patients were 
admitted on Friday, one a man with 
a laceration of his hand caused while 
working, and a woman with a sprained 
ankle caused when she slipped on the 
ice. Four pntlents were also admit- 
ted on Saturday, one for an injury to 
his leg caused when his car started 
while he was opening the gnruge 
doors, one was a woman with a % 
amputation of her right index finger 
caused while she was trying to fix the 
furnuce, also a man with a frac- 
tured leg caused when he fell down- 
stairs.

E. Durgin and Mrs. William E. Moore 
poured, and Mrs. Mick's two grand- 
daughters. Mrs. Larcom Avery and 
Miss Elizabeth Sanderson served. 

The work for the afternoon, Acts IV 
and V of “Coriolanus,” was In charge 
of the president, Mrs. II. E. Durgin. 
She brought out, as in "Antony and 
Cleopatra,” Hie environment of the 
action is a political one — there the 
pursuit of empire, here Hie struggle 
for municipal power between nobles 
and people — but that the political ln- 
j terest Is not the primary one; it is 
subordinated to the study of the in- 
dividual soul, Coriolanus, set in Hie 
midst of it. Purely political problems 
have ceased to be absorbing to Shake- 
speare, as he has worked them out in 
his English histories. They are tlie 
backgrounds now for the passions and 
Idealisms of men. Mrs. Durgin brought 
out further that the study of Coriola- 
nus' character In the clear light of 
Shakespearean analysis is the craving 
of honor with subtle egoism that leads 
to Ills tragedy — the ruin and failure of 
a great human character. 


Auburndate Review Club 


On Tuesday, December 2. the All- 
burndale Review Club met in the 
home of Mrs. Madison M. Cannon on 
Huncock street.

"There are books for fath- 
ers and husbands, brothers and sons, 
mothers, wives and daughters, books 
for young and old: for boys and 
girls," she stated. Christmas to more 
and more people means first of all 
hook giving. They have learned there 
is no gift either so satisfactory to give 
or to receive as a good book. There 
is a galaxy of splendid books which 
hits been launched this season. If one 
wishes biography there is "Charles W. 
Eliot.” by Henry James: and “Daniel 
Webster.” by Claude M. Friess. For 
historical volumes there are Mark Sul- 
livan's “Our Times,” and Philip Gibbs 
"Since When”; for poetry lovers, 
Mansfield's new volume: “The Wan- 
derei of Liverpool.” Among hooks of 
adventure there are Byrd's "Little 
America,” and Louis Bronifieid's 
Twenty-Four Hours." Attention was 
also called to Sliolom Ascii's "Tlie 
Mother," which so vividly depicts -tlie 
Russian family in America; to “That 
Man Dawes,” by Paul It. Lendl and to 
the powerful Hawaiian story "Lava.” 
Among travel books there are "A Way- 
farer in Wales," by Watkins Davies; 
and "Tlie Perfumed Tiger,” a fascinat- 
ing Indian story. "The King's Mis- 
sion " by Sabntini. which opens some 
ol tlie most dramatic chapters in Eng- 
lish History. “Being historical it is 
tragedy lint still a tragedy palatable 
enough to be popular,” said Mrs. Can- 
non. "Black Bread and Red Coilin'' 
gains special distinction because of its 
illustrations. 

Mrs. Dwight Morrow has given tlie 
children a charming Mexican picture- 
book, "Tlie Painted Pig." the illustra- 
tions from tlie famous collection of 
Rene d'Harnoncourt's Mexican pic- 
lures, “Something Perfectly Silly,” a 
book of fun filled witli nonsensical 
limericks.

In one of the previous articles 1 al- 
luded to the fact that the output of 
a home should he n cultural one. hut 
that the degree of the cultured out- 
put is more or less dependent on the 
amount of profit which can he made in 
the proper running of the home. 

Not the least of the problems which 
face a husband and wife when chil- 
dren are born to them Is the iiuestiou 
of their education. This problem as- 
serts itself the moment the baby Is 
horn and should receive careful con- 
sideration. 

Not all children can go to college, 
nor should they. 1 make this state- 
ment without reservation because I 
have personally heard two college 
presidents give voice to this same 
entlment within the past three weeks. 

Most fathers and mothers feel that 
hey would like to have their children 
have at least all of the advantages 
which they had in their youth, and 
more if possible. 

If the desire is strong enough to 
give the children the benefit of a col- 
lege education, provided the child 
merits it and can measure up to it. 
provision must he made for it, because 
it does cost money. 

With the exception of some of the 
smaller rural colleges, it costs about 
$1,000 u year to put a boy through 
ollege. and from $300 to $500 more 
for a girl. You can see it would re- 
quire from $4,000 to $5,000 at the mini- 
mum for each child. 

It is rarely that these amounts of 
money are available from current in- 
come. over and above expenses, to 
be applied for this educational pro- 
cess. This means some self-denial by 
the father and mother for a consider- 
able period of years, in order to give 
their children the benefit of this 
higher education. 

There are various methods of doing 
this. My personal opinion Is that a 
combination of life Insurance and co- 
operative bank shares is the most logi- 
cal way. 

A little while ago a young man came 
to me with a problem similar to this 
and asked me what I thought was the 
best way to effect it. After some dis- 
cussion he agreed with me. 

This is what he did. He took twen- 
ty-live shares of Co-operative Bank, 
which involves about $300. a year, and 
issures a maturity of $5,000 in some- 
where between eleven and twelve 
years from the date when it is started. 
He then applied for $5,000 of life in 
surance. which costs him n little less 
than $100. net In addition. 

In the event of his death occurring 
before the end of the period when 
the Co-operative Bank shares would 
mature, there would he, not only 
enough to carry on the educational 
process he has conceived, hut it would 
give his wife the accumulation in the 
Co-operative Bank at 6% interest up 
to the time of his death. 

He was operating on a fairly small 
income and I suggested that this in- 
surance money, together with his 
other property, which was hardly more 
than enough for his wife to bring the 
child up to a point where ho would he 
ready for college, he left to the dis- 
cretion of the wife in deciding whether 
it was possible to put the child through 
college, rather than definitely allocat 
lug this money for that purpose. 

Here are Home Interesting facts 
about education which come from the 
L'nlted States Government. Out of a 
thousand children starting to school, 
they will all reach the sixth grade; 
934 will reach the eighth grade; only 
343 out of the class will enter high 
school; 139 will graduate. Seventy 
two will enter college. Only twenty 
three of those will graduate from col- 
lege. 

The startling tiling about these 
figures !h tin; small per cent, of the 
total who graduate from high school, 
namely a little less than 14%. 

This indicates to me that it Is more 
than lack of brains on the part of the 
children. It probably shows lack of 
oarning power on the part of the head 
of the family, or lack of vision in see- 
ing to it that the children finish their 
high school education in order to fit 
themselves for extreme competition 
in after life. 

O! course, in a comparatively small 
number of eases death intervenes and 
forces Hie youngsters, especially the 
hoys, out of high school to support 
their mother when Insufficient capital 
tins been left by the husband to pro- 
vide ror a living for the family. 

I am in favor of providing funds for 
Hie higher education of children lie 
cause tills type of cultural activity bus 
is place hi every well arranged estate, 
lint / am not in faeor of stressing this 
practice until the head of the family 
ha* arranged either l,y life insurance, 
securities or interest in a business, or 


by the possession of any Income-pro- 
(lacing property, a decent llriny in- 
supporting in this class. 

You may he Interested also with a 
few other facts, just to give you the 
relative importance of higher educa- 
tion. These were given to me by Dean 
Everett Lord of Boston University. 
They cover Ills researches and findings 
on the subject on thousands of In- 
dividual experiences over a period of 
many years from Boston University 
graduates. 

THE UNTRAINED MAN— He goes 
to work ns a boy of about fourteen and 
reaches his maximum income at about 
30. the average being rarely over $1400 
or $1500 a year. Since his ineome'de- 
pends upon physical strength and 
manual dexterity, it falls off at about 
60. to a point .usually below the level 
of self-support. 

At 60 we find that probably not more 
than one man out of three is self- 
supporting in this class. 

Dean Lord's figures show the earn- 
ings from 14 to 60 on this type of un- 
trained man usually total about 
$64,000, or $1400. a year. The highest 
point that this man reaches in income 
is in the vicinity of $3,000. That usually 
obtains between the ages of 45 and 50. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATE 
The average High School graduate con- 
tinues in remunerative employment 
until age 60; usually earns in his life- 
time nbout $88,000, or about $34,000 
more than the man of canal ability 
who lacks a High School education. 
Therefore, it would seem that $24,000 
is the average money value of a fottr- 
year High School course. This just 
bears out the statement 1 made previ- 
ously that unless a boy or a girl has 
a High School education, they haven't 
as good a chance to make a decent liv- 
ing ns though they had spent that 
extra two or three years preparing 
themselves the better for life. 

THE COLLEGE OR TECHNICAL 
SCHOOL GRADUATE— The College 
graduate begins to work at the age of 
32 or 23. often nt a less Income than 
the boy who started earlier as a gradu- 
ate front High School, and who has 
been working four years. 

At age 25 the College graduate Is 
well above the High School average. 
From that year Ills rise is rapid and 
consistent, at least until age 45. Pe- 
culiarly enough, there is a slight fall- 
ing off in average income between 45 
and 50. which is usually overcome 
when 50 is passed. 

At age 60 the average income of a 
Bachelor of Arts man is $5,300. His 
total earnings to that time have been 
about $144,000. or about $56,000 more 
than the High School graduate of 
equal ability. 

This would indicate that a four-year 
Bachelor of Arts College course repre- 
sents a money income-earning value of 
about $56,000 more than just a High 
School course. This is a pretty good 
return on the investment when you 
consider it usually costs only about 
$5,000 to give the boy his big chance. 

THE BUSINESS ADMINISTRA- 
TION GRADUATE— While the colleges 
of Business Administration are com- 
paratively young in years, there are 
enough facts to show that the gradu- 
ates of these Colleges or Schools In- 
crease their income much more rapid- 
ly than a Bachelor of Arts graduate, 
particularly after 40, when the income 
takes a rapid rise to higher levels. 

The life earnings of the average 
Business Administration graduate ap- 
pear to he well over $200,000, which is 
about $112,000 more than the High 
School graduate and $56,000 more than 
tlie average College graduate. 

Tile plea of every big business today 
is, “Where can I get good men?" It 
is more difficult to get good men today 
than ever before. Whether this is on 
account of the tremendous responsi- 
bilities that are being put upon men 
incident to the mergers and consoli- 
dations which are taking place, or 
whether we are moving on at a faster 
clip industrially, or for any one of a 
dozen reasons, it is an actual fact 
that it is harder to fill a big job today 
with a good man titan it ever was 
before. 

It looks to me as if the burden of 
this situation is going to he more and 
more thrown upon educational institu- 
tions. It is no secret that while col- 
leges are in a much better position 
to take care of this situation than they 
used to be. they have a tremendously 
difficult problem before them. 

The real problem, as I see it, goes 
back farther titan this, and that is 
the molding of the adolescent mind be- 
tween the ages of fourteen and eigh- 
teen. All of the distractions that we 
have today, which are so attractive 
to youth and make it so difficult to 
concentrate in the home, are going to 
he intensified in the future. 

It is my personal opinion that unde- 
sirable as it may seem from the stand- 
point of keeping t he family together, 
it Is going to he necessary to lift the 
'oungster of today out of the home and 
Pot him into some sort of a prepara- 
tory school where the concentration 
that la necessary to prepare for the 
tasks of life which are before hint, can 
lie better accomplished because there 
arc no distractions compared to thoBe 
before him in h is home. 

i know there ure those who will 
disagree with me on this point, and 
•here are still others who may agree, 
Imt who probably never will he able 
to give their children this preparatory 
school advantage, or even the college 
experience. 

However, that doesn’t mean that it 
will not lie possible for It to he ef- 
fected. because I for one firmly believe 
Glut the hoy who works some of Ills 
way through college, assisting ills 
parents in tin; process, gets more out 
of it than as though his patli were 
figuratively strewn with roses. 

This is not so true with u girl on 
account of class prejudice and the phy- 
sical strain.

Arthur Gultermati gave tlie mom- 
iters and friends of tlie Newtonville 
Woman's Club a delightful afternoon 
when he addressed them on Tuesday, 
December 2, nt the Central Congrega- 
tional Church.

Illustrating lyric poetry 
which is the song without the musical 
notes, Mr. Guitermnn gave several 
selections of Ills own. One especially 
humorous, written In the metre of 
the old lyric linllnd, but with a pres- 
ent-day theme. entitled, "The 
Quest of the Ribbon'/' The story 
dealing with the natural aversion of 
men for shopping, recites the tale 
of the husband who started on a quest 
as a knight of old. This noted poem 
of Mr. Guiterman’s is told in such a 
delightfully ridiculous fushlon ns to 
provoke much laughter. 

The satirist, the wit nnd the hu- 
morist all aim nt laughter, according 
to Mr. Guitermnn, the difference be- 
ing the methods each takes to arrive 
at the desired end. The satirist hates 
the object he makes fun of. The wit 
ridicules, hut keeps himself out of it. 
The humorist includes himself and all 
mankind when he provokes laughter. 
Of this group. Will Rogers Is the 
present-day. outstanding example. 

Mr. Guiterman gave mnny of his 
own poems, ending with a very beauti- 
ful and touching one, “The Hills.” 

A trio, composed of Mrs. Elsie 
Greenwood, soprano; Mrs. Ernest L. 
Nichols, second soprano; and Mrs. 
William H. Fish, contralto, entertained 
with three vocal selections. These 
were especially well rendered and 
were greatly appreciated by the audi- 
ence. ns was evidenced by their ap- 
plause. The selections were: "Cheer- 
lip Do." by Robert Conerly; "On the 
Steppe,” by Oretchanirojj ; and “Only 
to Thee.” by Snitit-Saens. Miss Doro- 
thy Curtis was at the piano.

Considerable Hxelteiuent Caused 
laist Sunday Morning 


Last Saturday Mrs. Sloan, assistant 
librarian in charge of the Children's 
Room at the Newton Free Library on 
Centre street, Newton, received a new 
book. It is a book about animuls and 
on its cover is a picture of a dear lit- 
tle doe; a little deer witli appealing 
eyes. To acquaint the children who 
patronize tho room with t lie new vol- 
ume, Mrs. Sloan placed it. Saturday 
afternoon conspicuously on an easel 
in tho room. Call it a coincidence, or 
what you will, on Sunday noon into 
this very same room came a real little 
doe which might well huve served as 
the model for the picture on the cover 
of the new bonk. Where tho little 
deer came from, or how It managed to 
wander into one of the most thickly 
settled pnrts of Newton, Is a mystery, 
but at noon Sunday, Mrs. Ethel Swift, 
who resides in a house next to the 
Librnry, and telephone girls at the 
Newton North Exchunge, which ad- 
joins the librnry building, heard a 
crash of glass and then observed the 
■doe running about the children’s room 
and connecting rooms in the basement 
of the library building. Word was 
sent to Timothy Shnnnon of Charles- 
bank road, who is a Janitor at the 
Librnry, but before he arrived at the 
building, the doe had leaped through 
tho glass in another window on the 
south side of the children's room and 
disappeared in the direction of Far- 
low Park. Where it went to, nobody 
knows. Thnt it was a real, live deer 
was proved when tufts of Its hair were 
found clinging to the jagged edges of 
the two broken windows through 
which it leaped entering and leaving 
tlie library. The little animal appar- 
ently had not been cut to any extent 
i«i its jumps through the glass as no 
blood was found in the vicinity of the 
library.

Chaffin Fund Is 

Now Aiding Fifteen 

Trustees Can Consider Another 
Applieant For Loan 


Levorett Saltonstall, Chairman of 
tlie Challln Educational Fund, lias an- 
nounced that fifteen boys and girls 
arc already being assisted In secur- 
ing a college education through tlie 
fund and that tlie trustees are in a 
position to consider one more ap- 
plicant. 

Tlie capital of the fund which be- 
came available for the first time this

C. Chafhn is estimated at $275,000.

The 
amount available to any one student 
during a year is $500. 

Applications for the coming college 
year should be filed next spring. For- 
mer Mayor Edwin O. Childs, who is 
now Secretary of the trustees, will 
next year become Chairman.

MENT FUND

Highland Glee Club 
Concert Is Success 

Baritone Soloist Well Received By 
Large Audience 


On Tuesday night the City of New- 
ton, through its lending musical organ- 
ization, tlie Highland Olee Club, spon- 
sored a long to he remembered con- 
cert. This organization, now enter- 
ing upon its twenty-fourth season, 
renched out into tlie Meld of the coun- 
try’s most renowned artists, and pre- 
sented as the soloist of the evening, 
John Charles Thomas, Baritone. 

The nearness of our city to Sympho- 
ny Hull would almost preclude the 
possibility of so stupendous an under- 
taking were it not for the determina- 
tion of this organization to establish 
itself with tlie music loving public 
of our city, and the Hlze of the enthu- 
siastic audience would indicate that 
we may expect to hear other celebra- 
ted musicians under tlie same aus- 
pices. 

Tlie seventy men comprising the 
Club sang even better than has been 
tlielr custom of recent years, reflect- 
ine the careful training they have re- 
ceived under their rtipable Conductor, 
D. Ralph Maclean. 

The selections rendered by the Olee 
Club, though less pretentious than on 
some former programs, were for that 
reason the more Interesting and enjoy- 
able, and it is tioped that future pro- 
grams will be patterned after this 
one. The customury singing of carols 
in the linal group was very appropri- 
ate and in keeping with the season. 

Tlie singing of Mr. Thomas was su- 
perb. No audience would full to bo 
Immediately Impressed with tlie great- 
ness of his art. Of American birth 
and training, lie lias won recognition 
in three Helds — Opera Comique, Grand 
Operu. and Concert — both in this coun- 
try and abroad. With vocal alchemy 
that transmuted every song he 
touched into pure gold, lie enchanted 
the appreciative audience. Throughout 
his program Mr. Thomas held Ills 
voice under extraordinary control. The 
resonance und richness of every tone 
of an extensive range are almost be- 
yond one's power to adequatefy de- 
scribe. Meticulous phrasing, and a 
diction so perfect as to leave never a 
doubt, a legato of flowing smoothness, 
and adherence to absolute pitch are 
nil an integral part of Mr. Thomas's 
perfect vocullsm. Though a voice of 
baritone quality, the upper registers 
recall Caruso In tlie matter of golden 
resonance and luscious richness. 
There are probably few interpreters 
of song who so poignantly tell tneir 
story. 

A glance nt Mr. Thomas’s reviews 
ot Ills successes would lead to the be- 
lief that each appearance transcended 
the former oiip. And so. one unaccus- 
tomed to musical tradition and tech- 
nique could go on and on delving for 
superlatives to express tlie unalloyed 
pleasure which last evening's concert 
gave. 

With erstwhile comment, and pro- 
found respect to tlie charm of the fem- 
inine artist, last night one felt In the 
presence of a distinct male organiza- 
tion. Tlie concert was a man's job. 
and was carried on from start to Mu- 
lsh in real man fashion. 

Mr. Switzer, club accompanist, just- 
ly shared honors with Mr. Maclean. 
Mr. Lester Hodges was accompanist 
for Mr. Thomas.

Club Performance 

“Nell N’Orlnans" Presented At 
Newton Centre 

Over four hundred people attended 
the premiere performance of the New- 
ton Dramatic Club In tlie Newton 
Centre Woman's Club House last 
Wednesday evening. Tlie play, "Miss 
Nelly of N’Orleans," was admirably 
presented by a group of players of wide 
experience, who skilfully portrayed 
the spirit of old New Orleans. The 
story, one or southern romance, con- 
cerned the return of Miss Nelly to 
her old home after an absence of 
twenty years, to find her niece in love 
with the soli of the man who had 
repudiated her twenty years before. 
Various complicated situations, both 
comic and tragic, involving the emo- 
tions of Miss Nelly, the niece, the 
father, and the son, lend to the final 
climax which found the love affairs 
of everyone satisfactorily settled. 
Mrs. Philedah Rice, of th<- Phlledah 
Rice Players, as Miss Nelly, gave an 
excellent interpretation of a difficult 
part. Harrison Crofford of Boston, 
playing opposite her as her old lover, 
Georges Durand, skillfully portrayed 
the behavior and manner of speaking 
of a southern creole gentleman. Tlie 
pnrts of tlie son, Felix Durand, and of 
the niece, Delphine Falalse. were very 
adequately played by Donald Charlton 
of Cambridge, and Betty Ann White 
of Boston. Joan Damon of Newton 
was very successful as an attractive 
octoroon girl who at times decidedly 
complicated the plot. Elizabeth Ken- 
dall. Aphe I. Wilder, and Robert S. 
Hayes were very convincing negroes, 
and Ralph Weston was most decidedly 
the priest. 

The off-stage quartette, directed by 
D. Ralph MacLean, did much toward 
tlie successful achieving of southern 
atmosphere, and an added attraction 
was the presence of members of tlie 
Junior Dramatic Club ns Mnrdi Gras 
revelers, likewise the lighting, which 
was managed by Hassler Capron, was 
an important fuetnr in the creole set- 
ting in which the play was enacted.

Memorial Windows 

Are Consecrated 

Services At dimming dmrcli I jest 
Sunday 


Four beautiful windows, commemor- 
ating Mr. and Mrs. Henry C. Hardon 
and Mr. and Mrs. George Lane, placed 
recently In the chapel of C'hanning 
Unitarian Church. Newton, were con- 
secrated at the services last Sunday 
morning by the minister. Rev. Chester 
A. Drummond. Of exquisite design 
and workmanship the windows supply 
the last detail needed to complete the 
chapel as a gem of beauty as well ’3 
an ideal place of worship. The chapel, 
formerly the kindergarten room, seats 
about fifty persons and Is admirably 
adapted for services bringing together 
small groups. 

Preaching from the words in the 
Book of Joshua. "When your children 
shall ask their fathers in time to come, 
saying. 'What mean these stones?' " Mr. 
Drummond dwelt on the significance 
of symbols and memorials and their 
vital importance to the world. He 
spoke of the figures represented In 
the quaint pictures In medieval style 
in the windows and appropriateness 
of each individual commemorated. St. 
Anne and Elizabeth were fitting types 
of Anna Hardon and Elizabeth Ware 
Lane: the Greek philosopher-teacher 
typified Mr. Hardon while ,\fr. Line's 
love of nature and of animals was 
suggested In the picture of St. Francis 
and the birds, with a dog at his feet. 
The windows, which were designed 
by Mr. and Mrs. James Hayden Wright 
and drawn and executed by Mr. Harry 
W. Goodhue, a young and gifted 
worker in glass would he a source of 
inspiration In tlie lives of those who 
attend Chanmng church In years to 
come. Mr. Drummond said. 

After the sermon the congregation 
proceeded to the chapel where Mr. 
Drummond spoke the following words 
of consecration: 

"Each of these windows bears 
upon its face, after the manner of a 
Twelfth Century Medallion, the figure 
of a Saint, each one carefully chosen, 
not because of Its ecclesiastical set- 
ting. hut because that life is repre- 
sentative of a virtue not bound by- 
time nor place. 

They are quaint figures drawn after 
the pattern of the times, ami set in 
beautiful, vibrant colors. The win- 
dows themselves are framed in a 
noble setting with lovely tracery, all 
suggestive of the strength and per- 
manence of our faith and purpose. 
In this day of quickly-shifting scenes 
ami self-assertion, these windows de- 
picting lives and events of long ago, 
call to remembrance that we are 
debtors to the past! . . . 

it is in this spirit that the lives of 
olden Saints have been chosen to 
speak to tills people in days to come 
of “four workmen in the temple" who 
lived and wrought without thought of 
uch an hour as this. — who would 
have been first to disclaim any asso- 
ciation with sainthood. — but whom we 
lelight thus to recall because it is 
upon tlie fidelity and the consecration 
of such as these, that the Cause of 
Christ must continue to rest. 

Beginning nearest to the altar which 
Mrs. Anna Hardon gave in memory of 
her young son. Richard, is a window 
bearing a traditional conception of 
Saint Ann. the mother of the Virgin 
Mary, mother of Jesu . Before her is 
the little child whom she is teaching 
md preparing for her great mission. 
All our knowledge of St. Ann is from 
the Apocrypha, and although meagre, 
ho was one of the best-known and 
most influential of all the saints in 
the Latin Church. Her name in the 
Hebrew signifies "graciousness '. and 
her tigure in the Catacombs is often 
lea onipanied by a dove. Anna Har- 
lo.i was a lover of little children, and 
was for a time Superintendent of our 
Church School in which she served 
many years as a teacher. It was I 
there that sue shared her great 
loyalty to the cause of liberal religion 
interpreted, by a keen intelligence uu- 
dliumed to tlie end. 

Within the same frame is a repre- 
sentation of the Philosopher-Teacher, 
Guide and Counsellor of Youth. It is j 
reminiscent of the days when Plato 
walked the groves while the young | 
Athenian by his side listened eagerly 
for his words of wisdom. This window 
with its little motif of the book at the 
apex of the arh is in memory of Henry 
C. Hardon, — scholar and teacher. 

In the first of the next two windows 
within tlie Chapel, is the tigure of 
Saint Elizabeth, daughter of the 
valiant king of Hungary. Alexander II. 
Tho charity which was one of her 
marked characteristics showed itself 
early in her eventful life . . . After 
the death of her husband, whom she 
loved Intensely, a conspiracy on the

Light Vote Cast 

At City Election 

Aldermen Re-elected — Mrs. Cornell 
Wins on Stickers 

The city election on Tuesday 
brought slightly over 14% of the reg- 
istered voters of Newton to the polls. 
There was but one real contest — that 
for School Committee member from 
Ward 5 in which Herbert P. Was- 
gatt of Waban, the only candidate 
on the ballot, was opposed by Mrs. 
Ward [. Cornell of Newton Highlands, 
who was voted for by the use of stick- 
ers. Mrs. Cornell won by a majority 
• 

Alfred V. Guzzi, a West Newton 
youth, who first was a candidate for 
Ward Ald-rman against Chester 
Prior, and later decided to run for 
Aldermau-at-Large from Ward 3, 
polled 742 votes as compared with 
3427 votes cast for William F. Chase, 
the present Incumbent. The only 
other contest was in Ward 2. where 
Reuben Kligman of 456 AVatertown 
street ran against Fred W. Wood- 
cock. the present Ward Alderman. 
Woodcock won easily, receiving 477 
votes: Kligman received 105. 

Probably in the history of city elec- 
tions no better opportunity presented 
itself for some aspiring citizens to 
--et elected to the City Government. 
Because of the very small vote, it 
would have been comparatively easy 
for some "dark horses" to have done 
a little quiet campaigning and de- 
feated the regular candidates.

NEWTON ATHLETES 
AT MANY COLLEGES 

I Every year Newton is well repre- 
sented in college sport and this year 
j is no exception. In addition to the 
inaitv high school graduates who have 
added their hit to tlte sport history of 
the orange and black there are a 
number of other youths whose home 
1 is in the Garden City Hint matricu- 
lated at the college of their choice 
; from some private school. 

During the past gridiron season a 
number of Newtonites participated in 
football as members of the varsity or 
freshman squads. At Dartmouth the 
! Green team was led by Captain Har- 
old Andres of Newtonville, a three 
! sport athlete at Newton and for the 
past three years at Hanover. Andres 
has been a mainstay of the Dartmouth 
line at the pivot position for the past 
\ three seasons. Henry L. Johnson, Jr., 
a three-sport athlete from Waban, and 
Leonard Clark of Newton Highlands 
! wore the other two of Newton s trio 
1 on the Dartmouth varsity. Johnson 
started a few games at fullback and 
! substituted In other games. Clark 
was the outstanding interfering back 
I on the squad but tailed to get into 
I the’ major games because of a knee in- 
jury. 

| Two other colleges each had tlnee 
local youths on the varsity gridiron 
I squads. Cnrleton McCullough of New- 
| ton Centre made the Boston Universl- 
i ty team as a freshman four years ago 
prior to the adoption of the freshman 
rule. The season just passed was his 
| fourth ns the left end of the team. 
He was handicapped considerably by 
injuries tills past season. Daniel Har- 
rington, another Newton high gradu- 
ate and now a sophomore at the Hill) 
university, won a guard position at 
the beginning of the season and was 
the only Terrier player to start every 
l game on the schedule. Last year Har- 
rington was a star with the freshman 
eleven. Arthur Chamberlain, the 
third local youth on the Terrier squad, 
was a substitute centre and towards 
tlie end of the season was transferred 
to a reserve halfback position. Cham- 
berlain is a sophomore and like Mc- 
Cullough and Harrington, a two-sport 
athlete. 

Another trio of local performers 
were on the Bowdoin College varsity 
squad. Creighton Gatchell. who was 
a star centre at Newton high, follow- 
ing Harold Andres, was tlte starting 
quarterback in the majority of the Po- 
lar Bears games. He is a junior at 
the Brunswick college and Is a three- 
sport athlete. As a freshman he start- 
ed at centre hut due to a fractured 
shoulder in tlte early part of last 
year's season he did not see much ac- 
tion with the varsity. With a wealth 
of centre material this fall the Bow- 
doin coach took cognizance of Gatch- 
ell's versatility and made him a quar- 
terback. George Souther, end und cap- 
tain of the Bowdoin eleven, entered 
Bowdoin from Huntington school 
where he participated In three sports. 
Harris Plaisted of West Newton, an- 
other private school graduate, re- 
lieved Gatchell at quarterback. 

At Brown Newton was represented 
by Ernest Hapgood of Newton High- 
lands and Kent Allen, both seniors. At 
the University of Pennsylvania the 
local representative was Melbourne 
Henieon of Newton Lower Kails, for- 
mer Newton high and Cushing Acad- 
emy end. Hemeon was a reserve end 
and witli two more years ahead of 
him should take an active part in 
Penn’s athletics. 

Among the freshman gridiron play- 
ers who live in Newton were Frank 
Spain and Bob Bennett of Newtonville 
and Dartmouth who prepared at Exe- 
ter academy after graduating from 
Newton : Carl Pescosolido of Harvard 
who spent a year at Deerfield acad- 
emy after leaving Newton high; Joe 
GilUgau of Newtonville who prepared 
for Yale at Newton high and Rox- 
bury school of Connecticut; and Ev- 
erett Scheinfaln, Dick Hapgood and 
Larry Brown of the Brown yearlings. 
Scheinfaln is a former Newton high 
captain and Bridgton academy end. 
Hapgood is a former Newton high 
and Cushing academy linesman while 
Brown is a newcomer to the Garden 
City. Two other locals were also on 
the Harvard squad and saw some ac- 
tion. They were Francis Gleason, who 
prepared at Country Day School and 
William Sutcliffe, who was a team- 
mate of Scheinfain's at Newton and 
Bridgton academy. 

Turning to hockey the list is near- 
ly as long. At Dartmouth there Is 
Andres and Johnson, both defense 
men who will probably be the Green's 
regular players this winter. At Bos- 
ton University are Holmes Whitmore 
and Arthur Wilson, forwards and 
Harrington at goal. Whitmore is a 
veteran now in his senior year while 
Wilson is making history by winning 
a place as the regular centre although 
never before having been a member 
of an organized sextet. Harrington is 
staging a real battle to oust the reg- 
ular goal-tend from his berth. While 
at Newton high t lie blonde, husky 
youth made the all-scholastic selec- 
tion In ills first year on the orange and 
black sextet after being changed 
from a defence candidate to t lie net 
by Coach Dr. Martin. 

At Bowdoin both Souther and Plats- 
ted, football lettermen, are candidates 
for the ice team. At Harvard there 
will ho John Garrison of West Newton 
who prepared at County Day school 
and Wilson Crosby who mall (diluted 
from Exeter Academy. At New Haven 
Alexander Fletcher, ex-Newton star, 
is making a real bid for a forward 
position on the Eli Yale. Undoubt- 
edly the approaching season will un- 
cover several other Newton athletes 
representing their alum mater on the 
Ice. 

There will also be several local 
representatives on the various fresh- 
man sextets including such sturs us 
Frank Spain and Boh Bennett ut Dart- 
mouth. Joe Gilllgan at Yale und Ev- 
erett .Scheinfaln at Brown. 

Newton is not represented on the 
huHkethall court with hut one excep- 


tion. Spencer de.MIlle of Wentworth 
lots hcdi the only wearer of the or- 
ange and black who lias played for an 
organized team since graduating from 
high school. This low mark Is un- 
doubtedly due to the fact that the 
sport was not re-established at New- 
ton high until three years ago after a 
lapse of over a dozen years and the 
calibre of play has not been raised 
to a sufllclently high level to allow 
Newton graduates to compete with 
lads from other schools unless of 
outstanding ability. 

On the truck, however, it Is doubt- 
ful if any school has n better or big- 
ger representation than Newton. Space 
does not permit of the enlargement of 
tlie activities of each Individual so the 
list is of necessity published in con- 
cise form.

Salem Made Famous by 

Its Ships and Traders 

During tlie Revolution little Salem, 
under leadership of Elias Hasket 
Derby, furnished and equipped 158 
privateers, carrying 2,000 guns and 
manned by 0,000 men, equal to tlie en- 
tire population of the city, writes Wal- 
ter Prichard Enton in the Washington 
Star. At the end of the war, naturally, 
Salem found Itself with a large fleet, 
much too lnrge for coastwise trade, 
and a large staff of skippers and sea- 
men trained to adventure and daring 
navigation. Besides the ships nnd sea- 
men, the little town possessed. In Der- 
by and others, owners and merchants 
of imagination and initiative. Site 
was all set for great tilings. 

And great things came with a rush. 
Tlie Derbys, the Crowinsliields and the 
rest sent their ships around Good 
Hope, to the East Indies, nnd long 
before the East Indian traders knew 
the names of Philadelphia, New York, 
Baltimore or Boston, they knew well 
the name of Salem. Derby's famous 
ship, the Grand Turk, in 1784 was 
the first American merchantman to 
round the Cape of Good Hope. 


Faith of Brothah Joe

LIGHTEST VOTE EVER 

Newton had a municipal election last Tuesday. Perhaps it 
was not generaly known, as but little more than fourteen per 
cent of the registered voters exercised their privilege. With 
but one city-wide aldermanic contest, one ward-aldermanic 
contest and a “sticker” contest for school committee it was 
generally expected that the vote would be light. It was the 
lightest vote ever cast at any city election in Newton which 
does not reflect to the credit of those who failed to vote. The 
voters who did go to the polls showed their faith in the 
present Aldermen by re-electing William F. Chase Alder- 
man-at-large from Ward 3 and Fred Woodcock. Ward 2 
Alderman. Organized support of Mrs. Cornell in her “stick- 
er” campaign for the position on the School Committee from 
Ward 5 give her a plurality of 98 votes. Had the vote been 
heavier it is an open question whether or not this type of 
campaign would have succeeded. We congratulate the voters 
and the successful candidates. 


A FORWARD STEP 

The intention of State Senate President Gaspar Bacon to 
file a resolve before the incoming legislature seeking the ap- 
pointment of a committee to investigate methods leading to 
the clarification of the wording of referenda on the ballot 
will have the support of every voter. At the polls early in 
November it is a certainty that many voters marked the 
ballot opposite to the manner in which they intended. Any 
change in the wording of such referenda so that the average 
voter will know at a glance whether he wishes to vote “Yes” 
or “No” will be a step forward. 


Determining World Time 

Standard time seems to hnve been 
first suggested by Charles Dowd of 
Saratoga Springs In 1S70. In 1870 the 
question was again raised by Sand- 
ford Fleming, chief engineer of the 
Canadian Pacific railway. It was 
brought to the attention of the leading 
governments of the world, and an In- 
ternational conference was called In 
1882. It met In Washington on Octo- 
ber 1, 1884. The delegates of 20 coun- 
tries were present, but did not unani- 
mously agree. However, most of 
them favored the adoption of Green- 
wich, England, as the origin of longi- 
tudes. The French were the only rep- 
resentatives of Importance that would 
not agree, and It was not until March 
10, 1011, that France abandoned the 
meridian of Paris and adopted that of 
Greenwich as Its prime meridian. 


Oklahoma Windieit State? 

The weather bureau says that the 
question ns to which Is the windiest 
state In the Union has never been ac- 
curately determined and It Is probably 
Impossible to make a positive state- 
ment. However, it Is quite probable 
that Oklahoma as a whole Is the 
windiest state in the Union. This is 
due to the fact that the winds nre 
ruther constant at moderately high 
velocities during the entire year in 
this state; In many other sections the 
winds may at times average higher 
than in Oklahoma, nevertheless, they 
are not so constant, or cover so com- 
pletely the entire state. 


Wrote Hi* Own Letter* 

Grover Cleveland never dictated 
any of his correspondence or public 
uddresses, but always made the tirst 
draft In Ills own hand, reculls George 
F. Parker, quoting George B. Cortel- 
you, in his “Recollections of Grover 
Cleveland." “During my stay at the 
White House us his executive clerk 
there was but one Instance in which 
lie dictated anything and that was the 
beginning of a very brief note. . . . 
He dictated a few sentences of the 
letter and then, turning to the stenog- 
rapher, said. ‘Oh, you know what I 
want to find out; fix it up and bring 
It In to me.’ " 


Sacred Bunny Cat* 

I The amullest cat «how ever held In 
I London took place recently, when 20 
Abysslninn cats contended for the 
championship of their own exclusive 
world. Many experts say that they 
believe tills breed to be descended 
from tlie sucred cut of undent Egypt, 
which the Egyptians used to emhulin. 
An elegantly built animal with large 
tufted ears, lustrous eyes and slender 
lirnhs, tlie Abyssinian cat has a silky 
coat not unlike a wild rabbit, hence 
the popular name, bunny cut. 



First Known Reference 

to the “Wandering Jew” 

The first recorded reference to the 
legend of the “wandering Jew" Is 
made by an English chronicler In tlie 
year 1228. Roger of Wendover, a monk 
of St. Albans, who died in 1237. gnve 
the story as having been received from 
an Armenian bishop while on a visit 
to England, and who claimed to have 
personally met the doomed man. 

According to this version the wan- 
derer’s name was Curtapliilus, and he 
wns doorkeeper at Pilate's palnce. 
When Jesus was being led fortli to he 
crucified Cartaphllus contemptuously 
struck him on the neck, saying: “Go, 
Jesus: go on faster! Why dost thou 
linger?” Whereupon Jesus replied: 
"I go, but thou shult remain waiting 
till I return.” And under tills decree 
the offender goes wandering through 
the world unable to die, and waiting 
for tlie coming again of Christ. 

The Armenian bishop, according to 
the story, said that this wanderer 
dined with him shortly before tlie bish- 
op left Armenia and that he was now 
n penitent man ; that lie was baptized 
by Ananias, who also baptized Paul, 
under tlie name of Joseph. At tlie time 
of tlie Crucifixion he was thirty years 
of age, and when lie completes a cen- 
tury tie becomes faint, and on recover- 
ing consciousness lie is nguln ns young 
as lie was when ttie doom was pro- 
nounced. 


Tax-Exempt Properties 

of New York Churches 

The value of church property in 
New York ns put down by tlie tax as- 
sessors for exemption purposes Is 
$282,030,289, which is far below its 
actual value. And this does not in- 
clude large holdings of taxable real 
estate, stocks, bonds and cash held 
for Investment purposes. 

Trinity church alone lias dividend- 
paying real estate valued at Sin, 000,- 
000. and an income of nearly $2,000,- 
000 u year from its investments. It 
takes a lot of money to shelter a Chris- 
tian soul. 

St. Paul's chapel is valued at $5,000,- 
000 with lint 334 dues-paying coniinu- 
nicunts — an average of $15,000 per 
soul, which is more than three times 
the amount required to house a whole 
family In tlie flesh. 

Christ church, at Broadway and Sev- 
enty-first street, lias a plant valued at 
$1,200,000. with -loo dues-paying mom- 
mers, or about $3.u00 per member. — 
John T. Flynn in tlie Forum and Cen- 
tury. 


Roiaini’* Seville 

Seville, tile capital of Andalusia, 
wns a prosperous port under tlio 
Phoenicians and in Roman times lie- 
•'iiiiie a great city. It has been tlie 
birthplace of three emperors. Amer- 
ican discoverers have been Intimate- 
ly associated with It, Columbus, 
Cortez and Pizzuro all having set sail 
from Us port. It Is a wonderfully 
guy and animated city. Its street llfo 
has formed a subject for both uuthors 
and composers, inidudlng the worbl- 
famous opera by Rossini, "The Bar- 
ber of Seville." Today It Is famous for 
Its hull fights at which most of the 
noted toreadors appear. The lofty 
tower <>f tin* Glraldu is one of tlio 
most beautiful Moorish monuments In 
Spain, a Twelfth century prayer- 
minaret, hut the shrine of twenty- 
four bells today.

Presently, provid- 
ing nothing serious happens, the old 
one will come on In and partake of 
the fenst. But, ns sometimes happens. 
If the youngster steps Into a steel trap, 
the other unceremoniously takes his 
leave, nnother sly wrinkle of wisdom 
forming on his shrewd face ns lie 
steals cautiously away.

Roller! A. Vachon of Newton Centre 
lias received from his brother, Andrew 
Vachon of Tanana, Alaska, a pair of 
snow-shoes made by Indians of that 
region. The shoes nre very light in 
weight and of quite different design 
from snow-shoes ordinarily seen here. 
Tlie front of these Alaskan shoes are 
arched somewhat after the manner of 
a sea-sled: probably for the same 
reason —to permit speedy travelling. 
Mr. Vachon’s brother has been a resi- 
dent of Alnskn for many years. 

A serious problem which compli- 
cates the moving of the old building 
at West Newton which houses police 
headquarters and the police court is — 
tlie providing of safe storage for the 
court records. According to law court 
records must have proper protection 
from fire and other hazards. The rec 
ords of tlio Newton court are stored 
in a huge concrete vault which can- 
not be moved when the building is 
moved. Clerk of Court Sprague can- 
not allow these records to he stored 
in a temporary vault which will not 
adequately safeguard them. Neither 
would it he practical to store the 
records in a building removed from 
the court house because these records 
have to he accessible. 

Some huge corporations would do 
well to Include on their staffs of effi- 
ciency experts or “public relations 
diplomats" some person who has a 
knowledge of history. Such a person, 
were he employed for instance by a 
big public utility corporation, might 
acquaint the “big time” financiers who 
now control the destinies of tlie major 
league public utility companies with 
the fate of powerful moguls of the 
past; rulers whose regimes were ended 
when they became too heartless with 
their subjects. 

No big business in this broad land, 
and certainly no small business, en- 
joys tlie advantage possessed by pub- 
lic utility corporations which enjoy 
a monopoly in their particular line. 
These corporations are permitted by 
law to charge rates which bring them 
appreciable dividends when other bus- 
iness enterprises struggle to make 
their expenses. Nor has the public ob- 
served any noticeable decreases In 
the charges levied by such corpora- 
tions although prices on a large num- 
ber of the necessaries of life have 
been reduced tlie past couple of years. 

With economic conditions in their 
present sorry state, almost every bus- 
iness concern has been compelled to 
show considerable patience and leni- 
ency in tlio matter of credit. Blit a 
couple of tlie “impoverished” public 
service companies operating in this 
vicinity instead of displaying a help- 
ful attitude to their customers, espe- 
cially to business men, hnve adopted 
an even stricter policy of prompt pay- 
ment of bills. Business men who here- 
tofore have always paid their debts 
promptly, but who are feeling tlie 
pinch of tlie limes are being accorded 
little mercy by these public service 
corporations. In cases where monthly 
bills have not been paid within 30 
days, threats have been made that 
unless a written agreement was made 
by the customer that he would pay by 
tlie 15th of (*!i<'h month, a deposit for 
a substantial amount must be made. 

These public service companies gli- 
bly tell of tlie great number of the ac- 
counts they carry; of the enormous 
losses they suffer through unpaid bills. 
Or course they must insist on reason- 
ably prompt payments of accounts clue 
them. But, when they evidence a Shy- 
lock attitude, when they practice un- 
due severity at a time when clemency 
ought to be shown, they evince arro- 
gant stupidity, stimulate the growth 
of the movement towards public own- 
ership, encourage socialistic tenden- 
cies. 

It lias been difficult in the past to 
Induce men of ability, of high char- 
acter, to run for political offices. A 
man who becomes a candidate for 
uu elective office must sacrifice much 
of his time. He becomes tlie target 
of considerable criticism; lie receives 
more abuse than praise. If lie lias 
opponents for tlie office for which lie 
Is a candidate, lie must not only spend 
money for campaign expenses but he 
may expect to find himself the ob- 
ject of scandal, of detraction. So, it 
Is not to be wondered at that most 
men refuse to run for public office. 
Some men of high calibre in tills city 
have consented to accept public of- 
fices in the past when ussured they 
would not ho injected Into political 
buttles. But, If sticker campaigns are 
to lie conducted and condoned, it will 
lie Increasingly difficult to persuade 
men. or women to run for office. They 
will have no guarantee dial they will 
not he opposed. 

The percentage of voters who (lid 
not go to the polls lust Tuesday in 
(Ills city is u powerful argument for 
eliminating yearly elections in New- 
ton. All Aldermen, as well as tlio 
Mayor should be elected for two-year 
terms. The probability of il complete 
now Board of Aldermen being elected 
at any one election Is so remote thut 
It should not lie considered u Hound 
argument against tile abolition of iin- 
niiul elections.

Few Groups of Eskimos 

Snow-House Dwellers 

Snow houses are unknown to the 
Alaskan Eskimos, and in tlie Macken- 
zie delta region such dwellings are 
used only In emergencies. 

Tlie snow liouse lias long been and 
still is the winter habitation of a 
number o r Eskimo groups scattered 
eastward from Coronation gulf to 
Greenland. Even In Hint desolate re- 
gion the snow liouse Is regularly In- 
habited only when no other building 
materials are available. Some of 
these Eskimo hunters are very adept 
nt constructing houses of snow for 
the temporary shelter of their families. 

Tlie Labrador Eskimos do not live In 
snow houses, and out of the 15.000 
Eskimos In Greenland only a few hun- 
dred living around Capo York ever 
dwell In sucli shelters. Even among 
these tlie more usual winter dwelling 
consists of walls of earth or stnnp nnd 
rafters of stone slabs or the large 
bones of animals. 

It Is supposed that the Eskimos are 
descended from American aborigines 
who gradually worked I heir way into 
the Far North. Ancient ruins found 
throughout tlie region where snow 
houses are still regularly or occa- 
sionally used indicate flint the house 
of stone, driftwood and wlinlclioiip is 
older than tlie igloo or hemispherical 
house built of (docks of snow laid in 
splrul courses. 


Peasant Had Definite 

if Peculiar Grievance 

One of tlie most familiar stories of 
Athenian history Is that of Aristides 
and tlie peasant, says mi article in a 
Boston paper. The ancient Athenians 
were Just as human ns any oilier peo- 
ple of Inter times, despite our tend- 
ency to regard them as supermen. 
Aristides, it will be remembered, wns 
a great and good man whose policy 
wns opposed to that of Hie brilliant 
nnd unscrupulous Themlstocles. 

Tlie deadlock ht'tlveen tlie two 
lenders laid to tie broken by ostrac- 
ism. which provided for the tempo- 
rary banishment of the less popular 
lender. A peasant aeeosted Aristides 
and asked him to write tlie mime of 
Aristides on Ills ballot. This wns a 
vote for banishment and the leader 
asked tlie peasant if Aristides had 
ever injured him. "No,” tlie man an- 
swered. “hut I am tired of hearing 
him culled Aristides the just.’* 


Viking History 

In a little Island in the middle of 
the Irish sea there Is held every year 
on July 5 (representing midsummer 
day. old style), the promulgation of 
the Manx laws. The scene of the cere- 
mony is Tynwald hill, In the Isle of 
Man. 

Il Is a living relic of the important 
part played in the history of England 
by the Vikings, who from the close of 
llie Eighth century made plundering 
excursions to the British isles, mid 
then settled first In ihe Orkneys and 
Shethinds. finer In the Hebrides, and 
thence gradually In Hie western isles 
of Scotland: In Ireland, where they 
were met by tlieir brethren coming 
round by the south, nnd in Man. 
whence they spread eastward till they 
joined forces with their kinsfolk in 
York. 


Warrior and Athlete 

Bulmr the magnificent warring ori- 
ental monarch of the Fifteenth cen- 
tury, was apparently tireless, nnd ns 
proud of Ids skill ns an athlete as of 
his ability as a general, says nn ar- 
ticle In the Boston Globe. Once, for 
the fun of it. lie swam tlie Ganges, per- 
forming tills stunt, as lie explains in 
his memoirs. “In 3.3 strokes.” At an- 
other time lie ran around the battle- 
ments of a fortress with n man under 
each arm. leaping tlie embrasures. 
But these feats, added to Ills endless 
campaigns, weakened him, nnd he died 
suddenly at tlie age of forty-eight, 
leaving Ills new empire to n son whose 
ability wns less conspicuous. 


Honolulu Smokeless 

Honolulu Is a smokeless city nnd 
for tlmt reason it Is rated dean or 
free from the smudge which Inis 
marred the structural appearance of 
New York and particularly Pitts- 
burgh. Except for tlie chimneys of 
tlie gus nnd electric plants there nre 
no chimneys In Honolulu. In the first 
place heating systems nre not needed 
nml the greater number of house- 
wives or servants use gas for cooking. 
Some more cook outdoors nnd others 
on a charcoal stove which does not 
give-out nti.v smoke. Tills Interesting 
Hawaiian city, It was pointed out. Is 
not u profitable field for pulnters.

In ench 
of Bangkok’s ten tinlls there nre sev- 
eral taldes about which nre grouped 
seats for spectators. When the nudl- 
enee is ready, two bowls, ench con- 
taining n contestant, nre placed on the 
table. A light is guaranteed If they 
charge nt one nnotlier and pump their 
noses on the Intervening glass. The 
betting commissioner books bets, the 
limit being $44. The two fish nre then 
dumped Into one big howl together. 
They clinrge furiously, first ripping off 
encli other's ruby-red ventral (ins. Next 
to go is tlie red top fin, while fre- 
quently they bite off chunks of side 
mont, drawing blood. With good fish 
n fight will Inst for six hours. Un- 
pedlgrecd ones nre exhausted In 15 
minutes. After n fish has lost n bat- 
tle he Is bred no more but spends bis 
declining days training small fry. 
Trainer fish constantly have their 
bodies mutilated ns do United Stntes 
fisticuff trnlners. Their advantage 
over the United Stntes equivalents : 
they can regenerate broken parts. 


Damage Done to Trees 

When the Sap Freezes 

Sap In trees frequently freezes dur- 
ing the winter. The freezing point of 
water Is decreased by the ndditlon of 
substnnees In solution. Since sap con- 
tains various solutes Its freezing 
point Is considerably below 32 degrees 
and accordingly It does not freeze In 
moderate freezing temperatures. Trees 
are further protected by the fact that 
the moisture content is not so grent 
near the surface In the winter ns It Is 
In the summer. But the snp freezes 
during extremely cold spells and some- 
times much dnmnge Is done to the 
trees. 

The United Stntes forest service 
snys that In the Canadian woods when 
tlie temperature Is 40 to 50 degrees 
below zero the ruptures of tissues In 
trees caused by freezing can often be 
lienrd as n sort of sharp report. As a 
rule freezing that produces sufficient 
pressure to rupture the tissues results 
In vertical cracks running up nnd 
down the trunk. 

In succeeding seasons of growth the 
tree attempts to heal over these 
erncks but ridges of protruding scar 
tissue remain ns evidence of the rup- 
tures. The wood of trees Is frequent- 
ly frozen, but generally no serious 
rupture results beenuse the moisture 
Is evenly distributed through the tis- 
sue. — Pathfinder Magazine.

Just What Does Become 

of Millions of Needles? 

Life Is full of little mysteries. Tons 
nnd tons of steel, for Instnnce, lire 
turned every year into razor blades. 
Blades are used and discarded by the 
million. Where do they go? And 
pins. About fifty years ago It was 
calculated Hint enough pins had been 
made In England to cover the whole 
surface of the land. Since then their 
mnniifiicttire has gone on nt nn In- 
creasing rate. They are bought nnd 
used nnd dropped — nnd they Just dis- 
appear. Somehow you can understand 
a pin disappearing, for It is innde of 
soft brass, which soon becomes cor- 
roded. But what about needles? 
Needles nre mnde of very hard steel. 
They don’t wear out nnd their busi- 
ness ends retnin their sharpness nl- 
niost indefinitely. Yet one firm In 
England hns been manufacturing 
needles at the rate of three nnd a half 
millions a week for many years, nnd 
for over two hundred years millions 
have been pouring out steadily from 
works nt ltedditcli. Nowadays mod- 
ern machinery enables one grinder to 
point 100,000 needles in n day. Every 
week Redditeh sells enough needles 
to supply every man, woman, and 
child In the country with one apiece. 
Each of us loses on the average one 
needle a week throughout Ids or her 
life. 


Keep Up Old Custom of 

Blessing Fishing Boats 

For more than three centuries the 
annual departure t of the fishing fleet 
from the picturesque fishlng_ port of 
St. Mnlo, France, lias been preceded by 
the solemn blessing of each boat. The 
rite dates back to the days when pas- 
sage across the western ocenn to the 
Grand banks of Newfoundland was 
likely to be n terrifying experience. 
Vessels were smnll, disaster nnd dis- 
ease took frequent toll in human lives, 
nnd so the mariner made his peace 
with henven before he set sail. To- 
day the devout fislierinnn follows the 
custom of ills forefathers with peas- 
ants grouped everywhere in native cos- 
tumes watching tlie ceremony. His 
need Is less, however, for hnznrds of 
the voyage are not so great ns they 
were 300 years ago. Vessels nre larg- 
er. nnd it was noted at a recent cere- 
mony nt St. Mnlo that a majority of 
the fishing ernft had modern auxiliary 
motor power to supplement their sail 
areas.

W. C. T. U. 

A disclosure surprising to many was 
made at the lust meeting of the New- 
ton W. C\ T. U. by the speaker, Mrs. 
(•Ulznlieth H. Tilton of Cambridge, 
mimeiy, that tin* Bratt System of Swe- 
den for regulating tlie sale of liquor 
is identical with the disponsitry sys- 
tem once tried out in South Carolina. 
The dispensary system allows the sale 
of only pure liquor bottled. Tills could 
be bought only by those persons fit to 
use it and the salesrooms were closed 
at sundown. This may sound per- 
fect lint us n matter of fact tlie sys- 
tem proved wholly inadequate in 
South Carolina. Persons buying the 
liquor congregated in certain places to 
consume it. virtually bringing back the 
suloon and clump vicious stuff was 
supplieti by bootleggers, so there was 
no decrease in tlie amount of drunk- 
enness. 


George F. Smith of 213 Adams St., 
West Newton, was fined $10 in the 
Newton court on Wednesday for act- 
ing in a rude and disorderly manner.

COMMISSION ON UNEMPLOY- 
MENT. Clubwomen may tuke satis- 
faction in the quick and decisive uc- 
tiou of the State Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs In offering immediate as- 
sistance to Governor Allen 111 the un- 
employment problem. At the autumn 
meeting at Worcester a resolution was 
unanimously adopted to offer co-oper- 
ation in the present unemployment 
emergency. Governor Allen sent a 
letter of appreciation for this action, 
as did also James J. Phelan, chair- 
man of the Governor's Commission on 
Unemployment. Not only did the Gov- 
ernor acknowledge this offer by such 
a letter, but he guve immediate oppor- 
tunity for the affiliated Clubwomen to 
serve actively with aid and advice by 
appointing their president, Mrs. Carl 
L. Schrader, and their former presi- 
dent, Mrs. Azel A. Packard, to serve 
under Mrs. Nathaniel Thayer on the 
Women's Committee of this Commis- 
sion. Col. Arthur Wood. President 
Hoover's national chairman on em- 
ployment, has commended Governor 
Allen for his immediate appointment 
of this committee. Massachusetts is 
tlie first State to take such action. 

Mrs. Schrader has taken active 
steps to form the Clubwomen of Mass- 
achusetts into working groups. She 
has given her own time in service, 
where articles of apparel and proffers 
of employment are being received. 
She appeals to all Massachusetts 
Clubwomen to assist the mayors and 
selectmen in every form of unemploy- 
ment relief and to find ways and 
means for local assistance and cure of 
this evil, which seems even worse to 
contemplate during the Christmas 
season. There Is no doubt that if 
Clubwomen will look about in their 
homes and call needs and opportuni- 
ties to the attention of their husbands 
in the business world that employ- 
ment may be found for many in the 
way of household repairs, carpenter- 
ing. plumbing, upholstering, clothing, 
bedding, day labor, etc., and in offices 
or mercantile establishments for vari- 
ous clerical or messenger services, or 
labor. 

Mrs. Schrader lias appointed, by vote 
of tlie Executive Board of the State 
Federation, a committee of three to 
do follow up work wherever and 
whenever possible: Mrs. John II. 
Kimball, chairman, the third vice-pres- 
ident: Mrs. C. H. Danforth, chairman 
of Interracial Unity; and Mrs. Frank 
C. Stetson, chairman of Social Wel- 
fare. This committee urges Clubwom- 
en everywhere to he alert to the needs 
of their own communities; to inform 
themselves as to the types of employ- 
ment needed: and suggests that they 
ask mayors and hoards of selectmen 
to include women In their appoint- 
ments to committees considering the 
employment situation. They also ap- 
peal for practical suggestions and re- 
ports of work satisfactorily done to 
improve conditions.

She says that immigration, which 
concerns 13,000,000 people, should bn 
regarded as international rather than 
domestic, and she spoke of the lead- 
erships. socially and otherwise, of 
those who come to our country, bring- 
ing with them the habits of the old 
countries, and particularly of the sec- 
ond generation who live between the 
land of their birth here, and tlie land 
of their fathers. 

She explained the quota law with 
its restrictions and resulting trag- 
edies. and mentioned especially the 
deportation law. Intended for crim- 
inals. hut seriously and unhappily af- 
fecting others. She believes that pub- 
lic opinion could effect a change In 
the unjust aspects of these laws.

ONE THING AND, ANOTHER 

^ By L. D. G. BENTLEY 


It can hardly he called n Christman 
present, but it is at least quite as ac- 
ceptable. I refer to (lie decision of 
tile Federated Garden Clubs of Con- 
necticut which lins ruled that in ttinl 
State the proper pronunciation of 
gladiolus Is glod-l-o-lUH, with the ac- 
cent on tho "o”, not the "I”. Further- 
more, the decision snys that the 
plural may he either gladioli or 
gladioluses, but In either form the ac- 
cent remains on tho “o”. 

Although not a gardener I have a 
groat admiration for flowers. In fact 
my Interest Is ns keen as if I had a 
knowledge of botany, floriculture, etc. 
Since one may not be expected to 
know everything and as flowers are 
to me no more than something beauti- 
ful I can offer only admiration In- 
stead of information. In my own gar- 
den there are gladioli, which I regu- 
larly spray with water during their 
growing season. Beyond manipula- 
tion of the hose I can he of little help. 
You may have observed that I chose 
the plural gladioli. There is on excel- 
lent reason for that. I once was call- 
ed upon to use the plural in an arti- 
cle I wrote and at that time I gave 
ttie preference to gladioluses. As I 
distinctly recall, the Item as it left 
my typewriter read, “Mrs. Soandso is 
showing some beautiful gladioluses". 
I don't know whose fault it was but it 
appeared in print that the lady in 
question was displaying galluses, 
which, the dictionary tells us means 
suspenders. 

Some of my best friends have al- 
ways said “gladioli'', with their eye 
on the accent and the accent on the 
“I". Several times I have allowed 
myself to he drawn into arguments 
but somehow or other have never got- 
ten anywhere. I seemed to have noth- 
ing to support my case. Anything that 
is “merely a matter of opinion" is 
seldom settled. Now that Connecti- 
cut garden clubs are out for the "o" 
I hope that the idea will he generally 
adopted. Good old Connecticut. (I 
speak affectionately since the decision 
is on my side) should he a model for 
all New England. Therefore, let us 
roundly say our “o's”, with gladsome 
gladioli shouts. 


With the approach of the year 1031 
we may expect to hear from various 
sources, official and otherwise, advice 
about the practice of economy in 
State and municipal affairs. There is 
no question but much of it will be 
sound and worth heeding. Let us hope 
however, it will not be focused upon 
tile obvious but. Hint some new ideas 
will he offered. If anything is dis- 
tinctly wearisome it is the sugges- 
tion that there be no raises in official 
salaries regardless of merit and that 
no money he spent upon “frills”, 
whatever that may mean. 

Please do not think that I am about 
to urge the spending of the taxpayers' 
money upon any pet project of mine 
or appropriating it for the purpose of 
increasing t lie salaries of some 
friends in official life. My point is far 
from that. What I ask is that self- 
appointed watch-dogs of the treasury 
show some originality. If they will 
tell us of a new source of revenue or 
point out a new method of saving it 
will he worth more than repeating 
time-worn platitudes. 

My belief is that there should al- 
ways he n close guard of State and 
municipal expenditures but I have my 
misgivings of those who cannot see 
beyond that single objective. When 
we ure too close-fisted us a people 
we are apt to become retrogressive. 
Things that should be done are put 
off from time to time and in the end a 
much-needed improvement is never ac- 
complished. The ideal way is to 
achieve progress along with economy. 
IIow can you save money and spend 
it. too. is your question? Ah. there 
you have a problem and one that can 
only he solved by study. 

It lias been clearly established that 
the greater number of people em- 
ployed the greater amount of general 
prosperity. Seems almost like a rid- 
dle when you ask yourself, “How may 
hard times he made good and no one 
suffer?" Well, as I have tried to prove, 
the subject is worthy of the closest 
attention. I don't believe that just 
plain pinching of every penny will do 
It. Practical people and theorists 
should not come to grips over it, but 
should meet each other half-way. By 
this means. I believe, we may be 
able to advance instead of merely 
standing still.

"I told him how I was fixed, and 
do you know what he did? He not 
only loaned a whole dollar, but he 
told me I could do down to his place 
in the South End and sleep till I 
found work and offered to let me have 
more money the next day, which I 
didn't go after, by the way. So you 
think he’s a faker do you. You're all 
wrong about that. He's the whitest 
old fellow I've ever seen.” 

My companion dropped his dime 
into the old man's tin cup and was 
rewarded with a cheery "Thank you. 
and God bless you.” 

The incident made a deep impres- 
sion on me. It would make anyone 
think. 


Old Man Blank, who used to be 
somebody before a speeding train had 
amputated both ills legs with more 
speed and less fuss than a great sur- 
geon. had been reduced to the pencil 
and tin-cup type of beggary— and hud 
found it profitable.

Along with the 
principal events that led to and fol- 
lowed the establishment of tlie Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony, we find a his- 
tory of tlie commercial, industrial and 
educational development. Incidental- 
ly, I might say that the publishers 
have wisely incorporated in the pages 
of tliiss chronicle Mr. Prescott's writ- 
ing of “Newton. 1630-1930," which tlie 
city lias made available to us in 
pamphlet form. So. you see. Newton 
is admirably represented in a book 
that everybody, it seems to me, will 
find appealing and informative. 

You will he delighted, as you pour 
over tlie artistically printed volume, 
lo find tilings of which you may know 
something lint not too much for you 
have learned all there is to be 
learned. It is with rare discrimina- 
tion that tlie publishers and com- 
pilers, George D. Hill Company, Bos- 
ton, have arranged this vast accumu- 
lation of data and presented it in nar- 
rative form. As is asserted in tlie 
foreward. "This book is a monument 
to three centuries of growth and de- 
velopment in tlie State of Massachu- 
setts.”

TRAFFIC ON WALNUT STREET 

To the Editor: 

Two or three weeks ago tlie Graphic 
bad a very sensible editorial reference 
to traffic conditions on Walnut street, 
Newtonville. The subject might very 
well be elaborated. On no street in 
Newton, or in any other city, as far 
as I have observed, is the irresponsi- 
ble motorist given such leeway to 
speed. This is a relatively narrow 
street, lined with parkers at its most 
congested points, as in front of the 
stores near the square, Imt apparent- 
ly no attempt is made to hold motor- 
ists down to reasonable rates of 
speed. Night and day, at nil hours, 
cars and trucks tear through Walnut 
street at from forty to fifty miles an 
hour, in many cases, and I often have 
seen two cars going at that rate with- 
in ten feet of each other, when a sud- 
den checking in speed of the lend 
car inevitably would lead lo an acci- 
dent. Human life Is recklessly endan- 
gered every day, dogs, of course, are 
given no chance for their lives, nnd 
frequently from my windows I have 
-seen cars overturned or in collision 
through reckless driving; nor are tlie 
offenders always the youth of city, al- 
though “smart” boy drivers are fre- 
quent offenders. 

Tlie .situaiion has become so men- 
acing as to constitute a disgrace to 
tlio city, and I believe I represent the 
sentiment of all tlie residents upon 
that great thoroughfare in demanding 
that the authorities compel respect for 
human and canine lives, if not for the 
Jaw.

There are perhaps more 
radio sets in Newton in proportion 
to tlie population than any other cit> 
in Massachusetts. If every radio set 
owner in tlie Newtons who purchases 
new tubes this winter will buy the 
excellent tubes made here they will 
be doing their bit to give more men 
and girls employment in a local in- 
dustry.

Is it Better to Own or Rent Your Home? 


By EARL G. MANNING 


This is the eighth in a series of 
articles written by Mr. Manning, and 
deals with the much discussed ques- 
tion as to whether it is better to pay 
rent or own your own home. 

This subject is a part of the dis- 
cussion which Mr. Manning is con- 
ducting before the Women’s Clubs of 
Newton under the auspices of the 
Newton Trust Company.

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The love of home and all that It 
stands for is deeply Ingrained In al- 
most every human being, who has had 
the advantage of living long enough 
in any community to have become an 
active, or even passive, member In it. 

Love of native land is only second 
to this fundamental emotion. 

It is not strange, then, that the 
desire is strong to have a little piece 
of this United States of ours, which 
we can call our very own. that we can 
plant, cultivate, putter around on. 
beautify, and on which we can live 
comfortably. 

There is, however, a great differ- 
ence, even though we do all these 
things, as to whether we just rent or 
own the property — and this is the 
subject that I wish to venture some 
thoughts upon. 

Most of us who own our homes, if 
we have had previous experience in 
renting, will admit that It is not 
cheaper to own than to pay rent, 
notwithstanding the statements to 
the contrary that we used to see In 
the papers, proposed by those more or 
less Interested In selling property. 

Nobody Is fooled any more by that 
familiar advertisement which, thank 
goodness, does not appear very fre- 
quently nowadays — 

"Why pay rent — own your own home." 

All of us pay rent In some form. If 
it isn't to the owner of a house at so 
much a month, it may take the form 
of a certain amount for board and 
room in a private family, or in taxes 
(in the home that we own. and then in 
addition to that a portion of our in- 
come tax is diverted to the com- 
munity in which we live to keep up 
t lie streets and betterments neces- 
sary to insure good housing condi- 
tions. 

The satisfaction of really owning a 
home unquestionably does appeal 
strongly to people who have the hom- 
ing Instinct, as differentiated from 
tile minority who are adventuresome 
and do not wish to he tied down, or to 
i hose who. by the very nature of their 
business, have to be moved periodi- 
cally from place to place. 

I. personally, think that a man be- 
comes a better citizen when lie owns 
property. He takes a vital Interest 
in the affairs of liis community. He 
enters into its life, both social and 
economic, and can lie depended upon 
to resist encroachments which some- 
times affect the commonweal. 

Yes. I think it is a fine tiling to own 
your own home, but when bought it 
should lie effected with due regard to 
the question of expense in proportion 
to tlie income. 

Kconomists who have made this a 
subject of careful study have found 
that if this rule of thumb is observed, 
few pitfalls will lie encountered; 

Tlie purchase price of a home 

should approximate the gross in- 
come for two years. 

For example, if a family is enjoy- 
ing an income of $5,000 u year, it 
ought to lie able to carry on, reason- 
ably, the expenses incident to the 
purchase of a $10,000 home. 

It Is rare that a family lias tlie 
entire purchase price of a home in 
hand when tlie transaction takes 
place. This situation developed the

practice known as placing a mortgage 
on tlio property, in return for some 
one loaning tlie purchaser tlie differ- 
ence between the money In hand and 
tlie asking price. 

Take tlie experience of n friend of 
mine for example. When lie bought 
Ills homo In Newton It was necessary 
for him to borrow $0500 to complete 
the amount in excess of tlie cash he 
had in hand. 

He went to a certain bank and ask- 
ed them for a loan of tills amount. 
They took It under advisement, In- 
notitled him that If lie would give 
them a mortgage for tills amount and 
pnv them 0% Interest on It monthly, 
he could have it. 

They looked up the title In the 
registry of deeds to see if It was clear, 
with no liens, for which they charged 
him, I think. $50.00. This was done 
by their lawyer. Then they executed 
tlie mortgage. 

Tills bank was once known ns n 
Cooperative Bank, or ns it Is called in 
other sections of the country, a Build- 
ing & Loan Association. 

They Issued to him sixty-flve shares 
of their Association stock, represent- 
ing a deposit which lie agreed to 
make to them of $05.00 a month, one- 
half of which represented interest 
on the $0500 loan, and tlie other hnlf 
principal, which. If he continued to 
pny It every month, would, equal, 
at compound Interest, tlie amount of 
tlio mortgage at tlie end of about 
eleven years, and would cancel it, 
giving him his home free and clear. 

He carried out his part of the 
program until lie had accumulated 
enough in the principal account, with 
interest, to equal $2500. 

Then lie decided that inasmuch as 
he wanted more of a backlog in cash, 
in the- event of emergency, which he 
could get instantly, rather than hav- 
ing so much capital "frozen" in bricks, 
lime, mortar, wood, etc.. In t lie form 
of a house, lie would transfer his 
mortgage of $4,000 remaining to an 
institution where lie didn't have to 
deposit each month. 

So he went to a Savings Bank, had 
a new investigation made of the 
property, and transferred it to Hint 
institution, agreeing to pay interest 
only, at 6% quarterly, for a period of 
three years. 

The mortgage lias been renewed 
every tlireo years, and he Is content 
to have it remain at $4000. The 
reason for tills is because it Is com- 
monly admitted that it Is easier to 
sell a house with an existing mort- 
gage, mainly because, .ns I said before, 
few purchasers ever have tlie full ask- 
ing price for a house, and fewer still 
are willing to own their houses out- 
right, unless they have many thous- 
ands in reserve for emergencies. This 
seems to me sound logic. 

When he bought tlie house lie ap- 
plied for $6500 of life insurance, feel- 
ing that if the unforeseen should hap- 
pen he would like to have enough in 
hand so that if ills wife really wanted 
to own the home free and clear, she 
could do so. hut tlie choice he left to 
her. This is called “covering the 
mortgage”. 

Tills whole purchase method has 
worked out very nicely in Ills family, 
and the fixed charges have not been 
too heavy to bear. He lias had, too, 
tlio distinct satisfaction of seeing his 
son grow up in one community, go 
through tlie grade schools with one 
class of boys and girls, and through 
four years of high school, and now 
even in college he still haH tlie com- 
panionship of fifteen or twenty that 
lie knew even before ha readied Ids 
'teens. 

The dangers that are encountered 
in owning your own homo lay more 
in acceding to a wish to own a better 
house Ilian your income can really 
stand, and in purchasing before you 
are reasonably sure you have located 
in the community where you can be 
satisfied to stay. 

Most savings hanks and insurance 
companies will loan up to about 55% 
of a fair valuation of u house, which 
means that if a $10,000 house was be- 
ing purchased, you would have about 
$4500 in hand. 

Sometimes, in fact quite frequently, 
second mortgages can be obtained 
for a considerable part of the remain- 
ing sum, but nt course at a much 
higher rate of interest. 

A case came to my attention re- 
cently where u certain family pur- 
chased a home, and it is now causing 
them considerable embarrassment. 

The man, who is paid a salary of 
$7500 a year, purchased a home for 
$17,500. All lie had in cash was $2500. 
lie was given a first mortgage of 
$8,000 by liis local bank ut 6%, and 
lie negotiated a second mortgage from 
one of his relatives at 8% on the 
$7,000 balance.

The Clubs have volunteered through 
their presidents to take charge of the 
rooms for live afternoons a week.

Much lias already been sent in gen- 
erously to tlie Welfare Bureau but 
more is needed. Club members are 
urged to get in touch with tlie Com- 
munity Service chairman of their own 
Club if they have either time or cloth- 
ing to offer and to remember that oili- 
er forms of volunteer service, especial- 
ly motor-driving are especially needed 
by Hie various social ugencios, and 
also that tlie Hospital Benefit Shop as 
well as tlie Welfare Bureau lias great- 
er need than ever for clothing.

Tills man ought not to he paying 
more than $100 a month at tlio very 
maximum on liis income, and right 
now In- admitted thut tlie house has 
to come first in all of their calcula- 
tions. After only two yours of owner- 
ship neither lie nor Ills wife takes any 
pleasure in owning It. 

All too frequently such a situation 
exists In-cause u II Hie facts ure not 
painstakingly put down und analyzed 
as lo the cost before the purchase 
is made 

Yes, let's own our homes, lint let's 
not put our In-adH Into nooses which 
draw too lightly for comfort and pre- 
vent the real enjoyment of tlio worth 
while tilings of life.

Important Change Made In Zoning 
Ordinance At Aldermanic Meeting 

Most of General Residence Zones Are Placed In Private 
Residence Districts 


At the meeting of the Hoard of 
Aldermen last Monday night the long 
deferred action by which most of the 
general residence zones In this city 
wore dimmed to private residence 
zones was taken. This important 
step lins been contemplated for nearly 
three years. Much of the former op- 
position to It was removed by an 
amendment to the Zoning Ordinance 
wlijch provides for concessions to 
owners of small lots which wore on 
record as having been recorded on 
November 1st of this year. As a re- 
sult of this change apartment build- 
ings cannot be erected except in few 
areas in tills city and the growing 
practice of real estate speculators 
Inlying large lots of land and cutting 
them up into a number of small lots 
bus been checked. 

The first matters on the docket at 
tlie meeting Monday night were peti- 
tions of the Telephone Company for a 
pole location on Auburn street and of 
tlie Telephone Cotnpuny and Edison 
Company for two pole locations on 
Rowena Road. Newton Centre. No 
one appeared to oppose these peti- 
tions. 

Day Raker of 30 Bay Slate road, 
Boston, prominent ns attorney for 
automobile truck and bus owners, ap- 
peared to plend for Martin W. Wit- 
myer who seeks a permit to alter a 
building and to conduct a garage re- 
pair shop at 1G!) Lexington street, 
Atiburndale. Mr. Raker stated that 
Witmyer’s place is not near other 
residences, that lie Is an ex-service 
man and deserves favorable considera- 
tion. William F. Cullen of 251 Lex- 
ington street opposed the petition. He 
staled that Wltmyer's place had been 
an eyesore to tlie neighborhood with 
old cars junked about the premises, 
and that neighbors had been kept 
awake nights by hammering at the 
shop as late as eleven o’clock. 

John F. Connelly of 281 Lexington 
street also objected. He said tlie 


neighbors are opposed to tlie petition, 
that tlie petitioner’s premises had 
been an eyesore, and that such a 
business ought not to be allowed in 
a residential neighborhood.

Alderman Grebenstein, chairman of 
the Claims and Rules Committee, re 
ported adversely on a number of 
claims made by persons against the 
city.

Detailed Report of Committee of Newton Business Men 
Appointed To Make Study 


Following its custom inaugurated 
nearly twenty years ago %vhen the 
Highland Glee Club was founded, a 
group of members of that organiza- 
tion will sing Christmas Carols in va- 
rious places throughout tlie Newtons 
on Christmas morning. The start of 
the tour which includes eigiiteen 
stops will lie made from Newton I 
Highlands square at four o'clock. ' 
Among the places to he visited are 
tlie New England Peabody Home for 
Cripple Children, the Baptist Home on 
Commonwealth avenue, and the New- 
ton Hospital There will be about 
thirty carolers in tlie group with four 
trumpeters. 


A few months ago Mayor Weeks re- 
quested the Newton Business Asso- 
ciates to submit suggestions for the 
line of the lot of land on Washington 
street. Newton Corner, formerly oc- 
cupied by Engine 1 house. A commit- 
tee was appointed by President 
Ralph M. Patterson of the Business 
Associates to consider this question. 
The committee comprised John C. 
Madden, chairman: Thomas H. Burns. 
Richard I. Dwyer. Andrew J. Ford and 
George L. White. Mr. Madden, a well 
known Newton attorney, was for 10 
years a valued member of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen and is esteemed 
for his unselfish Interest in Newton 
affairs. Mr. Burns is Vice President 
of the John T. Burns & Sons Real 
Estate Company. Mr. Dwyer is treas- 
urer of the Garden City Garage. Mr. 
Ford is proprietor of the Ford Market 
and Mr. White is manager of the New- 
ton branch of the Newton Trust Com- 
pany. These gentlemen gave consider- 
able time and study to the problem 
under consideration and consulted 
with a number of Newton business 
men and citizens. The comprehensive 
report of the committee follows. 

The Committee has considered the 
question of the future use of the "EN- 
GINE HOUSE LOT" on Washington 
Street, Newton, and submits the fol- 
lowing report: 

The "ENGINE HOUSE LOT" so 
called, is situated on the southerly 
side of Washington Street. Newton, 
is triangular in shape, the base on the 
side of the Boston & Albany Railroad 
being one hundred thirty-five feet in 
length the westerly side being one 
hundred feet and the frontage on 
Washington Street being also one hun- 
dred feet, with an area of 5300 square 
feet, the assessed value being il5,- 
000.00. 


The Committee has studied the va- 
rious proposals for using this lot and 
especially; 

til To hold vacant for future usage. 

(2) The sale of the lot for business 
purposes, such as a gasoline station: 

(3) A Convenience Station; 

<4) A terminal for busses entering 
and leaving Newton Square: 

The Committee believes that if any 
use of this lot will relieve the present 
traffic situation in Newton Square, the 
advantages to be derived from such 
use would overshadow any amount of 
revenue that may be received from a 
sale of the lot. 

The Committee believes that any 
convenience station that the City 
might see fit to construct on this lot 
would not require the entire area of 
the same, and that we should utilize 
every foot of this land for some pur- 
pose. 

The entire lot may be used for a 
buss terminal, or it may be used in 
connection with other adjoining land 
for that purpose. 

It has been proposed to the Com- 
mittee that all busses be routed from 
Washington Street through Peabody 
Street. Pearl Street. Centre Street and 
down Washington Street into this lot, 
there to discharge and receive all pas- 
sengers. thence travel east along 
Washington Street over the Washing- 
ton Street bridge through Park Street 
and Vernon Street, across Centre 
Street and over Centre Avenue to 
Washington Street. 

The Committee believes that the 
movement of busses into the most 
congested part of Washington Street, 
where parking is now permitted on 
botli sides of the street, with an 
island for Boston Elevated passengers 
now in the middle of that street, with

Cancer was responsible for s deaths, 
cerebral hemorrhage 7. heart ailments 
10. arteriosclerosis 4. Two persons I 
were killed by automobiles. 

Communicable diseases reported i 
during the mouth were — scarlet fever | 

cases, typhoid 1. measles 4. whoop- 
ing cough 26, chicken pox 67. infan- 
tile paralysis 1. 

The Health Department investi- 
gated 15 complaints, abated 22 nuis- 
ances. tested 32 samples of milk, in- 
spected 135 markets and provision 
stores. 5 dairies and 10 bakeries. The 
nurses of the Department took 232 
children to clinics and made 35 visits 
to tuberculosis patients.

INELIGIBILITY COSTS 
BROOKLINE 3 GAMES 

In recent years It seems to lie the 
custom to extend gossip of the font- 
hall season well Into December 
through tlie disclosure of some lnellg 
Mile player being used during the 
scholastic season. Once again t lie 
same tiling lias happened although 
no championship is Involved. Brook- 
line announced to three of its rivals 
tills week thnt a player had been 
used in Its line-up against tlie three 
schools who It has since been found 
was Ineligible to play under the Mass, 
rules. The throe schools involved are 
Newton. Lynn Classical and Water 
town. 

Principal Caverly of the Brookline 
school notified the principals of these 
schools of the occurrence by letter. 
Pericles Rozantes. a third string 
guard, participated in tlie three 
games. Thomas Hines, director of phy- 
sical education at Brookline, explained 
thnt in totalling up the credits to do 
termine eligibility he had credited Ro- 
zantes with 1*1 points, giving him five 
points for typewriting, an unprepared 
subject. Such subjects entitle the 
student to only 2*4 credits which 
would have brought the youth's total 
number to less thnn thnt required for 
eligibility. It is an extremely unfor- 
tunate happening as the youth is in his 
first year of football and was not sent 
into tlie line-up until the Wealthy 
Towners had tlie game safely tucked 
away. 

Brookline defeated Watertown 37 to 

Lynn Classical 13 to 0. and Newton 
38 to 7. Against the orange and black 
Rozantes was not sent in until just 
previous to the blowing of the whistle 
and in fact took part in but one play. 
Under tlie rules of eligibility Newton 
is awnrded tlie game by a 1 to 0 
score nnd it will go down on the rec- 
ords in this way unless the local 
school authorities should decide to re- 
fuse to accept the forfeiture. This 
seems to he the sensible and most 
probable procedure as it would be far 
more to the discredit of the local 
school to assume such a verdict than 
to accept the 38 to 7 pasting without 
comment.

A NEW BUS TERMINAL 

The report of the committee of Newton Corner Business 
Men regarding a relief from congested conditions, the use of 
the site of the old fire house and adjoining land for a new 
bus terminal, and the necessity of a convenience station in 
this section is well worth the attention of everyone.

A PUBLIC NUISANCE? 

December 18, 1930. 

To the Editor: 

There Is about to ho considered by 
the Board of Aldermen n pot it Ron for 
permission to construct a spur rail- 
road track from the Boston & Albany 
R. It. across Grove street, Auburndale, 
to a piece of land on the enst side 
of Grove street, and on the north side 
of the Boston & Albany It. R. tracks. 
It Is proposed by the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Co. to erect a storehouse 
for gas pipes, a garage for trucks 
and to erect dwellings on this land. 

If the proposal for a spur track Is 
not defeated, a serious public nuisance 
will he created: a grade crossing will 
be established. Grove street will be 
obstructed by freight cars, all streets 
leading to and front this location will 
be congested with heavy trucks, and 
the residential character of the neigh- 
borhood will be ruined. 

A serious and menacing phase of 
this proposal is the Importation into 
Newton of 125 men and their families 
whose earning capacity Is very small. 
This would necessitate a new school 
building. 

To bring these men and their 
families into the beautiful residential 
community, which is contiguous to 
this land would drive the present resi- 
dents away, and would probably cause 
many of the residents of Auburndale 
to send their children to private 
schools, or to move to communities 
which they would deem more suitable 
for the welfare of their children and 
themselves. 

Our beautiful new hospital would 
be crowded with charity patients. 
This hospital was built and is main- 
tained by the benevolent citizens of 
Newton and Wellesley, and the finan- 
cial burden would fall on them and 
others. Disabled or sick persons 
would have to be cared for by public 
or private charity, and the tax rate 
in Newton would be substantially In- 
creased. 

A meeting of citizens of the neigh- 
borhood was held Sunday. December 
14, 1930 at the residence of Professor 
Louis H. Young of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, who lives 
very near the site of the proposed 
nuisance. Four of our aldermen were 
present and also a representative of 
the Boston Consolidated Gas Com- 
pany. who set forth his views on the 
project and answered some questions 
This is the same gas company that 
attempted to erect an enormous illum- 
inating gas tank in this vicinity a 
short time ago. A resident of Grove 
street disclosed the fact that on Nov. 
14. 1927 in Pittsburg. Pa., an illum- 
inating gas tank exploded, killing 28 
persons. The property damage was 
not very great because, as is usually 
the case, the tank was located in a 
poor district. 

I am certain that tills attempt to 
create a slum district in Newton 
would be bitterly resented and he 
met with unanimous opposition by the 
people of Newton if they realized the 
far-reaching disastrous consequences 
of this monstrous proposal. 

Let us all strive to preserve the 
traditions of Newton, the garden city 
of the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts.

Famous Santa Fe Trail 

Linked With Coronado 

It was in 1541 i hut Coronado fol- 
lowed the future line of the Sunlit 
Fe trail, probably as far ns the site 
of Wichita, and that date, though the 
suggestion ns to earlier years fulls to 
response, deserves some sort of com- 
memoration. The Santa Fe trail or por- 
tions of It, must have known the sweep 
of more than one ancient migration 
before Coronado's day — perhaps de- 
scending from the North, perhaps 
coming up out of the crowded old 
civilizations of the South — but Its 
known history began with Coronado. 

And what n history it was through 
more tliun 300 years I It was the first 
of the gront beaten tracks which 
Joined the American Enst nnd West. 
It never approached In populousness 
those later northern routes thnt wont 
from the Mississippi to Oregon nnd 
California, nor was Its traffic notable 
for the riches carried. But where the 
other trails went Into an nlmost vir- 
gin territory, the Santa Fe trnll linked 
two opposing civilizations. 

West and south nlong Its course, 
following the pioneers, the traders 
nnd the buffnlo hunters, went thnt tide 
from the Middle West which battled 
and flnnlly supplanted nnd trnnsplnnt- 
ed traditions nnd life of fnr-off Spain.

Conventional Idea of 

Lightning Found Wrong 

At a meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science In 1850 the Scottish engineer, 
Janies Nasmyth, son of a landscape 
painter, stated that "In no Instance 
among the many thunderstorms whose 
progress he hnd most attentively 
wntehed hnd he ever observed such 
forms of lightning ns that usually 
represented In works of art ; In all 
such the artists Invariably adopt n 
conventional form, namely, thnt of a 
zigzag combination of straight lines.” 

Nasmyth believed the error of the 
artists originated in the form given to 
the thunderbolt in the hand of Zeus 
as sculptured by the ancient Greeks. 

Some decades after these remarks 
were uttered the photography of 
lightning began he common, nnd 
the photographs all showed thnt he 
wns right In believing thnt lightning 
Is never truly zlgzng. Its pntli gen- 
erally Includes tunny sinuous curves, 
nnd it often branches, but a sharp 
angle is very rarely seen In n photo- 
graph, and It Is then doubtless nn 
effect of perspective. — Charles F. Tul- 
mnn In “Why the Weather.”

Recent reference has been made 
by indignant citizens to the danger- 
ously congested traffic conditions in 
Newtonville Square where speeding 
automobiles along Walnut street con- 
stitute a menace to life and prop- 
erty.

Followed Indian Trails 

Over the Appalachians 

A century after tlie first settlements 
were established It wns evident that 
the future of tlie country depended 
upon overcoming the harrier of tlie 
Appalachian mountains nnd tlie groat 
forests which clothed them. New 
colonists pushed Inland along tlie 
rivers nnd Inter struck Into the 
mighty forests from tlie bend of navi- 
gation. They followed the Imlinn 
trails which they found nnd these 
trails enme into general use. Tims 
Nemncolin’s path which Washington 
followed on Ills mission to the French 
(1754) was the forerunner of Brnd- 
dock's trail (1755) nnd the national 
road. The Klttnnning path up the 
Juniata to the Allegheny furnished 
the route of Forbes’ trail (1758). The 
Warrior’s path from tlie Shenandoah 
valley through the Cumberland gap to 
the falls of the Ohio became Boone’s 
wilderness road (17G0)*over which 
Kentucky was settled, and the Iro- 
quois trull from Albany to Lake Erie 
developed into tlie Grent Genesee 
road.

Magnesium Long Known 

Magnesium metal has been known 
to science 100 years. Though known 
for 122 years it appeared in its purest 
form a century ago and has been avail- 
able commercially for more than 65 
years, says Dr. John A. Gann, metal- 
lurgist, in a report to the American 
Chemical society on the development 
of the magnesium industry. 

Since the date of its discovery it has 
been found that the metal is about sev- 
enty times as plentiful as nickel and 
200 times as abundant os copper. Mag- 
nesium salts are al.-o found In mineral 
waters and in the ocean. The impor- 
tant raw material for magnesium pro- 
duction in the United States at tht 
present time is Michigan salt brines. 


Interesting O'd Castle 

Lumley castle, near Chesterle-Street, 
England, it is thought, can establish 
its claim to be the oldest inhabited 
castle in the two counties of Nor- 
thumberland and Durham, says an ar- 
ticle in the Montreal Family Herald. 
It was originally built as a manor 
bouse about 053, and continued as 
such for about four centuries. In the 
Fourteenth century Sir Ralph Lumley 
had the castle remodeled by building 
the four corner towers or keeps and 
connecting the buildings on ail sides 
but the west. The castle has been In 
continuous occupation of the Lumley 
family ever since its original eree- 
tion in the days of the Saxon kings.

MRS. CORNELL GAINS 
IN RECOUNT OF VOTES 

Saturday afternoon at City Hull a 
recount was made of the votes cast 
In the contest between Mrs. Kate S. 
Cornell and Herbert P. Wasgatt for 
election to the School Committee. The 
election results gave Mrs. Cornell a 
majority of 98 votes over Mr. Wasgatt. 
Supporters of the latter, believing that 
errors might have been made because 
of the use of stickers In the voting 
for Mrs. Cornell, nsked for a recount 
filing the petitions lust Friday after- 
noon. 

Saturday afternoon at 2 o’clock the 
registrars of voters, James A. Waters, 
Harold F. Young. William .1. Doherty 
and City Clerk Frank M. Grant met to 
recount the ballots. C. Raymond 
Cabot appeared as attorney to repre- 
sent Mr. Wasgatt and James P. Gal- 
lagher was present as attorney to 
represent Mrs. Cornell. Mr. Cabol 
protested 379 ballots because the 
stickers were not placed in the space 
specified on the ballot. Most of these 
stickers were attached on the ballot 
somewhat lower than the space de- 
fined. but the Registrars of Voters 
ruled that they shouftl be counted as 
votes for Mrs. Cornell as it was clearly 
obvious that the persons so attaching 
the stickers intended to vote for the 
Newton Highlands lady. A gain of 
20 votes was made by Mrs. Cornell and 
a loss of 5 by Mr. Wasgatt. Many of 
these were caused by the Registrars 
allowing stickers to be counted which 
election officers had regarded as in- 
valid. 

Following the recount it was stated 
that the contest over the protested 
stickers might be taken to court, hut 
this extreme was not followed. Mrs'. 
Cornell, therefore, will he the new 
School Committee nt e m 1) e r from 
Ward 5.

chronic rheumatism, now said to he 
an outstanding disease in the state. 
Capt. Charles Beaupre, of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, followed, giv- 
ing an interesting resume of the work 
of tiiat department and its limitations. 
He discussed tlie liquor question and 
Hu* licensing of overnight camps. 

Tlie final speaker was Anna Winfield 
Schneider, tlie only woman member of 
the Federal Commission on Concilia- 
tion. Tills Commission was created 
io act in matters of adjustment be- 
tween employed and employer. Mrs. 
Schneider gave an illuminating and 
inside picture of tlie method of han- 
dling and of settling of one of the 
southern strikes.

I need the same necessities of life 
that yon do, food, wntor, sunlight and 
tile right temperature. 

It is very essential that I he recog- 
nized ns a household pet or Intimate 
companion before one can succeed in 
my cultivation and enjoyment. 

Comparatively speaking, how long 
can you be comfortable without water 
to drink, standing in water, sitting on 
the mantle over n hot (Ire, standing In 
a draft, or in a dark room without 
sunlight and proper temperature or 
covered with insects. 

My two main sources of supply of 
nourishment ore light and water. It 
Is impossible for my producer to tell 
you how often to give me water, the 
dryness of the atmosphere, amount of 
sun and ventilation, must ho consid- 
ered. together with my health and 
vigor. Never allow me to stand in 
water more than twenty minutes. 

When die soil has dried beneath 
me so that it is friable or crumbly to 
the touch, It is time to water me, suf- 
ficiently to give all my mouths a 
drink. I must get my concentrated 
food in soluble condition which Is an- 
other reason for extreme care in wa- 
tering me. 

1 nm a plant, a thing of beauty in 
your home. Please help me to live. 

Flowers are a token of friendship 
and appreciation and if cut fresh 
should last from four days to a week 
in almost any home. When you re- 
ceive a box of roses, cat the ends of 
the stems on a forty-five degree angle 
with a sharp knife or razor blade 
(never use scissors). 

Place deep lu cold water in a cool 
room for an hour or so if possible, be- 
fore arranging, as they may have been 
out of water for a couple of hours on 
delivery and the ends of the stems 
become dry and unable to take water 
freely. 

Flowers cunnot he displayed in shal- 
low howls for any length of time 
and give satisfaction. Each evening 
put them In a cool place in a deep con- 
tainer with all foliage covered. If 
your cool room is drafty or your flow- 
ers wilted, wrap the flowers in tissue 
paper, leaving the stems unwrapped 
so they may obtain water. We And 
wilted roses particularly the red re- 
spond more readily when placed in 
water around one hundred degrees F., 
tlie shock from the hot water seems 
to revive them. Cut stems and change 
water daily. 

Above all remember that fresh cut 
roses should last from four days to a 
week with proper care. Our roses are 
cut fresh daily. Under the protection 
of a great frame of steel, holding thou- 
sands of square feet of glass, there are 
in our greenhouses 22,000 rose plants 
in varying stages of Powering.

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ABOUT TOWN

Tho donth of Allen Hubbard on Sun- 
day, Ileceniber 14. recalls to older resi- 
dents of Newton (lie valuable servlee 
performed by Mr. Hubbard and other 
Newton yoiinR men two seore years 
apn In fosterinp amateur athletics in 
this elty. Mr. Hubbard, who wns born 
In Westfield In I860 wns a star base- 
ball player at Yale before be gradu- 
ated from that college in 1883. He 
continued bis Interest in the game and 
when be became a resident of Newton 
Centre In 1890 lie joined the famous 
Newton A. A. bnsebnll team. The 
grand old national sport wns at its 
zenith In those dnys nnd the nine 
which represented this elty was the 
outstanding amateur team In Massa- 
chusetts, and the superior of all. but 
a few. of the star semi-professional 
teams of the early nineties. 

The Newton A. A. was comprised 
largely of former college stnrs nnd 
on the team with Mr. Hubbnrd were 
young men who might easily hnve 
secured berths with major league 
teams had they cared to play profes- 
sional baseball. In the hey-day of 
Its fame the local nine included Ed 
Dowd of Natick as pitcher, Cushing 
of Melrose, catcher; McLean, first 
base: Fred Hovey, the old tennis 
champion, shortstop: Hubbnrd, second 
base: Bates, third base; Ed Bowen, 
George Smith, and Igir’ Daniels In the 
outfield. The latter, an Tipper Falls 
boy. had played with the famous Kan- 
sas City Stars. Others who played 
on the team were Irving Comey of 
Newton, catcher: Fred Tenney, after- 
wards star first baseman for the Bos- 
ton Nationals: Frank Soule of New- 
ton. George Warren of Newton Cen- 
tre. 

In later years a football team, as 
excellent In its branch of sport ns 
was the baseball team, represented 
the Newton A. A. The games were 
played by these teams, first on Wal- 
worth’s Field at the rear of Mr. Wal- 
worth’s estate ofT Mill street, later at 
the playground in Newton Centre and 
then at the Cedar street grounds 
which were built In the middle 90s. 
These gnmes were society events, at- 
tended bv the elite of Newton. Brook- 
line, Dedhnm. Readville and other 
suhnrbs. who nrrlved in coaches, tal- 
lyhoc and other fashionable vehicles. 

Allen Hubbard was a very graceful 
Infielder, one of the Nap Lajole type, 
who made difficult plays appenr ensy. 
That he was unusually enthusiastic 
and expert was proved by the fact that 
he continued to play in high class com- 
pany until well into his thirties. Ama- 
teur athletics received slim financial 
support 40 years ago. It was not sub- 
sidized as It has been in later years. 
And no official attention wns 
paid to athletics In public schools. 
There were no paid coaches, physical 
directors, trainers; no money was ap- 
propriated by cities and towns to pro- 
vide athletic equipment. The high 
school teams In these dnys were at- 
tired in nondescript uniforms nnd only 
the fortunate players who could raise 
the price possessed shin guards, nose 
guards or the elastic straps which 
kept one’s ears from being pulled 
partly ofT. The boys of the past gen- 
eration who played baseball nnd foot- 
ball, who indulged In track athletics, 
received little encourneement nnd 
scant publicity as compared with the 
school athletes of the present day. It 
would be fitting, It would be a de- 
served tribute to perpetuate the mem- 
ory of such lovers of clean sport as 
Allen Hubbnrd. Ed Bowen and Arthur 
Walworth, to have some suitable form 
of memorial erected at one of the 
playgrounds or athletic fields in this 
city on which their names would be 
inscribed.

Seven thousand miles across the At- 
lantic lies Palestine, the country in 
which were transacted many important 
events. It Is a smalt territory on the 
western border of Asia, fronting the 
Mediterranean. 

Once more as the Christmas Season 
approaches our thoughts wander to 
the little town of Betnlehem. far across 
the sea. compactly built on two hills, 
nnd filled with rich biblical history, 
being associated with the lovely ro- 
mance of Ruth, the youthful home life 
of David and the birthplace of Christ. 

I will long remember my first view 
of tills ltttle village at an enrly morn- 
ing hour. In the valleys were fields 
of barley and wheat, and Its vineyards 
and olive groves covered its terraced 
hillsides. In the midst of this peace- 
ful scene lay R«thlehem and the 
Church of the Nativity. 

The people of Bethlehem are notice- 
ably different from their neighbors in 
the surrounding towns nnd villages of 
Juden. They are of a superior type 
having a fine physique and a striking 
dress. They have much mechanical, 
artistic skill and business ability. As 
in the time of Boaz nnd later of David 
the people are farmers nnd shepherds 
and many are occupied with the man- 
ufacture and sale of souvenirs of 
mother-of-pearl. 

Making our way through the nar- 
row streets of the town we rench nn 
open space in front of the Church of 
the Nativity. This area is the market 
place of Bethlehem and probably has 
been here from time immemorial. Here 
troops of children play as no doubt 
they did at the time of Christ's birth, 
when the sword of Herod filled the 
town with lamentations. 

When the crusading armies con- 
quered the Holy Land, it was iu this 
ancient church of the birthplace of 
Our Savior on Christmas Day of the 
year 1101 that Count Baldwin of Flan- 
ders wns crowned the first Christian 
King of Palestine. Taking Into ac- 
count the place, the day. the congre- 
gation of noble warriors, and the sig- 
nificance of the fact now at last the 
Holy City wrested from the Turks, 
and the British Flag wnves over the 
sacred hills, Christmas 1917 Corona 
tion must have been one of the most 
solemn and dramatic events in all 
history. 

On the Christmas eve that I spent 
In Bethlehem the streets of the little 
village were crowded with natives nnd 
visitors anxious to see the religious 
procession, the opening ceremonial of 
the Christmas season. 

Wo entered this most famous of 
churches through a low doorway 
(needle's eye) being intended to teach 
the worshipper the virtue of humility, 
and proceeded by the way of the crypt 
to the Chapel of the Nativity, the 
actual grotto where Christ was born. 
It was lighted by thirty-two orna- 
mented hanging lamps. The walls 
were hung with rare embroideries be 
longing to the different Christian sects. 
It was impressive indeed to stand be- 
fore the Chapel of the Nativity beneath 
whose altar a silver star was set in 
the pavement marking the birthplace 
ol' Christ. Here the services were 
held. There was a restful feeling in 
this lowly birthplace of the King of 
Kings. 

Church bells broke the silence of 
the night — a summons to the after- 
midnight services and observance of 
Holv Communion in commemoration 
of the birth of the Christ child cele- 
brated by young and old. 

Priests went about the village ac- 
companied by a boy bearing a vessel 
of holy water, visiting each home in 
their districts and blessing house and 
household. He sprinkled each room 
with the water, each person kissed thu 
cross he carried and received his bene- 
diction. Thus each home was sancti- 
fied for the coming year. 

Bv following a lane southeast from 
tlie Church of the Nativity we reach 
the brow of a hill from which we get 
a good view of the Shepherds' Fields, 
and nearby the Field of Boaz both re- 
posing in the valley far below. \\ e 
think of Ruth gleaning in these fields 
and of David tending and defending 
his father’s sheep, and the shepherds 
of long ago who were watching their 
flocks by night when the heavenly 
glory shone around and in their ears 
sounded the tidings of the birth of 
Christ, followed by the angelic chorus 
of "Glory to God in the Highest, on 
Earth peace, good will towards men."

Rev. Patrick H. Callanan, D.D., pas- 
tor of St. Peter's Church, Cambridge, 
yesterday celebrated the 50th anni- 
versary of his ordination to the priest- 
hood.

Ill 1925. in recognition of the Inter- 
est tn> had manifested In the activi- 
ties of Charles Ward Post, G. A. It., 
of this cltv. he was made an honor- 
ary Mfo-memher of that organization.

three ear trains now travelling on the 
Elevated trneks flaring rush hours, 
thereby obstructing the view of mo 
torlsts along that, entire street, would 
create a further trafflr hazard and he 
extremely dangerous, and It would be 
a step backward to compel persons 
travelling to or from the theatre, de- 
pot. or shopping on the south side of 
tin track to travel all the “,>y*fhrough 
the square and down Washington 
Street to this proposed huss stop. 

The Committee (intis that the lot 
Itself because of its size and topogra- 
phy Is not adapted for the turning of 
more than one buss Inside the side- 
walk line. This would necessitate the 
parking of succeeding busses on 
Washington Street or else the back- 


tion of the business block on Centre 
Street, thereby favoring the tax pay- 
ers; and causing a minimum of hard- 
ship upon the business Interests at 
that point; and at the same time give 
Newton Corner a new artery of travel 
for foot as well as vehicular, anti a 
huss terminal which will he Ideal In 
its central location and access through 
three entrances and exits, and thereby 
relieve the square from the nuisance 
of trolleys anti busses which has 
harassed the district for nearly forty 
years. 

The police officer now stationed at 
that point on Centre Street can regu- 
late the number of vehicles using this 
proposed street. 

Upon leaving this terminal the bus- 
ses could be routed westerly on Wash- 
ington Street or easterly on Washing- 
ton Street (Waban busses) through 
Park and Vernon streets. 

The Committee has visited cities 
and towns having Convenience Sta- 
tions. particularly Poston, Brookline 
and Manchester, New Hampshire, and 
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Street, if more than one should at- 
tempt to load and unload passengers 
at the same time. The staggering of 
the running time of the busses would 
hardly insure clearing of the lot in 
time for each buss. 

The Committee recommends that a 
street be laid out over the lot from 
Centre Street to Washington Street 
parallel with the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, and for that purpose the 
City take additional land west of En- 
gine House lot comprising the land 
and buildings of Frederick A. Haw- 
kins, the lot of vacant land in the 
rear of the Whitman Ruilding. owned 
by the Taylor Estate, all this land to 
be used for a street for busses and 
also parking wherever possible, and a 
ten foot strip ofT the southerly side 
of the Bachrach Block, formerly the 
Sumner Block, total land so to be 
taken approximating 17,000 square feet 
all as shown on plan attached pre- 
pared by E. S. Smilie dated November 
1930; that arrangements be made with 
the Boston & Albany Railroad for the 
construction of a concrete sidewalk 


cost, maintenance and conduct of 
these stations and the supervision of 
the same. 

The Committee also considered the 
conduct of Convenience Stations by 
private semi-public enterprises, such 
as car stations, common victuallers, 
etc., in conjunction with their busi- 
ness of serving the public, and it 
found that there is no statute or ordi- 
nance requiring common victuallers 
to furnish these conveniences, and in 
fact some have none of these con- 
veniences or inadequate ones for their 
own patrons. This matter lies withtn 
the power of the I.icensing and super- 
visory Boards at City Hall, and may 
well be considered by them. 

The Committee find that a building 
of the type required in Newton Square 
would cost approximately $10,000.00, 
necessitating a structure of 30' x 40', 
to be equipped with six closets and 
two urinals for men's division and 
six closets and small rest room for 
the women’s side. The Committee

The resulting improvement in real 
estate now iu the rear wilt it is felt 
be returned to the City Treasury iu 
a reasonable length of time, probably 
live years.

A wider entrance would not. be de- 
sirable. because the cost would ue 
prohibitive. 

This entrance on Centre Street 
comprising the ten feet oil' the Sum- 
ner Block iu conjunction with the nine 
foot* strip of Boston & Albany laud 
recently leased for another taxi office 
on the railroad abutment will extend 
to tile end of the Sumner Block only: 
there it will open into u wide range 
of vacant land for a street aud also 
parking space. The Committee be- 
lieves that reducing the width of the 
Centre Street entrance to the mini- 
mum requirements ut a buss or the 
widest vehicle now using our streets. ' 
will necessitate the removal of only 
the antiquated buildings that are 
"PASSE" and the less valuable por 


This plan would relieve parking con- 
ditions particularly at night time, re- 
moving as it will the cars now parked 
on Washington a n d intersecting 
streets, at great inconvenience to 
drivers, annoyance to abuttors, and 
danger to the general public.

John laughed, said 
if I'd only try he knew 1 could make 
It and then I could tell the people in 
Boston I had climbed a haystack. I 
yielded and by grabbing Bill's dan- 
gling left leg as if it were a life-line 
I got there. 

Of the dogs. “Snowball” was the 
only one to mount the stack. He 
seemed to trot straight up. It seemed 
no effort. “Hippy" jumped and harked 
and would like to have attempted it; 
“Circero” and "Sandy" sat pretty at 
the bottom and waited fifteen minutes 
until we decided to slide down. There 
are still tiny wisps of straw on my 
overcoat. 

Bill and I, by clasping our own and 
each other's wrists, made an “arm- 
chair” for John and lie laughed ns we 
carried him back. He got down to 
show us the poultry yard. Then he 
wanted to know If we wouldn't like 
to climb the henhouse roof. The old 
excuse, “It’s getting late” was in- 
voked with success. 

Bnck at Aunt Louise's delightful 
home again. And not a word of busi- 
ness had been spoken. Good reason 
why — our party had changed to— four 
dogs, a boy and two more boys. 

It has come at last! Or, to be more 
exact, it hasn't come, hut it's on its 
way. I mean the much discussed re- 
form in men’s clothing. The Asso- 
ciation of Clothing Designers of Am- 
erica fired the opening barrage in 
the war for reformation in masculine 
apparel at their meeting in New York 
recently. From now on anything can 
happen. 

Take a look at this for a "lay-out" 
for the well dressed man, 1931 model. 
Fawn colored suit with a heliotrope 
lining of silk, puff sleeves, wide 
trousers with pleats at the waist, puff 
sleeves and a light green overcoat 
with yellow silk lining. Now. isn't 
that going to he something for next 
year's Easter parade down Centre 
street? 

You bet it is, and that isn't all 
either. Waists are going up next year 
too, way up to a point not very far 
from t lie arm pits. Just how are the 
clothing designers going to arrange 
the location of that ancient and valu- 
able accessory referred to as “pant’s 
pockets”? If the waist line is set in 
the vicinity of the top of where a 
man’s vest is now located. I fear that 
there will be grave danger of break- 
ing one's arm when reaching suddenly 
for a kerchief to suppress a sneeze. 
If you don't think that is right, just 
stand up right now and try to stick 
your hand, palm to your body, inside 
tlie arm-hole of your vest. 

The clothing designers say "pult” 
sleeves. Of course there’s no way of 
telling just how far they will carry 
tliul particular threut. hut it so hap- 
pens that such a style in sleeves 
would have certain advantages. Take 
for instance the man who is given to 
going about with Ills sleeves rolled up. 
Puff sleeves would completely conceal 
that tell-tale bulge which now spoils 
u man's appearance when he puts his 
coat on over rolled-up sleeves. It is 
also possible that such sleeves would 
provide a certain amount of storage 
space for the transportation of u com- 
modity which law enforcement officers 
can't make up their minds is legally 
transportable or not. 

Coats are to he belted too in '31, 
the designers state. Upon this subject 
I refrain from comment until l learn 


whether the belt Is to come at the 
waistline, as set by said designers, or 
at some other point on mankind's 
anatomy. Judging by the details so 
fnr revealed, the belt might even be 
placed around the neck, to substitute 
for a collar. 

Personally I can't see much advan- 
tage In the projected changes. Of 
course some persons may approve. I 
wouldn't hesitate to say that if the 
designers went so far as to advocate 
a return of the Homan toga they 
would find some supporters. The rank 
and file of citizens are not likely to 
he amenable to such a startling array 
of colors, however, in my opinion, and 
I strongly doubt whether masculine 
America will permit any group of 
stylists to take such liberties with 
the good old male waist-line. 

It would seem that the fashion set- 
ters. having failed in their effort 
to reduce womankind to a state of 
semi-nudity, are beginning to cam- 
paign against us males. But will we 
stand for It? Will we surrender our 
masculine prerogative’ to look as con- 
ventionally dull and un-beautiful as 
possible? Will we men stand for hav- 
ing a hnnch of New York suit and 
cloukers telling us what we will put 
upon our backs? Will we? 

Well, maybe you're right! 


Of course it would be desirable 
o have our ballot questions simplified. 
The State election, with its perplex- 
ing (at least to some of us) questions 
about the proposed amendment of the 
constitution, the liquor law. anti-steel 
trap and the Boston Elevated plans 1. 
2 and 3, is still fresh in our minds 
and we agree unhesitatingly with 
Senator Bacon, the president of the 
State Senate, in his efforts to clarify 
these matters. 

It is a strange thing about ques- 
tions. When one is propounded orally 
and not readily comprehended we im- 
mediately ask. "Will you please re- 
peat that?" But when it is printed on 
an election ballot we cannot turn to 
one better Informed. We must wres- 
tle with the conundrum by ourselves. 
As if the question of selecting candi- 
dates was not sufficiently difficult we 
must cudgel our brains for wise de- 
cisions on matters of legislation. 

Most of this has come about 
through the operation of the initia- 
tive and referendum amendment to 
the State constitution which was at- 
tached as a result of the Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1917 and 1918. 
If you are of voting age and 10 years 
or so older you will recall there was 
opposition to the Initiative uiul refer- 
endum. People, some of them the 
best known citizens of Newton, said 
it would surely lead to complications. 
And they were sound in their proph- 
esy. 1 remember how hard it was 
to gel people to enunciate during the 
convention, "Initiative and Referen- 
dum". In consequence it was almost 
invariably referred to as the "1. & 
R.". which made it sound like the 
nick-name of the railroad. That, of 
course, did not refer to the method 
employed to put it through convention, 
although some may disagree with me. 

Now we have the initiative and 
referendum and are almost ready to 
admit that we don’t quite understand 
it. Let us not. with all the plans for 
Christmas in our minds, go into any- 
thing as brain-taxing as that. But I 
would like to say that one way to 
overcome the difficulty of the ques- 
tions asked is not to ask them. Let 
the Legislature, after it has simplified 
the method of putting problems up 
to the voters, lay-off for n time the 
compiling of such questions. We'd 
understand that without difficulty.

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A good deal Is printed in the form 
of warnings about the giving of 
charity. We are continually reminded 
of our credulity and lack of judgment 
or whatever it is that causes our sym- 
pathies to get the better of us. We are 
reminded that we must be cautious 
and not allow ourselves to be Imposed 
upon. Tills Is good counsel, no doubt, 
for not a few of us. without knowledge 
of circumstances are apt to be swayed 
by a touching plea which perhaps has 
little more than eloquence to com- 
mend it. 

However, there has been nothing 
printed about the man who imposes 
on himself. There is danger in that 
circumstance and 1 can prove it. A 
man of considerable means and of ten- 
der heart — you’d recognize the name 
if I were not compelled to keep it to 
myself — determined to join the great 
majority of our citizens who are do- 
ing kindly acts this season of the 
year. 

This man had a most acceptable 
overcoat hut he thought that ns he 
had worn it for one full season he 
would hand it along to a needy man 
and buy himself a new one. The selec- 
tion of a proper recipient seemed 
easy. There was a man employed in 
the office building who certainly look- 
ed the part of a man very much up 
against it. The prominent citizen, 
without delay, presented to the unfor- 
tunate man his nice warm overcout. 
The oilier wept Ills thunks. 

The giver felt that he had done 
something worthwhile until a man in 
the office spoiled everything when he 
said. "Of course, you know that fel- 
low owns u block of houses, clear and 
free, which he inherited from his 
father". 

The donor chewed hard on his cigar, 
made no reply and bunged the door us 
he started for luncheon.

A Few Observations On Savings 

By EARL G. MANNING 


This is the ninth In a series of 
articles written by Mr. Manning, In 
which he discusses some of the vari- 
ous methods of accumulation. 

This subject is a part of the dis- 
cussions which Mr. Manning is con 
ducting before the Women's Clubs of 
Newton under the auspices of the 
Newton Trust Company. 

I It Is a curious thing, but records 
1 show that In times of industrial de- 
pression and stock market recessions, 
like those we have recently pussed 
1 through, that savings banks deposits 

I always show an increase In amount. 

There may he many contributory 
causes for this, hut perhaps one which 
I have personally noticed may be 
worthy of comment. 

I I met a man recently who has al- 
ways been speculative minded, and 
I for many years has been remarkably 
clever at guessing — and I say that ad- 
visedly — the movements of the stock 
market, to his .profit. 

He has not been so fortunate dur- 
ing the last year, however. He ad- 
mitted lie has lost more in principal 
and "paper profits" during this period 
than he had made in the past five 
years. 

Said he. “I have taken a first-class 
licking during the last few months, so 
much so that I have arrived at one 
definite conclusion, and that is — any 
surplus that I have during the next 
two years. 1 am going to put right in 
the savings bank, where I can get It 
when I want It. I have arrived at the 
time In life when I can't afford to take 
so many chances as I have In the 
past". 

Experience, alas, is really the only 
great teacher! I wonder just how 
many men there are now in the 
LTnlted States who have arrived at 
this same conclusion. Certainly there 
are many, in my opinion, and I think 
that this may he one of the reasons 
why savings hank deposits have in- 
creased so materially of late. 

Then again, there is deeply In- 
grained in the great middle class a 
confidence in savings hanks, despite 
the periodic failures in different sec- 
tions of the country of even these safe 
depositories of the public moneys. 

Anent this feeling. I must tell a 
little story of an event that is re- 
ported to have occurred in a mid- 
western state. 

There had been a two-day run on a 
certain savings bank, started by a 
rumor that it was in some way in- 
volved by an industrial failure. 

A long line had formed down the 
street which led up to its doors and 
near the head of it stood a middle-aged 
woman and man huddled together un- 
der a big cotton umbrella— rain com- 
ing down in buckets, upon them. 

Said he to her. "Well. Maria, you 
see what your big ideas has brought 
us”. 

"Why, what do you mean Abner? 
"Do you 'member when we started 
this savin's bank account, you said 
we should 'save for a rainy day’?” 
"Why, yes I do." 

"Well”, continued lie. "It certainly 
Is a rainy day all right. I hope we get 
our money.” 

Some one tritely said once, “If a 
dog bites a man. it is merely a com- 
mon occurrence, but if a man should 
hjte n dog. it certainly becomes news." 

The inoccasional report that a cer- 
tain bank lias failed, or that a few 
banks in a certain section are likely 
to fail, because of interlocking activi- 
ties or local conditions which more or 
less could not have been foreseen, be- 
comes instantly a matter of news 
which sometimes makes people 
panicky and starts what is known as 
a "run" on the bank. 

These are infrequent occurrences 
and rarely happen with well establish- 
ed institutions. 

Perhaps it may not be amiss for me 
to restate the definition offered in a 
previous article. 

“An investment is a privilege of 
participating in a risk. The greater 
the Interest return, the greater the 
risk." 

The Best Types of Investment for the 
Small Investor 

Of all the known avenues of invest- 
ment and saving for the small Investor, 
the well-organized savings hank offers 
the greatest security and the least 
chance of loss, on account of the cir- 
cumscribed list of securities it may in- 
vest in. 

Next in security is the Co-operative 
Hank, or Building and Loan Associ- 
ation. which is usually restricted to 
loaning money only on real estate, 
usually dwellings. 

A new type of investment, especially 
for the small investor, lias sprung up 
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in t ho last few years known as the 
Credit Union, which Ims for its func- 
tion the pooling of small amounts con- 
tributed weekly or monthly by wage 
earners and usually deducted from 
their salaries by their employers, for 
tlie purchase of certain certificates of 
ownership in a varied list of Invest- 
ments. 

These funds are handled and In- 
vested by the officers of the Credit 
Union for t ho benefit of all, the whole 
structure savoring a great deal of the 
larger pools known as Investment 
Trusts, but having a set unit of owner- 
ship of n very small amount, usually 
$5.00 per unit. 

A great future is predicted for tills 
institution, ns it puts within range of 
tlie very small Investor a chance to 
participate in tlie earnings of the basic 
industries of the country, without 
chances of loss If tlie shares are pur- 
chased outright by the Individual In- 
vestor. 

It has been my observation that 
for the family man on an income of 
less than $10,000 a year more losses 
occur than gains, if he tries to buck 
tlie stock market. Incidentally, a 
loss to such a man usually assumes 
the form of a calamity because usually 
when he does lose, a greater portion 
of Ills savings Is swept away all at 
once. 

Experience Seems to be the Best 
Teacher 

Fortunate is the man who has not 
a speculative disposition! 

I will grant that investing in the 
market provides excitement which Is 
comparable in thrills or regrets to no 
other form of speculative activity. 

Great profits have been made by a 
few. and without doubt few great 
fortunes are built except at tlie ex- 
pense of some one else, but the num- 
ber who do come through on tlie right 
side of the ledger are in a very small 
minority. 

Advice is heeded by few. I recall 
once that my father told me never to 
play pool in a public place. It so 
happened that tlie pool room in my 
town was located ill the rear of the 
barber shop which I visited at least 
once a month — when l did have some 
hair — to be properly trimmed. 

One day several of my school chums 
were playing "cowboy” pool. I had had 
lav hair cut and after not too much 
urging I was induced to enter the 
game. 

Tlie net result after about an hour's 
play was that I was about $2.90 In ar- 
rears. for the playing and bets on tlie 
number one and my own ball. 

Well. $2.90 then was ns big as $290. 
is now. When I told tlie fellows I 
had no money, George Hill, tlie best 
scrapper in school, told me I’d have 
to gel it by Saturday night, or he'd 
smash me. And I knew lie meant it. 

When I told my father about it. lie 
said, "What did I tell you? Didn't I 
tell you not to play pool?" 

Ruefully, I admitted he had. So he 
forthwith applied the hair brush to me 
— good and plenty. He didn’t give mu 
the $2.90 either. 

George Hill completed the joli down 
on tlie Dummy Field the next Satur- 
day. 

That sliowed me one thing. It is 
best to take advice, but my desire for 
experience was stronger, so I paid the 
price of working it out my own way. 

In spite of the fact that I know that 
few who read these words will heed 
them. 1 am going to pass on a word 
of advice which was given to me some 
years ago by a man who had had, 
some experience. 

He said, "Until you have one full 
year’s salary in reserve and in bank, 
and until you are earning from $8,000 
to $10,000 a year, invest the greater 
portion of your savings in life insur- 
ance and in savings or Co-operative 
Banks!” 

If you observe tills formula, you 
will have few regrets, little excite- 
ment, but considerable peace of mind." 
The Problem of the Man Earning Less 
Than $10,000 a Year 

As a matter of fact, it is rare that a 
family man earning $10,000 a year 
saves more than $2500 of it. 

Economics show that about halt of 
this sum should be applied to the pur- 
chase of life insurance to provide a 
reasonable living income for the man 
himself and his dependents. This 
leaves not much over $1000 a year to 
be invested in other channels. 

' Over a period of twenty yeurs few 
investors average a net investment 
return of much over 3*A%. if losses in 
principal and passed dividends are 
accurately accounted for. I obtained 
tills information from an Investment 
hanker of known repute. 

Therefore, it doesn't require much 
ingenuity to see that Mr. Average Man 
would be quite as well off, if not a per 
cent, or so better, if he took tlie larger 
part of tills $1,000 investing surplus 
and put it into savings or Co-operative 
Banks. 

Of course, us lurger incomes are 
made and enjoyed, and as accumula- 
tions amount to large figures, good 
bonds, preferred and common stocks, 
can and should he purchased, and even 
speculative issues indulged in. 

In these days when new inventions 
and enjoyments which we nevor had 
before assail our desires and our poc- 
kethooks, It is rather difficult to save 
us much us was possible yeurs ago. 

It requires an ever vigilant eye to 
make both ends meet. One of tlie 
best wuys is to keep a budget. At 
least you know where Hie money lias 
gone, even though your desire to live 
in tlie same manner still remains. 

Now is u good time to sturt your 
budget for next year.

Volunteer Service 

Is Quadrupled 

At the December meeting of tlie 
Welfare Conference of tlie Newton 
Central Council, held this mouth Joint- 
ly with the Newton Federation of 
Women's Clubs nt the Y. M. C. A. on 
Doc. 10, nearly 70 club women and 
members were present. 

A very lively discussion took place 
in regard to volunteer motor service, 
tlie why, wltere and how. Miss Lou- 
ise Jellerson. in charge of volunteer 
service for the Council, made a re- 
port. Every few days, she said, and 
sometimes more than once a day, calls 
come to the Council ofilce from vari- 
ous agencies for different kinds of 
service. — most often for volunteers to 
take children or sick people to clin- 
ics and hospitals, or for clerlcn’. as- 
sistance. The astonishing growth of 
this kind of service was shown when 
Miss Jellerson gave tlie statistics of 
the corresponding periods of tills yenr 
and last, showing that where 17 calls 
were made on the Council for volun- 
teer motor service last yenr, 61 were 
made this year, or nearly four times 
ns many. 

Mrs. Spear, president of the Council, 
made a plea for doing volunteer work 
in tlie spirit of a friend. Sometime 
poverty and distress may be eliniln- 
tinted from the world, she said, but 
never the necessity of such neighbor- 
ly service as taking n child to a clinic 
when tlie mother lias a brood of small 
children and no one with whom to 
leave them. 

Volunteers had been asked to tell 
at this meeting tlie difficulties ns well 
ns the pleasures of volunteer work. 
Practically every club in the federa- 
tion was represented and tlie presi- 
dents or community service chairmen 
in turn told the experiences of their 
clubs or committees in motor service. 
One difficulty nnmed was tlie hesita- 
tion many women feel about driving in 
traffic and the consequent problem of 
getting invalids or children taken to 
Boston hospital clinics. It was asked 
why tlie Newton Hospital could not 
care for these eases and Mrs. Spear 
called on Miss Wheeler of tlie Social 
Service Department to answer. Miss 
Wheeler said that it was often a ques- 
tion of emergency. The special clinics 
of tlie Newton Hospital are not held 
more often than twice a week, and if a 
patient is taken suddenly ill lie can- 
not wait for his particular clinic nt 
Newton, lint must he rushed to the 
specialist in Boston. There is also 
specialized medical service in Boston 
which it would he impossible and un- 
wise to duplicate in Newton. Some- 
times when it is medically possible to 
transfer a patient later to tlie Newton 
Hospital it is not done because the 
understanding between the patient 
and doctor has been established nt the 
Boston clinic, and to break tills off is 
a wrong to the patient if it Is just a 
matter of shifting clinics for tlie con- 
venience of transportation. 

Another difficulty spoken of at tlie 
Conference was the many hours vol- 
unteers had to wait for patients at 
clinics. To this it was answered that 
it was impossible to avoid waits, — but 
that in many cases volunteers could 
leave the patient and return later to 
take him home. 

After representatives of tlie clubs of 
the various villages had spoken. Rev. 
G. Vaughan Shedd. of the Methodist 
church of Newton tipper Falls, told of 
tlie concern of his church in the dis- 
tress of that community. He said they 
were establishing a center for the dis- 
tribution of clothing (at a nominal 
price when possible, but otherwise 
free) because of the long distance 
from Newton Upper Falls to City Hall 
but in this as in all other matters they 
were doing nothing except In coopera- 
tion with the Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee. 

Representatives of tlie women’s 
dubs gave reports of what was being 
done in their clubs in relation to un- 
employment. One club president said 
that 60 men in her village were solic- 
iting jobs and that the women of the 
community were now in the frame of 
mind to spend the men’s money. Wom- 
an should consider it their part, it was 
said, to stay at home when necessary 
and supervise a workman. 

Miss Sandstrom of tlie Stearns 
School Centre and Miss McCollum of 
tlie West Newton Community Center, 
spoke of their need for volunteer 
teachers or class leaders who could 
give regular time once a week. Giving 
the right kind of Interests and recre- 
ation Is a necessary part of keeping up 
tlie morale when distress is prevalent 
in the community, both workers felt. 
Mr. Bascom of the Y. M. C. A. also 
spoke of keeping up morale and of 
credit extended by the Y to members 
and residents when it seemed advisa- 
ble. 

A vote of thanks was extended to 
the Women's Auxiliary of the Y. M. 
C. A., which had served a home-cooked 
luncheon to the Conference. Mrs. Ed- 
win S. Drowne, tlie president, said 
when called upon, that site was anx- 
ious to have more people in the com- 
munity know of tlie work of tho Aux- 
iliary which bad raised $600 for the 
last, two years to aid the Y in special 
ways. The women also give their serv- 
ices in many lines such ns making cur- 
tains, taking charge of kitchen equip- 
ment, and helping to serve meals, — 
fitting Into tlie places where women 
are needed even in a man's organiza- 
tion. Tlie Auxiliary needs new mem- 
bers. Mrs. Drowne suid. *

BOSTON 
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Confer On Proposed New Traffic 
Artery From Worcester To Boston 

Worcester Man Would Connect With Commonwealth Avenue 
— Compromise Plan Suggested 


A conference was held Tuesday 
night nt City Hall on the matter of 
the new noston to Worcester traffic 
artery. The conference was arranged 
to Mayor Weeks to enable members 
of the Newton Hoard of Aldermen 
and the Planning Hoard to listen to 
a plan advanced by Russell Harmon 
of Worcester which would divert the 
Hoston and Worcester trunk line 
highway from Hovlston street in this 
city to a different route which would 
send the traffic on this important new 
State Highway over Commonwealth 
avenue. 

Mr. Harmon, who represents the 
Worcester Automobile Club and who 
has been an important factor in mat- 
ters pertaining to traffic improve- 
ments In Worcester County was large- 
ly responsible for the construction 
of the new State Highway which runs 
through Auburn, Charlton and other 
towns South of Worcester giving a 
short route to Hartford and New 
York. He presented his plan to a 
group which comprised Mayor Weeks. 
Henry I. Harrlmnn of the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission, State Sena- 
tor Arthur W. Hollis, several members 
of the Newton Board of Aldermen and 
the Newton Planning Board. Mr. 
Jacobs of the Wellesley Planning 
Board, Sidney Williams, Representa- 
tive in the Legislature from Wellesley 
and Town Counsel Bunker of Welles- 
ley. Also present were City Solicitor 
Bartlett, Street Commissioner Stuart 
and City Engineer Morse. 

The plans of the Department of 
Public Works of the Commonwealth 
call for a practically straight traffic 
artery between Boston and Worcester 
following for the most part the route 
of the old Boston to Worcester turn- 
pike. This turnpike in Newton is 
known as Boylston street; in Welles- 
ley as Worcester street. Running 
east to west through the southerly 
part of this city, It Is located in the 
least developed section of Newton 
and its conversion into a State High- 
way would not only improve this road, 
hut would cause the least interference 
with established districts in the city 
and less traffic hazards. 

Mr. Harmon advocated the abandon- 
ment of the plan to use Boylston 
street as Newton's link in the new 
State road which will probably carry 
more traffic than the Boston to Provi- 
dence highway and much more than 
the Newburyport turnpike. He pro- 
posed that Instead of running through 
Wellesley Hills, that the new Worces- 
ter turnpike be routed to the north of 
that village from a point near Fram- 
ingham Centre, cross the Charles 
River near the gravel pit on Grove 
street, continue either to a point near 
Beacon street, or across the Woodland 
Golf Links area to connect with Com- 
monwealth avenue and then use the 
avenue towards Boston. 

His reasons for making this pro- 
posal were — to prevent the tremen- 
dously heavy traffic which will come 
over this route from jamming into 
Brookline Village where inadequate 
facilities for handling it exist: to 
allow for access to points North and 
East of Boston by bringing the Wor- 
cester road to the vicinity of the inter- 
section of Commonwealth avenue and 
Washington streets, West Newton, 
from which point automobiles going to 
the North and East of Boston could 
proceed along Washington and Water- 
town streets; to eliminate the objec- 
tion raised by Wellesley citizens to 
the new artery crossing Wellesley 
Hills square. 


Mr. Hurtnon told of the rapidly In- 
creasing traffic over the new high- 
way from Worcester to Hartford, 
much of which will continue towards 
Boston over the new Boston to Wor- 
cester highway. He predicted that 
most of the through traffic between 
these two cities will go over the 
shorter, stratghter, new road than will 
use the present route through Wes- 
ton. Wayland and Marlboro. He re- 
ferred to the advantages the new road 
will possess by avoiding thickly set- 
tled parts of the towns and cities 
through which it will pass. He argued 
that money will he saved in the rout- 
ing of the new artery according to his 
plan rather than by the Worcester 
turnpike route, as has been planned, 
because the damages which would 
have to he paid to the Boston & 
Worcester Street Railway would be 
avoided. He predicted that most of 
the heavy truck traffic on the new 
road would not use Commonwealth 
avenue, but would proceed by way of 
Washington and Watertown streets. 
He also predicted that much of the 
truck traffic between Boston and 
Worcester would continue to use the 
present highway by way of Marlboro 
because the trucks will be less 
bothered along this route by pas- 
senger car traffic. 

Mayor Weeks and the Newton aider- 
men were unanimous in disagreeing 
with Mr. Harmon's proposal. They 
contended that to use Commonwealth 
avenue as one link in the Boston to 
Worcester highway would ruin prop- 
erty values along this avenue, as well 
as on nearby streets. The great in 
crease in traffic on Washington and 
Watertown streets in this city would 
increase traffic hazards through the 
most thickly settled parts of this city, 
cause traffic congestion at West New- 
ton, Newtonville and Newton Corner 
and cause an intolerable condition 
through Nonantitm. Senator Hollis 
also opposed Mr. Harmon's scheme 
and stated that if lie were a member 
of the Board of Aldermen he would 
vote against it. 

Mr. Hnrriinnn said that the Depart- 
ment of Public Works has decided on 
the Boylston street route and that 
there will be no need of causing traffic 
congestion at Brookline Square as it 
Is proposed to build a road from Boyl- 
ston street below Hammond street 
at Brookline across the golf links 
which will connect with Cleveland Cir- 
cle near the reservoir and thus allow 
much of the traffic from the new 
Worcester route to be diverted onto 
Beacon street and Commonwealth ave- 
nue towards Boston. Mr. Harriman 
also advocated the widening of the 
Cochituate road so that traffic using 
tlie Worcester road can have this 
route to reach points north of Boston. 

Mr. Jacobs of Wellesley told of the 
desire of his town to have any route 
which will take the new Worcestei 
traffic artery away from Wellesley 
Hills square. 

A compromise plan was suggested 
which would divert the new trunk -line 
highway at a point east of Framing- 
ham Centre along a route between 
South avenue and Worcester street in 
Natick and Wellesley, bringing the 
highway to the north of Wellesley 
Hills to a point near the Charles 
River. It would follow the river on 
the Wellesley side to a point near 
Echo Bridge at Upper Falls and then 
be connected with Boylston street. 
This plan would add extra mileage 
to the present plan which had as one

Special Meeting 

Held By Aldermen 

Appropriations Made For Several 
Projects 


The Board of Aldermen held a spe- 
cial meeting on Monday night at 
which several important matters were 
transacted. Large appropriations 
were made for the construction of a 
new wing at the Bigelow School, at 
Newton and an addition to the build- 
ing of the Water Department at Edin- 
boro street. Newtonville. The Board, 
sitting as a Committee of t lie Whole 
listened to a plan outlined by Chair- 
man of Assessors John W. Murphy by 
which the Ward lines in this city will 
be radically changed. 

The appropriations made by the 
Aldermen were: Water Department 
building construction. $37,000; for ad- 
dition and alterations at Bigelow 
School, $83,000; laying out of Day- 
street, additional $400; Playground 
Department, bills in connection with 
water service at Boyd Park. $250.40; 
Law Department, settlement of claims. 
Margaret E. Gardner, damage to auto- 
mobile, $65; William T. Halllday, 
damage to house caused by blasting. 
$20. A bond issue of $75,000 was au- 
thorized which will be used to defray 
the cost of the work at the Bigelow 
School. 

Alderman Bail. Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, explained that 
while the addition to be erected at 
the Bigelow Junior High School will 
not complete the changes required 
there, alterations costing over $50,- 
000 will be made next year on the 
existing building and when these are 
completed the entire city will have 
junior high facilities. Alderman 
Powers said that Newton Corner resi- 
dents will appreciate the improve- 
ments at the Bigelow School, even 
though when they are made this 
school will not compare with schools 
such as the Frank A. Day and Levi 
Warren Schools which were erected 
as modern junior high school build- 
ings. whereas the Bigelow School was 
built a generation ago as a grade 
school and cannot afford the facilities 
provided by the real junior high school 
structures. 

Tile Aldermen, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Traffic Committee amended 
the traffic rules so that parking on 
Centre street. Newton Centre, on the 
east side of the street between Lang- 
ley road and Beacon street will be 
restricted to one hour. This change 
was made at the request of Newton 
Centre business men. Centre street 
along this section has been used as 
an all-day parking space by autoists 
who by so doing deprived customers 
of stores in the vicinity from having 
limited parking facilities. 

The Board voted to widen the cor- 
ner of Mill and Morton streets and 
accepted an offer of land from John 
r. Burns to accomplish this improve- 
ment. A change was made in the City- 
Ordinances so that in the future the 
Buildings Department and not the 
City Messenger will have charge of 
raising and lowering flags on city- 
owned flagstaff's. 

President Collins of the Board up 
pointed a committee of three to ar- 
range for the annual dinner if the 
Aldermen, which the Aldermen pay 
for themselves. This committee is

To Build Wing On 

Bigelow School 

Alterations To Make It Available as 
Junior High

of $83,000 to build a wing at the Bige- 
low School on Park street, Newton 
This addition will provide a gymnas- 
ium, laboratories nnd locker rooms 
for the school and will enable it to 
function more effectively as a junior 
high school. Later, it "is planned to 
make alterations and improvements 
in the old school building which will 
cost $50,000 or more. 

Bids for the work on the school 
were opened Monday afternoon at the 
office of the Building Commissioner.

Expeditious handling of the Christ- 
mas mail throughout the city marked 
one of the biggest and most success- 
ful years for Newton postoffice em- 
ployes. Due in a large measure. It is 
believed, to the system of having 
night collections made and sorted at 
the Newton Postoffice, the efficient 
work revealed an admirable record 
for all who had a part in it. 

The fact that during the peak of the 
deluge of Christmas letters nearly a 
qitarter-of-a-mlllion were collected and 
sorted for delivery in the course of 
twenty-four hours at Newton shows 
the tremendous task placed upon offi- 
cials of all grades. The highest praise 
has been bestowed from many sec- 
tions and all who shared the respon- 
sibility are being warmly congratula- 
ted. 

Beginning December 17 and contin- 
uing until midnight December 24 
night collections in Xewton were 
brought to the Newton Postoffice on 
Centre avenue. Ward One. This was 
primarily to relieve the South Station 
(Boston) postoffice to which all night 
collections are taken under the pres- 
ent regular system which has been in 
existence several years. The results 
obtained were even more satisfactory 
than hud been anticipated anil it 
would not he surprising if the author- 
ities at Boston decided to have nigln 
collections hereafter made from the 
Newton postofflee. Such a plan has 
been urged for some time and now, 
with ample evidence of Its feasibility, 
there is goofl reason to hope that it 
may he adopted. 

One of the interesting features was 
the employment for special work of 
5b men under Supt. John M. Fitzger- 
ald. in addition to his regular staff. 
These men were taken from the list 
of applicants for temporary jobs and 
were provided with periods of employ- 
ment ranging from live to ten days. 

With a supplementary- force of work- 
rs Supt. Fitzgerald was enabled to 
handle not only the mail that other- 
wise would have been carted to the 
South Station for sorting, hut also to 
assist the centralization point for 
Newton mail at Newton Centre 
where several times the amount was 
excessively large even for a Christmas 
rush. 

The Newton collections and sorting 
at night wore under the direction o' 
'Clihrl - A. Lklfle, ‘foreman >f carmoV 

a resident of West Newton who thor- 
oughly understands the Newton situ- 
ation and is in addition one of the 
most capable men in the service. 

When asked about the operation of 
temporary system for Newton. Supt. 
Fitzgerald paid a high tribute to all 
clerks, carriers and others, including 
the temporary staff. He admitted that 
he himself had worked many days for 
a period of from 12 to 16 hours, but 
called attention to the splendid spirit 
of co-operation and industry shown. 
He said he was satisfied to have the 
results such as to please the residents 
of Newton as the postoffice was in- 
tended to give the very best service.

not had a fair representation in the 
Board of Aldermen. As a result of 
these complaints. Mayor Weeks in his 
inaugural address on January- 1st of 
this year advocated the re-districting 
of the city so that more proportionate 
representation would ensue. He stated 
that this could be done either by cre- 
ating new Wards on the South Side, 
or bv changing the Ward lines and 
continuing with seven Wards. The 
Mayor favored the latter method as it 
will keep the Board of Aldermen from 
increasing in numbers and experience 
has taught that municipal govern- 
ments are less efficient when City- 
Councils or Boards of Aldermen be- 
come unwieldy in size. It was at the 
request of Mayor Weeks that the pro- 
posed changes were made and 
brought before the Board of Aider- 
men. 

Very few citizens of Newton know 
the boundaries of the Ward in which 
they reside. To acquaint them with 
such boundaries and to give knowl- 
edge of the new boundaries, as 
planned, the GRAPHIC this week, 
with the approval of Mayor Weeks 
and the Aldermen, and with the co- 
operation of the Mayor, prints a map 
showing the changes. This map will be 
found in another column. 

When Newton was chartered as a 
city in 1S73. evolving from a town 
form of government, the city was di- 
vided into six Wards. Ward 1 com- 
prised the Newton Corner section. 
Ward 2 Newlonville and VonanXum. 
Ward 3. VSV-, Xr w mil. Ward 4 Ail- 
burndale and Xewton Lower Falls, 
Ward 5. .Xewton Highlands. Newton 
Upper Falls and the farming district 
now known as Waban. Ward 6 Xew- 
ton Center and Chestnut Hill. In 1874 
as a result of a demand by Newton 
Corner citizens, this village was split 
into two Wards, part of Nonantum was 
taken from Ward 2 and added to Ward 
1. Ward 7 was created out of the 
easterly- half of the original Ward 1. 
Newton Corner at that time was by 
far the most populous part of the 
city and bad asked for an additional 
Ward to obtain proportionate repre- 
sentation. 

The General Laws of t lie Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts stipulate that 
cities shall be divided into Wards to 
afford equitable representation in ac- 
ordance with t lie number of voters in 
ach Ward. Ward lines are supposed 
to follow well defined lines. This lat- 
ter provision has not been adhered to 
in the past in this city. Residents of 
ertnin neighborhoods, because of 
"class consciousness" had their sec- 
tions assigned to a Ward other than 
that in which they should have been j 


boundaries which will result in each 
Ward having more approximately 
equal populations, it will be neces- 
sary to make considerable changes. 
Each of the Wards will have three 
voting precincts and this plan will 
permit the various sections of each 
Ward to have a representative at City- 
Hall. 

Ward 1. under the new districting 
plan will have added all of Precinct 3 
of Ward 2. which will place all of No- 
nantum in this Ward. Also Bridge 
street, the territory west to Nevada 
street and northerly- to the Charles 
River and that part of Ward 2 south 
of Washington street and lying east 
of Harvard street and north of Cabot 
street. From Ward 7 the territory- 
bounded by Channing. Washington 
and Centre streets and the Watertown 
line will be shifted to Ward 1. 

Ward 2 will take from Ward 3 the 
area between Albemarle road and 
Crafts street running northerly to- 
wards the Charles River. Ward 3 will 
take fmm Ward 2 a small area be- 
tween Albemarle road and Watertown 
street, bounded on the west hy Eddy- 
street. Ward 3 will give to Ward 4 
the strip bounded by Commonwealth 
avenue. Fuller and Chestnut streets. 
Ward 4 will gain from Ward 5 the 
area bounded by Chestnut street on 
the east. Fuller street on the north, 
the Charles River and Boylston street 
on the south. This area includes most 
of Waban. 

Ward 5 will gain from Ward 6 the 
territory foundKI by Commonwealth 
avenue. Reacon and Walnut -ireets 
and the westerly limits of the property 
of the Xewton Cemetery Corporation. 
This area does not contain many vot- 
ers. Ward 6 will receive from Ward 5 
that part of Oak Hill bounded on the 
west by Parker street, south and 
southeasterly by Dedham street, north- 
erly by Boylston street, easterly by the 
Brookline and West Roxbury lines. 

Ward 7 will gain from Ward 6 the 
territory north of Commonwealth av- 
enue bounded on the east by the Bos- 
ton line and on the west by Morton 
street. This area includes the Waban 
Hill section and this former Ward 6 
territory will probably be constituted 
Precinct 3 of Ward 7. 

The proposed changes w'U add 1110 
Ward 2 voters and 276 Ward 7 voters 
to Ward 1. giving this old ward a new 
total of 4035 voters. Ward 2 will re- 
ceive 167 voters from Ward 3 and will 
give the West Newton Ward 59 voters. 
These changes will decrease the voting 
total of Ward 2 from 5056 to 4054. 
Ward 3 will lose 40 voters to Ward 4. 
reducing its number of voters from

GALAXY OF STARS 

AT ALUMNI MEET 

One of tlie greatest galaxy of col- 
lege track stars to ever gather at New- 
ton High School will comprise 
alumni track team in a dual meet with 
the high school varsity runners next 
week Friday evening at eight o’clock 
in the old drill sited at the high school. 
Since these meets were scheduled the 
alumni have won but twice and while 
no prediction can be made as to t lie 
outcome of the coming affair the un- 
dergraduates will have their work cut 
out for them even with a number of 
high class and veteran performers on 
hand. Last year no alumni meet was 
held because the year previous but a 
handful of graduates had turned out 
to compete and it was thought best 
not to attempt to stage such a meet. 
With many former athletes now repre- 
senting various colleges on the boards 
Coach Enoch received assurance from 
a sufficient number that they would 
he on hand and arrangements have 
been completed. The Newton mentor 
lias tried to get in touch with all 
wearers of the track “S" who would 
care to make their appearance hut in 
some instances has failed to make con- 
nections. In any event he wishes it 
announced that all alumni who desire 
may compete. 

in tlie four year period just passed 
the orange and black high school 
teams have made a record that has 
been unsurpassed by any other school 
in the state. In 1927 the outfit cap- 
tained by Wallace Fullerton, now at 
Penn State, lost hut one meet, that 
with Medford on the old Medford 72- 
yard track. It was the last time that 
Newton and Medford met on each 
other’s home track as since that year 
the two teams have staged their meet 
at the Huntington school track at the 
Boston "Y." That same year Newton 
lost one-half of its two-meet series 
with Brookline when tlie Wealthy 
Towners took a II to 27 lead on their 
own truck. In the second half of the 
meet held at Newton the orange and 
black performers rolled up 51 points 
to 25 ‘or Brookline to win by a total 
score of 78 to 67. In 1927 the team 
placed fourth at Andover and third in 
the State meet. 

Tlie 1928 team was led by Captain 
Malcolm Reed and lost but two meets. 
Brookline won the series by a 78 to 71 
score after taking a 12 to 35 lead at 
Newton and holding the orange and 
black to a 36 to 36 tie on their own 
track. Huntington School also took 
Newton into camp by a margin of 
35>j to 32 1 - . At Andover and in tlie 
State meet that year Newton placed 
fourth. 

Tlie following year Conch Enoch 
had the best team that he ever 
coached at Newton with such stars as 
Captain Dick Reynolds. Boh Ewing, 
Carl Pescosolldo, Charlie Hall and Ar- 
thur Chamberlain. The first three 
named assured Newton of many 
points and it was through their ef- 
forts that Newton won the Northeast- 
ern lYiiveristv interscholastics the 
first year it entered I hat uipet and 
later placed second at Andover and 
third in the State meet. All file dual 
meets were won that year with Ewing. 
Pescosolldo and Reynolds sweeping 
the dash several times. 

Last year with Charles Hall as cap-' 
tain Newton continued its string of 
victories in dual meets hut slipped a 
trifle in the interscholastic affairs. The 
team was third at Northeastern, 
eighth at Andover and fifth in the 
state meet. Newton's string of con- 
secutive victories in dual meets 
reached thirteen at the end of last 
season and with a veteran team on 
hand this year tlie string may lie ex- 
tended. Naturally it would not lie fair 
to include the coming alumni meet, 
regardless of the outcome, as part of 
this record as the “class" of the 
meet is far and above the average 
schoolboy meet. • 

la the dash Newton's hope will lie 
Walter Holmes, colored speedster, 
rated one of the outstanding school- 
hoy athletes last year. With a season 
of experience behind him he should 
go even better this season. Last year 
Holmes equalled the school record for 
the dash in all of his three heats tit 
the Andover meet. Last week, wearing 
long pants, he walked away with the 
event in an informal inter-class meet. 
Other prospective point winners for 
the high school in the dash are Donald 
Irwin and Eliott Bradley, another 
colored flash. The alumni will send 
a strong contingent of sprinters 
against these athletes with the pros- 
pects that the judges will have to 
make some dose decisions. Repre- 
senting the alumni will be Pescosolldo. 
Fullerton, Romaiue Cole, and possi- 
bly Dick Reynolds, Nathan Pearson 
and others. Fullerton Is in his senior 
year at Penn State. Pescosolldo is a 
lreshmun at Harvard, Colt; is a junior 
at Tufts. Hamilton Kollmyer. a mem- 
ber of the '27 and '28 teams, is now a 
sophomore star at Harvard in the 
sprints and hurdles and will possibly 
compete in these events and the 300- 
yard run. Reynolds is attending the 
Mass. School of Pharmacy and Pear- 
son is working. 

In the hurdles Newton has another 
potential star in Captain Milton 
Greene. Last year he grew rapidly 
and although lie scored many points 
was hundlcuped in his efforts. This 
year he is stepping over the harriers 
In fast time and is looking ahead to 
a good year, lie will also enter the 
broad and lilgli jumps as a probable 
point scorer. Bradley ih also fast over 
tin- hurdles and is looked on as a 
point scorer. The alumni will have 
Cole. Sydney Carter, Fullerton, and 
possibly Reynolds. Hull. Kollmyer anti 
Edgar Warren. Carter is also a soph- 
omore at Harvard, Hall a freshman 
star at M. i. T. la cross-country und 
the middle distance races and War 
I't-li Is a junior at Yale. Hall equalled 
the freshman 10110-yard record on the 
Tech track last Saturday and Ih one 
or the strong spots of tin: yearling 
outfit. Warren lias been concentrat- 
ing on baseball at Yale Imt may on- 
ter the hardies for the uluimii. 


Alfred Mouser and Robert Boll were 
Newton's best bet In the 300-ynrd run 
Inst winter until Bell sprained his 
ankle and Mouser had to hear the bur- 
den alone. Both are going better than 
ever this season and should give any 
alumni entrant a battle. Unless the 
dashes and hurdles take too much out 
of some of the alumni athletes, some 
of them may double up in the 
300. Fullerton was a 300-yard run- 
ner while in high school as were 
Cole, Pearson, Fowler. John Mullen 
and Kilburn Adams. Pearson holds 
the record of 37 4-5 seconds on the 
track with the present banks. Kil- 
burn Adams Is now at Wesleyan Uni- 
versity and Fowler Cole is working. 

The 000 will furnish some groat 
competition although this may be the 
weakest event on the high school 
team. The loss of Hall hurt Newton's 
chances a lot as no one of any 
marked ability remains from last 
year's team. Alfred Guzzi and Doug- 
las Chalmers are the pair upon whom 
Coach Enoch Is concentrating his at- 
tention with Richard Jarrell a possi- 
bility. The two first named have both 
done 1.25 for the distance. Guzzi was 
a member of last year's relay team 
and Chalmers showed up well in cross- 
country the past fall. The alumni will 
furnish most of the competition nt 
this distance however and a great race 
is promised should Hull decide to en- 
ter it instead of the 1606 yard run. 
Jintmle McCrudden holder of the New 
England A. A. U. title at the distance 
is in good shape. He is a junior at 
Northeastern University and has been 
a keen competitor for a number of 
years. Reynolds is another 660-yarder 
of note as well as Captain Malcolm 
Reed of the 1928 team. Dick Gibbs of 
the 1929 team may also lie entered in 
the race. 

In the 1006 the orange and black is 
well set for the coming season with 
George Lamb and tlie Signore broth- 
ers. Vincent and Augustus. Tlie Sig- 
noras scored points in all of Newton’s 
dual meets last year with Lamb com- 
ing through on occasions. Lamb, with 
ids experience as well as a season 
with the cross-country team has forged 
rapidly to tlie front and will give Ills 
teammates ns well as any of the 
alumni a battle. If Hall enters this 
distance- instead of the 600 another 
good race is in prospect with the 
alumni having a fair chance of chalk- 
ing uii five or more points. In addition 
to Hall the graduates may lie able to 
rely upon Arthur Chamberlain. Gil- 
bert Adams and Fred Burton. Cham- 
berlain Is a sophomore at I!. U. and 
was one of the stars of the Terriers’ 
yearling team last year. Adams is tit 
Bates and Burton nt Bowdoin. 

The alumni will be as strong in 
the Held events as they apparently 
are In the running events, although 
the schoolboys have some excellent 
performers to give them a battle. 
Word is oxpeefed shortly from Ed 
ward Elielhare as Ho whether or not 
he will be on hand to compete in tin 
high jump. While at Newton he was 
interscholastic champion and after 
graduation entered Cornell. His home 
is now in the middle west und it is 
not definitely known as to whether 
or not he will come east this holiday 
season as he did last year or not. At 
Cornell Ehelhare has been jumping 
well and is now In the six-foot class 
This would undoubtedly give the 
alumni a sure first place as Newton's 
best jumper is Captain Greene with a 
mark of about 5 feet 8 inches. Sewall 
Champion will lie the undergraduates' 
other jumper while the alumni will 
have Ted Hammond of the 1927 team 
to call upon. Hammond is now at 
Penn State with Fullerton and should 
have things pretty much his own wpy 
unless Ehelhare is on hand. 

Tlie broad jump should tie closely 
contested. Greene, Tom Marriner 
and Malcolm Whitney will he tlie 
schoolboy hopes against Fullerton. 
Hammond, Kinraide. Irving Flue and 
Milton Finn. Kinraide is at M. 1. T. 
where he is also a dash man, Fine 
is at Yale and Finn at Boston Uni 
versity. Fullerton holds the Newton 
record for t)ie event, Green lias been 
bettering 9 feet 1 inches in practice 
and will give his opponents trouble. 
Marriner and Whitney were both 
members of lust year' team. 

The undergraduates are counting 
on winning tin- shot put without much 
trouble as James Colligen, 196-lb. foot- 
ball tackle, lias linen tossing the pel- 
•let over 5l) feet in practice which is 
something no other Newton high ath- 
lete has ever done before. The one 
cloud on Colligen's horizon in tlie 
coming meets this winter is Tony 
Geniawicz of l.ynn English who bus 
been flirting with the 55-yard mark 
quite consistently. John MacLellan 
and Holmes are other possible point 
scorers in the dash. The alumni will 
have Pescosolldo. Creighton Gatchell. 
Harold Hum. and possibly Ehelhare. 
Gatchell Is a weight man on the Bow- 
doin varsity and Ham was oil the Har 
vard freshman track team a year ago. 

The relay race is certain to be it 
thriller with the alumni being able to 
send a strong group ugainst the un- 
dergraduates. In recent years the 
orange and black quartets have been 
among the fastest steppers. In 1927 
the team was composed of Malcolm 
Reed, Brewer, Itomalnu Cole and Fill- 
ierton. In 1928 the Cole brothers, 


NEWTON MUST 

ACCEPT FORFEIT 

According to the rules of the Massa- 
chusetts high school association New- 
ton high must accept the recent for- 
feit of the Brookline football game lie- 
cause of the use of a third string in- 
eligible player In tlio last play of tlie 
game. While this ruling might lie 
applied with justice in most instances 
it is hardly fair to apply it in the pres- 
ent instance. It would lie n most im- 
possible viewpoint to assume that the 
score of the game, which Brookline in- 
cidentally won- 3,8 to 7, would have 
been changed in any way had the 
player not been sent into the game. 

Under the circumstances and not- 
withstanding the ruling it is unfor- 
tunate to say the least that the score 
should go down on the records ns in 
Newton's favor, 1 to 0. While we do 
not presume to intimate to the State 
association how its affairs should he 
handled one of two ways are at hand 
if It Is deemed best. 

Either the state association should 
amend its ruling to the effect that in 
such case the offended school shall be 
given the right to notify the offend- 
ing school that the records shall re- 
tain the true score of the game with a 
foot note of forefetture or in case no 
championship Is Involved the privi- 
lege of accepting or rejecting the for- 
feiture shall be giv’en to the offended 
school. The former step would make 
both the score of the game and the 
fact that a forfeiture ensued a matter 
of record and if the score Is somewhat 
one-sided it will he clear that tlie use 
of tlie ineligible player had little af- 
fect upon the score. If tlie use of the 
ineligible player had affected a close 
score or a question of the outcome ia 
raised the forfeiture will mean some- 
thing. The latter step might possibly 
he embarrassing to the offended school 
if a championship is involved necessi- 
tating the limitation of the right to 
accept or refuse the forfeit to such 
eases where no championship is in- 
volved. 

Newton might possibly take such a 
stand in the present case and request 
Brookline to retain the 38 to 7 score 
ns most certainly should he done on 
tin' local records.

O nft HING AND ANOTHET? 

By L. D. G. BENTLEY 


'Tin the day (trier Christmas. As 
far as any poetry goes we’ll -lop right 
there. Nol hut whnt there Is much 
poetry and such things in the remain- 
ing holiday spirit that surrounds us. 
hut we are too much overcome with 
what has taken place In past week or 
ten flays. We need time to recover, 
not for Indulging In verse making or 
• ho like. In the first place we must 
straighten tint the list of Christmas 
cards and find out how it was we over- 
looked certain people and Included 
ot hc"H who overlooked us. That Is one 
of the most perplexing things that 
happens. We take a list of names 
which we think comprises . about 
everybody to whom we feel a card of 
greeting should he sent. After we 
have checked It with our cards we 
feel that tills year, at least, It will 
he perfect. Did you ever think that 
there Is no such thing as perfection 
In connection with keeping track of 
friends at Christmas? Somebody gets 
left out or you are left out yourself. 

It is a sort of failing with many of 
ns that we worry over little acts 
of omission. I am disposed to think 
that we place too much stress on our 
failures. The idea that comes to us 
when we say. "Oh, and I never sent 
him a card. We proceed to mail a 
New Year's card as a half-way meas- 
ure towards expiating our crime, but 
even then we seldom cease to re- 
proach ourselves. Do you know. I 
think the joke Is almost entirely on 
us. The fact that we may have failed 
lo send Mr. and Mrs. Soandso a card 
has probably never occurred to these 
good people. We have doubtless been 
Mattering ourselves. They may have 
forgotten whether they remembered 
us or not. Possibly they would he sur- 
prised to learn that we had not sent 
them one. I have good reason to be- 
lieve we take the whole thing too seri- 
ously. And I'll tell you why. 

It was two or throe years ago that 
I received from a man and Ills wife 
one of their personal greeting cards. 

I was embarrassed because they were 
not on my list. Instead of trying to 
cover my tracks with a New Year's 
card I apologized the next time we 
met. 

The husband said, “Well. I don’t 
know anything about it. My wife at- 
tends to all those things for me". 

I sought out his wife and repeated 
my words of contrition. “O, didn't 
you send us one of yours”, she ex- 
claimed. “I hadn't noticed, I got so 
many cards I don't have time to ex- 
amine them". 

That was my lesson. I learned that 
sometimes there Is no sense In 
troubling yourself over things you 
think important, for other people may 
not think them so. 


All taxpayers are potential kickers 
and sometimes not without reason. 
However, with the appointment by 
Governor Allen of the Personnel of 
the new Board of Tax Appeal, as 
provided hv the 1030 Legislature, a 
court of Inquiry before which to place 
complaints and objections lias finally 
come into being. 

This Board, successor to the former 
hoard of appeal made up of the State 
Treasurer. State Auditor and a mem- 
ber of the Executive Council, will have 
three members whose duty it shall lie 
to render a decision in all matters ap- 
pealed to it by citizens, property 
holders and aggrieved taxpayers.' It 
Is authorized to render with or with- 
out comment a report of each decision 
on the statement of facts after a hear- 
ing which shall lie open to the public. 

As to matters of fact the decision 
of the hoard shall he final. Upon 
alleged error in matters of law either 
the appelhftit or appellee shall have an- 
appeal direct to the full bench of the 
Supreme Court. Causes before the 
board shall he by petition, setting 
forth a statement of facts and pray- 
ing or asking for a finding upon such 
facts. 

These appeals may lie from the de- 
cision -or findings or assessment of the 
State Tax Commissioner, the County 
Commissioners or the local authori- 
ties. Nevertheless, in certain cases 
the right to appeal from the local as- 
sessors to t lie County Commissioners 
■itill remains, or. In the words of the 
let, “a person aggrieved by the 
judgment of the assessors may appeal 
the County Commissioners or to 
the Board Of Tax Appeal ". 


The automobile Is a great thing for 
g"ttlng us out Into the country. Yes 
sir, I am one of the first of those 
willing to admit that fact. I like th 
country and I don't know anything 
pleasanter than a ride In a smooth 
running car that leads through hills 
and dales, pnst attractively quaint 
houses and to some place where you 
will lie welcome. If there Is the pros- 
pect of a farm supper I can get even 
more enthusiasm out of the excur- 
sion. Herein the automobile Is my 
friend, or our friend I'd better sav, 
for 1 don't own one and depend on 
generous people to tote me about. 

Once in the country for a visit, brief 
or lengthy. I have no farther use for 
an automobile. Doesn't that sound 
like Ingratitude? Well, maybe it Is 
but I like to picture the surroundings 
as completely free from the Intrusion 
of man’s modern inventions. You will 
observe, my mind suddenly become 
romantic and demands a stage-setting 
for my imagination that shall he 100 
percent appropriate. 

Why cannot things be this way and 
still Include the automobile, somebody 
asks? Well, I'll tell you what worries 
me. There Is a continuous agitation 
to have country roads brightly lighted 
The matter has been widely discussed 
for some years and there appears to 
he every reason to believe that the 
1931 Legislature will favorably act on 
some one of the many petitions for 
State highway lighting that will come 
before It. I suppose that "the time has 
come", as our political orators say, 
for action of tills kind. It Is a safety 
measure and as such cannot lie Ig- 
nored hut rather pushed along to an 
extent that will make highway acci- 
dents few and far between. 

True as that may be I rather like 
my country roads dark. I like to see 
the fireflies in the meadows: to view 
the moon and the stars above the 
treetops always gives me a thrill. In 
fact. I would like to go hack to the 
days when I first visited Petersham 
and folks went to Sunday night prayer 
meeting carrying lanterns. These they 
extinguished and left in the vestibule 
and upon leaving relighted them in 
order to brighten the path home. That 
picture always fascinated me. 

No, indeed. I shall not be happy in 
a countryside that is lighted to re- 
semble Broadway at Times Square. In 
Newton, where lighting on side streets 
is more or less dim one might he 
able to satisfy one's craving for dense- 
ly dark thoroughfares. But Newton 
isn't the country that I mean. It 
Isn't sufficiently rustic. Give me 
dark country lanes — not that I have 
any evil deeds that I want to perform 
under the cover of darkness — hat it 
seems to me more truly rural, that's 
all. 


Provision is made for the valuation 
of all public service or public utility 
equipment where a dispute arises 
after determination by the Tax Com- 
missioner. The board may also hear 
petitions based on the rather trouble- 
some Issues recently raised on excise 
taxes, so called, such as the excise 
tax on automobiles. 

In practical effect the creation of 
the formal hoard, to take the place of 
the rather informal board as previ- 
ously constituted, is a pleasant ges- 
ture towards giving to the Individual 
citizen a place to register his kicks 
over Ills taxes and to place before an 
impartial commission of experts his 
side of a matter that means to him 
an animal outlay of dollars and cents. 

It is hoped and assumed that acting 
with a wise und benign oversight 
on such matters as shall come before 
it that very great good shall conic of 
tills new commission, to take the 
bluntness off some of our ever-present 
tux burden, and that in its reports 
provided for from year to year the 
hoard may have some practical sug- 
gestions for the Legislature from lime 
lo time, which will help to clarify ia 
tile public mind at least some of the 
rather complicated tax matters. 

Possibly It marks the beginning of 
a new era in this old Commonwealth, 
that It may even lessen the burden of 
work at present heaped upon an 
earnest und industrious State Tax 
Commissioner. The hoard may not 
prove a panacea for all the tils of 
the body politic nor yet a painless 
method of extracting the last pound 
of taxable llesh for the benefit of 
the State, which is all of us, since 
the State is the citizen, but it is cer- 
tain that we are at last on a forward 
looking road to a more practical study 
of uu otherwise unsatisfactory and 
Involved tax structure. 


Before tills Tercentenary year 
passes, and that will be next Wednes- 
day at midnight. I hasten to remind 
readers that they should provide them- 
selves with a copy of "Pathways of 
tlie Puritans", compiled by Mrs. N. S. 
Bell for the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
Tercentenary Commission. It is copy- 
righted liv the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth and published by the Old 
America Company of Framingham. 1 
am sure that it was intended that this 
volume should be a dignified, authen- 
tic and highly desirable souvenir of 
the Tercentenary. It lias certainly 
proved that, as I can testify, having re- 
ceived one as a gift from the Gov- 
ernor. 

It is difficult to describe briefly the 
many interesting features of this book. 
There are biographical sketches of 
Magistrates and data about famous 
houses. Among the latter is the Abra- 
ham Browne. Jr.. House at 362 Main 
street. Watertown, which i am sure 
all of us have seen. There is a pro- 
fusion of illustrations, portraits of the 
great men of the colony, pictures of j 
tlie interior and exterior of houses ' 
and many other fascinating views. A 
whole chapter is devoted to "Early 
Furniture in tlie Bay Colony ' and 
t his. I am sure, you will find a revel- 
ation. 

We all approbate tlie artistry of 
photo-engraving and of printing, al- 
though we may not understand. I 
am confident that you will agree that 
tlie very finest Illustrating and tlie j 
best of typographical work lias been 
employed to add lo the attractiveness j 
and value of this book. 

What I think was as apt a bit of 
phrasing as I found in the volume was 
the following, taken from tlie intro- 
duction as written by Samuel Eliot 
Morison: "The important tiling is they 
had faith: that this Commonwealth 
was established by men ami women 
who sought the light of a higher power 
than their own wants and wills. Pul- 
sating life in the now world upset many 
u neat plan or system of the fathers, 
but their faith gave quality to what 
supplanted them. In the hearts of 
those who landed on these bleak 
shores in 1630 came germs of creative 
life that were not crushed hut 
cherished. In another century, fer- 
j tilized by new strains from Europe, 
i they blossomed Into the fine arts. 

I literature, the sciences ami a new 
sense of human worth und dignity".

ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 

In last week’s GRAPHIC was a let- 
ter from a resident of Grove street 
anent the proposed service plant of 
the Boston Consolidated Gas Company 
ill n site on that street located where 
Hie Circuit Branch of Hie Boston # 
Albany crosses. Residents of Grove 
street cannot ho blamed for objecting 
to n continuation of heavy truck traf- 
fic such as the big trucks hauling 
gravel have caused for some years. 
But tlie Gas Company asserts that 
the truck traffic from its proposed 
service station will not he compar- 
able with that from tlie gravel pits, 
either In the number of trucks or tlielr 
size. While Hits objection raised by 
tlie Grove street resident is debatable, 
few reasonable persons will agree with 
some of Hie other objections he raised. 

There will be no serious menace 
caused by the importation of 125 em- 
ployees of tlie Gas Company and tlielr 
families into tills city. No “slum dis- 
trict" would he created, ns predicted 
by tlie Auhurndale resident. Accord- 
ing to Webster's dictionary such a 
district Is a foul back street populated 
by vicious and slovenly people. The 
Boston Consolidated Gas Company 
does not employ this type of em- 
ployees. Neither does any other pub- 
lic service corporation. Neither would 
the City of Newton, officiating through 
its Buildings, Health and Police De- 
partments permit tlie creation of such 
a district. We happen to know many 
of the people employed by the Gas 
Company and they are law abiding 
citizens whose proximity would war- 
rant no exodus from Auburndale. It 
is probable that most of them would 
continue to reside in the homes they 
now own, even though tlie Gas Com- 
pany might establish a service plant 
between Atiburndnle and Newton 
Lower Falls. 

No person should worry that the 
Newton Hospital will be crowded 
with charity patients if tlie Gas Com- 
pany comes to tlie Grove street site. 
Neither the Newton Hospital, nor any 
other hospital that we know of, is 
employed by corporations, or to mem- 
bers of such workingmen's families. 

The writer is no minion of any pub- 
lic service corporation, as our com- 
ments regarding such corporations 
made in this column in tlie GRAPHIC 
of December 12th, will attest. But, 
we believe in fair play to such cor- 
porations and tlielr employees. 

As a member of the Licenses Com- 
mittee of tlie Board of Aldermen in 
1829, we voiced our disapproval of 
any gas-holder on tlie site in ques- 
tion. We also disapproved of a gas- 
holder in any part of Newton of the 
size originally proposed by the Gas 
Company. In common with the other 
members of Hie then Licenses Com- 
mittee we agreed that the Gas Com- 
pany was entitled to reasonable fa- 
cilities in this city, proportionate to 
the requirements of Hie service it 
provides for residents of Newton. 

Because of tlie institution of high- 
pressure mains, tlie Gas Company lias 
abandoned tlie idea of erecting any 
gas-holder in the Newtons. But, 
whether this corporation establishes 
a service plant off Grove street, or 
elsewhere In the city, there is no 
occasion for anyone attempting to 
picture the employees of this com 
patiy as undesirable citizens. 

If you don't believe times have 
changed contrast the manner In which 
Christmas is celebrated now with Hie 
way it was observed in by-gone years. 

\ score or more years ago when 
money was less plentiful than it lias 
been In recent years, Christmas trees 
were displayed in a minority of homes 
during the Yuletide season. One did 
not see streets cluttered with thou- 
sands of evergreen branches waiting 
to lie sold to persons who would deco- 
rate and illuminate them. 

Tlie good people of the Louisburg 
Square section on Beacon Hill in Bos- 
ton started something many years ago 
when they established in this vicinity 
the Old World custom of having 
lighted candles in their windows dur- 
ing tlie Christmas season. If those 
who originated this practice could but 
see tills year Hie millions of artificial 
candles which decorate thousands of 
homes in Greater Boston, and tens of 
thousands of homes throughout tlie 
country they would he amazed at tlie 
growth of the beautiful, old custom. 
And this growth lias certainly re- 
dounded to Hie advantage of tlie Edi- 
son Company. 

Electric candles in windows of 
homes produce a realistic effect when 
they simulate real candles in appear- 
nice. But. who ever saw a real can- 
lie emitting a blue, red or green 
(lanio? Colored lights should he re- 
stricted to decorations other than can- 
dles, unless one desires a Roman 
candle effect. 

As usual a large percentage of au- 
tomobile owners have been paying at- 
tention the past couple of weeks to 
the matter of obtaining 1931 registra- 
tion plates for their cars, and inci- 
dentally procuring compulsory liabil- 
ity insurance. According to tlie laws 
of Massachusetts nil automobiles 
owned ami operated in this Common- 
wealth must bear number plates and 
must curry compulsory liability in- 
surance. But, so far us thousands of 
automobiles in this State are con- 
cerned, they may as well have no 
registration number plates attached. 
Owners iiml operators of these cars 
allow — or cause tlie number plates to 
become so covered with dirt and 
grime that the numbers are Illegible 
even in the daytime. Some persons 
who operate ears with unreadable 
number plates may do so through neg- 
ligence. hut unquestionably others do 
so intentionally. And in this class are 
not alone criminals, lint also those 
road menaces who make a habit of 
Irlving cars recklessly. These types 
not only operate ears with dirt- 
smeared number-plates but they bend 
lie plates lo make one of (lie figures 
nvlslble, they even disfigure the plutcs 
lo obliterate the numbers. Ami the 
number of victims of "hit aud run" 
drivers increases. 

Why should the great majority of 
automobile owners lie compelled to 
obtain Insurance ami number plates 
when thousands of ears are permitted 


lo he operated on the highways bear- 
ing illegible registration plates? Why 
are Hie police throughout tlie Com- 
monwealth ho Indifferent to tills se- 
rious vlolntion of the automobile 
laws?

In last week's NEWTON GRAPHIC 
was printed the report of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Newton Busi- 
ness Associates to submit recommen- 
dations for the nse of the land on 
Washington street, Newton Corner, 
formerly occupied by Engine 1 house. 

Tills site contains 5300 square feet of 
land and has an assessed value of I 
$15,666. Its actual market value Is 
very much higher. The committee 
recommends that tills lot lie used as 
a bus terminal and that an approach 
be made to it by taking a strip 10 
feet wide off the Sumner Block, tak- 
ing land owned by Hie Taylor estate 
at the rear of Whitman Block and 
taking tlie land and buildings owned 
by H. H. Hawkins & Son. In all, 17,- 
066 square feet of land would be 
taken. According to estimates or the 
committee the cost of these takings 
would he between $5(1,060 and $60,066. 

In conjunction with the 10 foot street, 
the committee would have a 9 foot 
sidewalk built along the strip of land 
owned by the Boston * Albany rail- 
road on top of and alongside the 
abutment. This sidewalk would af- 
ford a way for pedestrians. 

The advantages claimed for tlie 
plan proposed by Hie committee in- 
clude a bus terminal which would be 
very handy to the Boston Elevated 
cars in Nonantum square, convenient 
to tlie stores at Newton Corner, it 
will relieve traffic conditions In No- 
nantum square and afford more park- 
ing facilities. It would also afford a 
short cut to the railroad station to 
persons residing on Charlesbank road. 

Personally, we fear one part of 
the plan offered by the committee. 

About 15 years ago the writer con- 
ceived a somewhat similar plan and 
gave It publicity in the NEWTON 
FREE PRESS, then published by Mr. 

Harold Moore. This plan proposed 
that a street be laid out between the 
fins Company office and Cole's Block. 

The present Centre street bridge over 
tlie B. & A. tracks would he taken 
down and in Its place would he a 
bridge so constructed as to allow traf- 
fic to travel over it on the new street. 

All arcade over the B. & A. tracks 
would have continued the street to 
the rear of Sumner Block where the 
street would proceed along the site 
occupied by the Hawkins property and 
the old Engine house site. Thence, 
in accordance to our old plan, the new 
way would cross Washington street 
and proceed along a widened Nonan- 
tum Place to connect with the Charles 
River parkway. 

We thought so much of this plan 
that we gave it publicity a few times 
in subsequent years and converted I 
others to the Idea. Such a new route 1 
would have allowed traffic coming 
from east and west, as well ns from 
Newton Centre and Watertown to ! 
pass through Newton Corner without 
going through Nonantum Square. 

But. in recent years it has been our > 
conclusion that this supposedly excel- 
lent plan had some very serious dis- 
advantages which greatly impaired Its 
practicability.

THE CHANGE IN WARD LINES 

As recommended in his inaugural address nearly a year i 
ago Mayor Weeks has instigated a change in the ward lines 
of the city. With an increase of 41.7 per cent in population! 
in the city during the past ten years the existing ward and 
precinct lines have become far from satisfactory. The new 
lines provide for seven wards, each having three precincts, 
instead of the present seven wards with from two to five 
precincts. Furthermore, each ward will have approximately 
four thousand voters, making a far more even distribution of 
votes and representation. The new lines will probably make 
little if any change in the political complexion of each ward 
and Newton should remain “the banner Republican city of 
the Commonwealth” for some time to come. 


WHY NOT ALL THE TIME? 

During the ten day period before Christmas the night col- 
lection of mail throughout the city was handled at the New- 
ton Postoffice instead of being carried to the South station 
at Boston for sorting. It was done most satisfactorily. Under 
the usual practice of having this mail sorted in Boston for 
delivery the following morning we have seen the time when 
such mail has been delayed when there was no rush priod. 
If the collection of mail after six o’clock in the evening can 
be handled at Christmas time at the local office it can be 
done throughout the year. Why not? 


COMPLETES THE SYSTEM 

The appropriation by the Board of Aldermen of sufficient 
funds to build a wing upon the Bigelow School at Newton 
and to further alter the building into a junior high school 
assures the completion of this educational system in Newton. 
When alterations are completed and with the opening of the 
new school now under construction at Newton Centre each 
section of the city will have provisions for its pupils of junior 
high school age. The growth of the city in recent years has 
caused a constant demand for more school buildings. While 
the problem of new schools and alterations will always re- 
quire considerable attention we have, temporarily at least, 
caught up with the problem. 


UNEQUALLED BEAUTY 

Christmas has always been and always will be a day of 
beauty. Yesterday was the first real “white” Christmas in 
eight years. A “white Christmas adds more beauty through 
the increased association of purity with the spirit of the day. 
In recent years the practice of illumination of homes has be- 
come widespread and outward manifestation of the Christ- 
mas spirit has been even more beautiful.

Prohibition Illegal! 

France Worries Italy. 

Dole, and Bread Line. 

Einstein Secs Reality. 

The country discusses the decision 
of Federal Judge William T. Clark, who 
says prohibition isn't legal, because the 
people didn't pass on it. 

Judge Clark is interesting to millions 
of women, although they may not know 
it, for he is one of the famous "O. N. T. 
Clark spool thread” family. 

Judge Clark's decision that prohibi- 
tion isn't legal will be reversed by the 
Supreme Court probably. 

That highest Court will be slow to 
render a decision making illegal all 
that has been done during the past ten 
years, in the crusade that has created 
bootlegging, hijacking, shootings, rack- 
eteering and other features of the boot- 
leg industry. 

The Supreme Court will hardly con- 
demn everything that the national gov- 
ernment has done in the name of pro- 
hibition, at this late date. 

Judge Clark, declaring that the peo- 
ple never had a chance to pass on the 
prohibition amendment, said: 

"The people can’t be expected to re- 
spect laws they don't pass.” 

Admiral Pratt, chief of our naval op- 
erations, says it is ridiculous "to hope 
that the United States Navy will ever 
equal that of Great Britain, without a 
development of our Merchant Marine.” 

We arranged to have only as many 
warships as the British, carrying out 
British orders in that respect most 
humbly. And we forget that Britain 
has a fleet of gigantic passenger car- 
rying ships that can be used for trans- 
porting troops, munitions, all ready for 
mounting high-powered guns. Each 
great merchant ship is a warship in it- 
self. 

The building of five new fortresses 
on the Island of Corsica alarms Italy, 
according to reports from Leghorn. 
The Tclegrafo says that ships from 
France are unloading rifles, machine 
guns, munitions, armored cars, field 
telephones and cannon and “arming 
Corsica in a formidable manner." 

The Italian, Napoleon Bonaparte, 
starting from Corsica to the military 
school in France, finally ruled the 
French and conquered much of Europe. 
It would be strange if France returned 
by the Napoleon road to conquer Italy 
through Corsica. 

There Is trouble in India also, troops 
again called out to stop riots. Hindus 
don't like cloth made in England. When 
a truck loaded with such cloth ap- 
peared, the Hindus, who have ideas 
about fighting that are very un-Eng- 
lish, lay down in front of the heavy 
truck to stop it. It killed one of them. 

To win liberty with "fighting" of that 
kind will take a long time. 

Congressman Tilson says the Me- 
Nary bill is the "dole" in disguise. For 
some reason, every professional "100 
per cent American" seems to have a 
horror of the dole. 

Is the dole so much worse than the 
bread line? Is it better to let a man 
stand in line two or three hours, to get 
a miserable cup of coffee and a piece 
of bread, than to give him and his fam- 
ily, without waste, and directly, enough 
to keep from starving — that is, if you 
really want to keep him from starving? 

Why worry so much about the dole 
if you have conditions that demand it? 

The great Einstein is on bis way to 
the Pacific coast, going, most wisely, 
through the Panama Canal. He will see 
things there that will make matter, 
space and time seem temporarily real. 

Of course, lie can prove that there is 
nothing there except deceptive aggre- 
gations of electrons and protons, nega- 
tively and positively charged, the elec- 
trons going around (lie protons trillions 
of times in a second. 

Nevertheless, the very solid looking 
locks and cuts are sufficiently real to 
satisfy the ordinary mortal. 

The deatli of a murderer with many 
years in prison ahead of him in Sing 
Sing Prison is made more interesting 
by the fact that lie was an editor. You 
rarely read of editors committing mur- 
der. Tlie usual tiling has been for some- 
body to shoot the editor. 

The dead editor murdereu his wife, 
and by way of anti-climax his body goes 
to \\ ashington to be buried beside her. 

If they arise at the sume moment in 
obedience to Gabriel’s trumpet, "in the 
flesh" to meet their Maker, what will 
the wife say to the husband who killed 
her and then Insisted on being buried 
by her side? 

Science says the world will not end 
for at least a million million years. 
Perhaps she will have forgotten all 
about it by that time. 

Investigators in Itussia report that 
the Government is manufacturing its 
own money freely, printing billions 
of rubles, which, in some mysterious 
way, is supposed to facilitate "dump- 
ing" in foreign countries by lower- 
ing costs. 

ltussiu lias u simple way of making 
the Russians like or appear to like 
the flat money. 

If you are cauglit hoarding gold 
you are shot, and tliut stops your 
hoarding. 

However, when you read American 
reports about ltussiu you must re- 
member that they may he as much 
mistaken as ltussiu is mistaken in 
her descriptions of American methods.

Ward 5, which now 
has 5391 voters, will have 1105 under 
the now plan. Ward 8 will lose 1179 
voters to Ward 7 and Instead of hav- 
ing only three Aldermen for 512(1 vot- 
ers. as at present, will have three Al- 
dermen for -1142 voters. Ward 7 un- 
der the new boundaries will have 355S 
voters instead of 2(1(15, ns at present. 

As the City Government of Newton 
is elected under a non-partisan plan, 
no appreciable political changes will 
result because of the proposed new 
ward lines. The only appreciable 
change made In the two Legislative 
districts in this city is the transfer 
of 1179 voters from Ward 8 in the 
5th Middlesex Representative district 
to Ward 7 in the -It h Middlesex Repre- 
sentative district. Hut. as both these 
wards nre strongly Republican, this 
change will not affect the political 
complexion of the two districts. 

The Board of Aldermen are to study 
the proposed changes during the next 
ten days and will probably take action 
on this matter at the meeting to be 
held on the 5th of January. 1931.

The Importance of Making A Will 


Y. M. C. A. 


By EARL G. MANNING 


This is the tenth article of the 
series written by Mr. Manning and 
deals with the Importance of creat- 
ing a will, which subject is a part 
of the discussion Mr. Manning is con- 
ducting before the Women’s Clubs of 
Newton under the auspices of the 
Newton Trust Company. 

In n previous article I discussed the 
value of trusts lu their varied forms, 
and gave the detail of one to show 
how they operate. 

Now a will Is different from a 
t rust in one very important particu- 
lar. Under a will you give property 
which was yours while you were liv- 
ing, outright to those whom you wish 
to remember. They receive lump 
sums of money or physical property 
us you may indicate, to have and 
enjoy and use in any way they see 
fit. 

Under a trust you give the prop- 
erty. money and other income-produc- 
ing entitles to a ( third person, to be 
administered for (hose you wish to 
remember, and usually they enjoy the 
income only, with the possible excep- 
tions of certain sums of money which 
you may direct to be paid to them 
from the principal, or which are to 
bo advanced to them by the trustee 
In times of stress or emergency, In 
accordance with the powers of dos- 
crocion which are usually accorded to 
the trustee. 

We all have some property which 
must be disposed of at our death. It 
iniiy be a few dollars in the savings 
bank, or a share or two of stock in 
some company. 

in any event there must be an ac- 
counting to the state, if (here Is any 
ensn or valuable property, and this 
must be done through the agency of 
out who is known as an executor. 

Tno executor or executrix makes on 
inventory of this property and reports 
It io tlie state authorities. If the 
amount Is above statutory exemp 
tions, certain taxes have to lie paid. 

The question of taxes is a minor 
consideration in comparison with the 
inconvenience, delay and liability 
that is engendered for those who are 
finally the recipients of the parceling- 
out process, which the law indicates 
must he observed. 

In. the first place It Is well to un- 
derstand that the giving away of prop- 
erty is merely a license, not n right. 
If that license Is not exercised by 
you, the laws determine very clearly 
how it shall he divided among your 
nearest of kin. 

It is not my intention In this arti- 
cle to go into the <very voluminous 
detail of that process. That very 
properly Is t lie function of tho law- 
yer to advise you upon, when you 
consult him in I lie drawing of your 
will. 

It is enough to say that if you don’t 
execute a will, it is u somewhat ex- 
pensive process, involving the tiling 
of a bond by the executor— perhaps 
the appointment of a guardian for 
minor children — the possibility of 
yearly accounting to the probate court 
for property which comes to minor 
children, until they become of age 
— and legal fees, to say nothing about 
a host of annoying inconveniences. 

Ail tills procedure can be greatly 
simplified by making a will, appoint- 
ing some individual or institution ns 
executor, exempting him from giving 
surety on his bond and giving him au- 
thority to settle the estate, be it large 
or small. In accordance with your de- 
sires. 

Just as an example of what 1 mean: 

A young friend of mine had a rather 
thriving optical business In a down 
town office building. He married, and 
in a year or so a fine young son was 
born to the couple. Ho had taken 
$1,000 of life insurance with me some 
Lime prior to his marriage, which he 
made payable to his father. 

Shortly after his marriage 1 in- 
duced him to take $2500 more, this 
time making it payable to his wife. 

I suggested he should change t ho 
oilier policy to his wife, too, but that 
lie neglected to do. 

Ho had hired a safe deposit box In 
a nearby hank and had placed all his 
valuable papers, bank books. Insurance 
policies, lease of his house and busi- 
ness office therein — the box being in 
Ills own name and not jointly with his 
wife, as is sometimes the custom. 

About a year after ho took his last 
insurance policy lie contracted pneu- 
monia and died, the Illness lasting 
less than a week. 

The shock of his death would have 
been severe enough under any circum- 
stances. but coming as it did almost 
immediately following tho birth of a 


second son, It made Ills wife's recov- 
ery very lengthy. 

When she recovered sufficiently to 
begin to wonder Just how she stood 
as regards assets with which to 
carry on, she was faced with the 
fact that she herself did not know 
whether her husband had made a will 
or not. 

All site did know was that all his 
papers wore In n safe deposit vault 
iu tills Im nk previously alluded to. 

She called me up one day and asked 
my advice as to what to do. I told 
her to meet me at the bank on the 
following morning. 

We stated the case to one of the 
officials and he agreed to allow us 
to see the contents of the box under 
Ills direction, to find out If there 
was a will, and what other property 
was there. 

Tills was done, hut no will was 
found. What we did find was as fol- 
lows:

I made out the list on o sheet of 
Paper and handed it to the widow. 

“May I take these?” she asked of 
tlie bank official, indicating the con- 
tents of the box. 

"Sorry, Madam, not until yon can 
show me u will which names you as 
executor, or until you have im up 
pointment hv tlie Probate Court." 

"Hut the insurance policies, can’t I 
have them?” 

“Sorry. Madam, I can’t deliver you 
one single paper in tills box until I 
know who is to he tlie executor.” 

Despairingly she looked toward me. 
"Wliat shall I do?” she cried. 

"I can arrange for tlie payment of 
the $2500 insurance, which is pay- 
able to you, without any difficulty," 
I replied, "by means of giving mv com- 
pany an affidavit that I have seen 
this policy in the box. and provided 
you are willing to sign a receipt 
which will be evidence to thorn that 
the amount will not lie paid twice.

•Vo! — because tlie law indicates t lint 
when a husband dies without a will, 
his wife inherits one-third of his prop 
erty. and his children, two-thirds, and 
tlie two-thirds must lie accounted for 
to tho court during ’heir minority. 

Nice prospect that faced tilts little 
.widow, wasn't it? The whole pro- 
ceeding could have been obviated by 
tlie husband if lie had only made a 
simple will, indicating that all of his 
little store was to he hers, that she. 
or tlie bank, ho allowed to servo as 
executrix, or executor, without giv- 
ing surety on a bond, and directing 
that any omission of bequest to his 
children was intentional. This latter 
provision must be Incorporated in all 
wills drawn in Massachusetts, other- 
wise tlie children receive their legal 
share as though no will had been 
drawn. 

Every husband should make a will. 
Every wife should make a will. But 
In any case, a good lawyer should be 
consulted, particularly to get his ad- 
vice as to whether the property shall 
pass to beneficiaries in lump sums, or 
whether it shall operate as a trust 
under tlie will, giving incomes instead 
of cash payments. 

Where the estate is of sufficient 
size to return incomes which are 
largo enough from interest alone to 
maintain a comfortable existence, it 
is very advisable to create a trust. 
It is less expensive to settle and offers 
tlie owner of ihe property full oppor- 
tunity to definitely indicate what shall 
become of it for at least two genera- 
tions in being and twenty-one years. 
Tlie exact details nnd operation of a 
trust cun lie clearly and easily ex- 
plained to you in a very short time 
by consulting with the trust officer 
of a good trust company. 

Ignorance of the law is no excuse 
for 1111 offender.

2000 Boy Scouts

Likened to Mausoleum 

The exterior of Buckingham palace 
gained considerably by its refacing 
soon after King George V took pos- 
session. Before that its appearance 
ninde it the subject of many gibes, 
and so long ago 03 1830, while it was 
being built, Joseph Jekyll, tiie famous 
master in chancery, wrote of it as re- 
minding him of nothing so much as a 
mausoleum — an opinion shared by Wil- 
liam IV, who kept away from It as 
much as possible, writes a columnist 
in the Manchester Guardian.

Shortly after, pausing to watch paint- 
ers at work on the exterior of a well- 
known West end store, lie remarked : 
“That is what Buckingham palace 
needs, but unfortunately I am not 
a successful draper.”

POLICE NEWS
